into 13 counties. Its shores are indented by deep bayts form- 
ing many excellent harbours; and its waters are studded with 
nniDerous islands, of every variety of farm and siie, fh>m tlie 
rocky islet to those of 150 square miles in extent. 

Near ibe coast, the surface is level, but it rises on proceeding 
inland; and most part of the State is lully, forming in many 
places a congeries of hills, or elevated cones, severai of which 
reach ao elevation of 4000 feet, and Mount Katahdin rises to 
the height of 633ft feet above the level of the sea. In the 
north-west, an elevated ridge forms the water-shed, dividing 
the waters of the St. Lawrence from those of the Atlantic; a 
lateral branch of this ridge, of still less elevation, separates the 
Kennebec and Penobscot rivers from the St. John's. 

It has been ostimated that one-siith part of tbe surface of 
Maine consists of water. There are numerous Jakes, the largest 
and most noted of which are Moosehead, Sebago, Chesuncook, 
and Umbagng. A part of the waters of the latter extend iota 
New Hampshire. Some of these lakes ore justly celebratedfor 
the picturesque t>eauties of their scenery, A steam-hoat haa 
been built to ply on the waters of the Moosehead lahe. The 
Seonebec and the Peuobscot are the two most important 
itreams; the former is navigable to Augusta, and the latter to 
Bangor. Their shores are adorned with vilh^s, and the 
intervals along their margins are the most fertile and best 
cultivated in the State. The Saco, Androscr^n, and St. 
Croix rivers enter the Atlantic. Bt. John's and its confluents, 
the Walioostouk, Allagash, and Aroostook, drain thd northern 
part of the State. Tbe St. John's forms a part of the northern 
boondary of the Btate, by the late treaty of Washmgtoa, nad 
^Is waters are open to the free navigation of both nations. Tbe 
princmaJ bays are, Casco, Penobscot, Machias, and Passama-

The central 
part is SI feet long, and 56 deep, with two wiiua, each 34 feet 
long, and S4 deep. It has a Doric portico of 8 columnar and 
before it is a spacious park, adorned with trees and shrubbery. 
There is a fine bridge across the fiennebec, and a substantial 
dam has been constructed across the river a diort distance 
above, forming a very eMeneive water-power. Stages leave 
daily for Portland ancl Bangor; three times a week fur Belfast 
and Thomastun; for Anson and Phillips, and also for Fryeburg. 

BUGOB is situated at the head of navigation, on the west sde 
of the Penobscot river, which is here crossed by a bridge 1,320 
feet long. It is 222 miles from Boston, 436 from New York, 
663 from Washington. It occupies an enunence from which a 
flna view is obtained of the surronndiDg country. Steam-boats 
plf regularly between this place, Purtlaud, and Boston. It 
contains a court-house, jail, a bank, 7 ehiirches, the Bangor 
Theological Seminary, 2 academies, and about 11,000 inhabi- 
tants.

Batu is aituated on the right bank of iiennebec river, I^ miles 
from tile aea. It ia built on a declivity, and extends for a mile 
and a halfalongthe liver, andthree-fourtbsof amile back from 
It. It baa an excellent harbour, and vessels of the largest class 
oomeuptoitB wliarvea, Itcotitaina 2 banks, several churcliea, 
fl academies, 75 atorea, and 6,fi(X) inhabitants. Steam-boata ply 
regularly between thia place and Portland and Boston, the most 
p^irc of Che year. 

Thomisios ia situated at the head of St. Qeoi^'a bay, and 
contains the Baptist Theolo|^cal Inatitute, a bank, 3 academiea, 
t!ie state prison, several churches, and S.OOO inhaUitanta. The 
I'beological Institute was founded 1S37; haa 2 profeasora, 33 
atudenta. and 500 volnmee In ita library. The state priaoii ia near 
the bank of the river, and attached to it are 10 acrca of ground. 
The buildinga are of atone, smrounded by a high wall. Immense 
quantities of lime of the beat quality are manunictureU bore. 

Rei.f,ist is pleasantly aituated on an arm of Penobacot bay, 
30 miles from the sea, and baa a epaclous harbour, aufficiently 
deep for vessels of the largest class. It has several churches, 
an academy, and 4,500 inhabilanta. 

' Eabtport Is situated on Moose Island, and ia connected by a 
bridge with the main land. It is the easternmost town in the 
United States; has a good harbour, and contains 6 churches, 
an academy, a United Btates garrison, and 3,000 inhabitants.. 

CiLtis is situated on the right bank of the St. Croix river, at 
the falls, Dppoaite St. Andrews, 250 miles from Portland, and 
has about 3,000 inhaUtants. 

Haij,ow«ll is pleasantly situated on tho right bank of the 
Kennebec river, and conies 5 cburchea, an academy, ajid 
5,000 inhabitants. Steam-boats plv to Portland and Boston, 
(Jneiss is extensively quarried under the name of HaUoweU 
granite, and exported to most of the eastern States, 



CAsTim is eltaated an a promonMry Id tbe east (dde of Pi!d- 
obBCot Bay. and baa a good harbour. It contains about 1,S<X> 

Houlton, 130 milee N.N.E, of Bangor, la otuated on a email 
stream emptying into St. John's rirer, near tbe New Brungwick 
line. It coDtaina tbe Hancock barritcks, a United StnCea mili- 
tary post, aevuntl Htorea, and 1,500 Inhabitauts. 

WiTEBTiLLE, 18 miles north of Augusta, w dtnated on the 
right bank of the Kennebec river, near the Teconick Falls; and 
contains a bank, several churches, and about 1,500 inhabitants. 
It is the seat of Waterville College, under the direetion of the 
Baptists. It has a president and 6 profeAsora. 210 alumni, TO 
students, and 7,000 tolumes in its hbraries. The eommence- 
ment is on the 2d Wednesday in August. 

Fryeburg, 4S miles from Portland, is beautifiilly utuated on a 

Elain. and contains a church and an academy, Lovell's Pond 
es near the Till^e, fiunons as the scene of a desperate flght 
between the whites and Indians in early times. 

Topsham, on tbe Androscoggin river; Gardiner and Soridge- 
wock, on the Kennebec ricer; Bucksport and Frankport, on 
the Penobscot river; Bristol, on the Damariscotta river; and 
Hacbias, on the Maekias river, are large and thriving places.

18 sitaated between lat. 42 deg. 41 ntln. and 15 deg. II mln. N.

9154 square miles, and 284,5T4 inbabitanta. 

This State has only 18 miles of seacoast, and the shore is 

fenerally a sandy beach. Portsmouth la the only good har- 
our in tbe State. A short distance from tbe coast, the coun- 
try becomes beautiftJly diversified by hill and dale, and adorned 
by several picturesque sheets of water. Tlie Whit« Mountains 
are situated a little north of the centre of the State, and have 
become a place of great resort during tbe summer months; 
they are usually ascended from the southeast. ASier climbing 
the Rides of the mountain for some distance, the forest trees 
begin U> diminish m height, until at the elevation of about 4000 
feet, you come to a region of dwarflsh evergreens, which put 
forth numerous branches, and surround the mounti^ with a 
formidable hedge, a quarter of a mile in thickness. On emerg- 
Ina from this tUoket, you arc above all woods, and at the foot 
ofwhat is called the bald part of the mountain, which is ver.v 
steep, and consists of a huge pile of naked rocks. After attain- 



iug tbe aumiiilt, the traveller is recompemed for bis tdl and 
trouble, if the eky he serene, b; a most noble and extensive 
prospect. The other principal mountain peaks are Moose- 
hillooh. 4036 feet high; the G>and Monadnook, 3254 feet above 
the level of the sea; and Kearaage, 2461 feet lugh, on the west, 
and tbe Moose and Oesippee mountains on tbe eiut. These 
mountains, thouffh not a connected range, are regarded as a 
continuation of the AllegbanieB. 

Tbe notch or gap in the White Mountains, is jnatlj regarded 

Bourco of Saco river. It is a deep and narrow deflle, In one 
part onl^ 22 feet wide. The mountain mass appears oh if riven 
quite to its base by some convalmDn of nature, perpendicularly 
on one ade, and on the other, at an angle of 45 degrees. The 
road which has been made through this pass is crossed- by tbs 
river Baco, which rushes rapidly down the aideaof the moun- 
tain, and gives a picturesque effect to the scenery. 

Tlie Sliver Cascade, a beautiful sheet of Vater, is precipi- 
tated over three precipicflB, from a height of 280 feet into a 
basm formed by the hand of nature, in the rock beneath. In 
its Ca]l it pretents a diversity of pleasing appearances; and in 
this whoie mountain region, nature seems to have sported her 
wildest fancies. The lakes form another peculiar character- 
istic of this State; Winnipiseogee is 23 miles long and 10 broad 
In its widest part. Its form is very irregular; its shores ei- 
hibit almost every gradation of scenery, and its sur&ce la 
stadded with numerous islands. The waters are very pure, 
being supplied mostly by springs. Bquam lake is 6 miles in 
length and abont 3 in breadth, and is surrounded by bold and 
rugged scenery. It embosoms many islands. Ossippee, Suna,- 
pee, Connecticut, and Ffewfonnd lake^ are smaller, but pic- 
turesque sheets of water. Another otyect of curiosity in tbis 
State, is BeUow's Falls, in the Connecticut river, at Waipole. 
The descent of the water in the space of 100 rods, is 41 feet; 
tbere are several pitches one above another; at the highest of 
which a large rock divides the stream into two channels, each 
about 90 feet wide. When the water is low, the eastern channel 
is dry, being crossed by a bar of solid rock; and the whole 
stream fails into the western channel, where it is contracted 
to the breadth of sixteen feet, and flows with astonishing force 
and rapidity. A brid^ has been constructed over these (alls; 
and a canal half a mde long, with nine locks around them on 
the west side. Amoskeag Falls, in the Merrimac, consists of 
three sQocesidve pitches, falling nearly 60 feet. There are also 
eitenave caverns at Chester. The Profile MountMn, at Fran- 
conia. is a dngular emmenee. It is a regular peak 1000 feet in 
height, presenting a bold front of solid rock; a side view of tfal* 
exhilMts a profile of the human face. Coiu'li. 



The Connecticut riyer has its Bourec in the high Ltndg on tlie 
north ooroerof the Stute, and its weat branch forms the bound- 
ary line between Sew Hampshire ajid Canada, to within one 
nule of the 46th deg. of N. latitude. Its genera! course is south 
hy west^ and diTiding Kew Hampshire and Vermont, it passes 
throi^h the western part of MsssBChusctts, and the central 
part of Connecticut, where it enters Long Inland Bound, Mer- 
rimao river, the Femigewassit branch, rises near the Notch in 
tho Wlitte Mountains, and is jokied by the Winnipisei^:ee, TO 
miles below the source of the former, b here tahee the name 
of Merrimac. The Androscoggin and 8aco, rise and have part 
of then' course in this State. 

The principal literary institutions of the State are — Dart- 
mouth College in Hanover, and the Gilmauton Theological 
Seminar; at Giltnanton. There are in the State about TO 
academies, and 3200 common echools. 

The coDslitutJon was formed in 1T81, and hi 1T02 was altered 
to its present form. The eoTomor is elected anniially by the 
people on the second Tuesitoy in March. He must have resided 
in the State for 7 years next preceding hia election, be 35 years 
of age, and pOBsesa property to the amount of £600, one half 
of which must be a freehold within the State. Tbe cooncil con- 
sists of 6 members, chosen by the people, who must have 
resided in the Btate for T years, and possess property to the 
amount of £500, and be 30 years of age. The legislature con- 
sists of the senate and house of representatives, and is denomi- 
nated the General Court of New H^pshire. The senate con- 
sists of 12 members chosen annually by the people, who must 
beat least 30 years of age, have resided in the State for T years 
preceding the eleetJon, and possess property within the State 
to the amount of £200. The house of representatives consists 
of 250 members, elected annuallv by the people. A member 
mnst have resided 2 years in the State next preceding his elec- 
tion, be 30 years of age, and possess property to the amount of 
£104 within the district which ho represents, one half of which 
must be a freehold. All judicial officers are nominated and ap- 

! tainted bythe^vemor and council, and hold their offlces dur- 
ng good behaviour; but arc removable by the governor, with 
the consent of the council, at the representation of both houses 
of the legislature. No judicial officer can bold office afler he is 
70 years of age. The secretary and treasurer arc elected by 
the joint-ballot of both houses of the legislature. Every male 
citizen of the age of 21 years or over, excepting paupers, and 
persons excused ftom paying taxes at their own request, has 
tbe right of suilVage. 

The first settlements made in the State were at Dover and 
Portsmouth, in 1823. In 1641, all its settlements, by a voluntary 
act, submitted to Massachusetts, but were made a separate 



proTiDce by an act of Charles II, in IGTO- A t«mporu7 
government was established in 1776, to continue during the 
war of the Revolution. June 3lBt, 17^, Che State in con- 
vention adopted the conntitudDQ of the United States, yeas ST, 
□ays 46. 

PoRTSuoDTH, a poft of entry, and the capital of Rockingham 
county, is the largest town in the Btate. It is pleasantly situ- 
ated on B peninsula, on the right bank of Piscataqna river, 3 
miles fi-om the ocean. The harbour is completely land-4ocked, 
and bas the advantage of being always free from ice. Ports- 
mouth is ta miles north of Boston, and 193 from Washington. 
2 bridges connect it with Kittery on the oppoule side of the 
river in Maine; another bridge connects it with Great Island, 
on which is a Ught-honse. On Continental Island, on the 
opposite side of the harbour, is the navy yard. The town con- 
tains 8 churches, 7 banking houses, a custom-house, 2 markets, 
an academy, an atheniqum, an almsboose, a Stale lunatic hos- 
pital, and about 8,000 inhabitants. The athenmum. a very 
flourishing institution, was incorporated in 1817, and has a lib- 
rary of more than 5.000 volumes, besides cabmeta of minerals 
and of natural histot?. Cars arrive ti-om, and depart daily for 
Boston, (fore 1 dol. 60 cents), and for Portland, (tare 1 dol, 50 

CoMCOHD. the capital of the State, is situated on the right 
bank of the Merrioiac river. It is 76 miles N.N. W. from Boston, 
and *81 from Washington. It lies chiefly on 2 streets, one of 
which extends nearly 3 miles. It contains a State-house, a, 
court-house, jail, bank, state prison, 8 churches. 3fi0 dwellings, 
and about 4,000 mhabitants. The stale-house is an elegant 
' structure of hewn BTaidte, 126 feet long, and 49 feet wide. The 
hall of representatives and the senate chamber are spacious 
and elegant rooms. By means of artificial locks and canala 
around the faUs in Mertimac river, and the Middlesex canal, a 
navigable commtuiication exists from Boston to this place. 
Cars arrive from, and depari; twice daily for Boston, (distance, 
76 miles; &re. 1 dol, 7d cents;) and for BurUngton Vt, via 
Lebanon and Montpelier, thence connecting with a steam-boat 
Une to Montreal, Stages leave daily for the White Mountains,* 
and for Montreal, via Uaverhiil, Derby, and Stanstead, Canada; 
and also for Brattleboro'. Vt. via Kecne. 

DovEii, the capital of Btrafibrd county, is prettily situated 
at the lower fklls of the Cochecto, which affords an abundant 
water-power. It cont^ns a cotirt--house, jail. 3 academies, tO 
churches, several eitenaive manu&cturing establishments, and 
about A. OOO inhabitants. Cars arrive from, and depart for Boston 
daily, (distance, 66 miles; Gire 1 dol, 75 cents;) also from Port- 
land, (43 mileB: fare, 1 dot, 36 cents.) Stages leave for the 
White Mountans 3 times a week, l.,oi>yli.'

This institution wa« 
founded in ITTO. and beudes the coUegiaW. it has a, medical 
department It has a president and Ifi professors or other 
instructors, has liad 2,236 alumni, has 331 students, and 16,000 
volumes m its libraries. The commencement is on the last 
Thuraday in July. The medical department, instituted in 1779, 
has 6 professors, 80 students, and has had 577 graduates. The 
lectures commence on the first Thursday in August. Stages 
pass through Hanover for Concord and Montpelier. 

Havbrbi:.!, is on tbe east bank of Connecticut river, and has 
a court'house, bank, a church, an academy, and about 60

Tills State presents a very considerable variety of surface. 
It is traversed from nortb to south by the Green Mountain 
range, some summits of which rise to a height of 4,279 feet 
above the sea. About the centre of the Slate, they divide into 
two ridges, the principal of which passes, in a N.N.E. direction, 
iota Canada, The Green Mountains are troni 10 to 15 milus 
wide, much intersected by valleys abounding with springs and 



brooloi, and are moatly covered with evergreen to their Bnmmits, 
from which they have derived their name. The rivers are in- 
conaidorable; most of those flowing east are merely Bmall tri- 
bntaries of the Connecticut; those on the east side are larger 
and longer, and the tliree principal, vii. I«moille, Misasque, 
and Winoosfei, rise on the east side of the prin«ipal momitain 
chain, which thej break through and enter Lake Champlaiu, 
Otter Creek rises on the west !^ of the mountains, and enters 
Lake Cliamplwn.

The soil is fertile, but m , „ 

Wool is the staple production: sheep, horses, and cattle are 
r^sed in great numbers. 

The ipgislatarefonnerl}' consisted of a single house of aasem- 
blj. but in 1836, two separate house {a senate of 30 members, 
and a house of representatives, composed of one member from 
each town) were establipfhed, which, together with its governor, 
lieutenant^ovemor, and executive council, are chosen annu- 
ally by the people. The right of aufitage is vested in every 
male citizen il years of age, who tiae resided in (lie Btate for 
the year previous to the election. The judicial power is in a 
supreme court of Ave judges, and county courts each composed 
of one judge of the supreme court, and two assistant judms. 
Judges are chosen annually by the general assembly, and a 
court of censors, by a popular vote once in 7 years. Tlie 
general assembly meet annu^y hi October. 

There are three colleges in Vermont, viz. the University of 
Vermont at Burlington, Middlebury College at Middlebury, 
and Korwicb University at Norwich; and there are about SO 
academies, and S500 common schools throughout the State. 

BuKLiNOiOH is deliglitiiilly situated upon the tongue of land 
formed by the confluence of the l^ooski, or Onion river, with 
Lake Champlain. It is the most important town in Tenuont; 
it is 40 miles W.N. W. from MontpeUer, 300 N. from New-York, 
and 5iS from Washington. Population in 1640, 4ST1. Here is 
a court-house, a jail, 2 baniing-housefl, churches, I univeraty, 
an academy, and a female seminary. The buildings of the 
University of Vermont, 4 m number, are on high ground on the 
east side of the village. This institution was founded in 1T9I. 
It has a president and 7 professors, 277 alumni. 120 students, 
and 9200 volumes in its hbraries. The commencement is on 
the first Wednesday ui August. The view from the cupola of 
Che colli'ee embraces an extensive range. On the west Ues the 
village — the broad expanse of lake, with its islands and vessels; 
and beyond, the Adirondack mountains, rising to the height of 
near 6000 feet, give grandeur to the picture; while on the east, 
are presented in full view Che Green Mouulains, with their two 



high^M peaks, ComerB Rump and Manatlelil Moiintiun. (Steam- 
boats stop here daHy (in summer) from Whitehall. S.T., anil 
from St. John's Cannda. St^es leave dally for Albany, aino 
for Boston via Mlddlebun, BelloHs' Fallis and Fitcbburg, 
Maes,, and te Montpelier; from thence, three times a-week to 
Portland, Me., via the White Mountains. 

Montpelier. the capital of tho State, is situated in a ragged 
and picturesque region, at the junction of the north and south 
branches of the TMnooski river. It contains a Btate-hoase, court- 
house, jail, an academy, 4 churches, and about 1.800 inhabi- 
tants. The state-bouse is built of granite, TZ feet wide, anii 153 
feet long; it has a projecting portico in the centre of 6 Grecian 
Doric columns. 6 feet in diameter, and 36 feet high. Stages 
leave daily for Burhngton and Concord, N. H. via l«banon, Ac; 
and three times a week for the White Mountains; also ta Derby, 
8t, Albans, Ac. 

MinnLBBiTRT ia sitaated at the falls and on both sides of Otter 
creek. It contains a court-house, jail, bank, 6 churches. 3 
academies, several extensive manufactories, and about 2,^00 
inhabitants. In the vicinity is a quarry of excellent marble, 
which is eiten^vely wrought. It is the seat of Mlddlebury 
College, founded in 1800, which haa a president and 7 profes- 
sors, has 771 alumni, 87 students, and 7,0S4 volumes in its 
libraries. The commencement is on the 3d Wednesday in Au- 
gust. Stages pass through Mlddlebury d^y Cor BurlingtoD, 
Albany, and Boston. 

Vergisnes is atnated at the lower foils on Otter creek, and 
contains 3 churches, a bank, and several manufactories. 

Bknbinoton is pretUly situated on elevated ground, and con- 
ti^s a couri-housc, a church, 3 academies, a bank, and about 
300 inhabitants. T&e Americans, tinder General Stark, de- 
feated a lai^ British force. August 16, 1777, on the west border 

BmiTLKBOBo' ia situated on the right bank of the Connec- 
ticut river, and contains i churches, a bank, and about 1000 
inhabitants. Stages leave d^y for Albany, SpringBeld, Wor- 
cester, Nashua; and also to the White Mountains, pasting 
through the principal towns along the Connecticut river. 

Norwich is on the right bank of the Connecticut river, and 
contains several churches, an academy, and about 900 inhabi- 
tants. It is the seat of Norwich University. It has a president 
and 6 professors, and 40 students. The commencement is on 
the third Thursday in August. A line of stages pass through 
this place three limes a-week fi-om Montpelier and Concord. 

St. Aj.BANa ie situated near the east shore of Lake Champ- 
lain; it has a conrt-honse, jail, a bank, 3 churches, and al>out 
700 uihabitanta. Stages from Burlington to the Canada line, 
pass through this place three times a-week. '■ ">i>;:;li.'

BellowB' FallB Tillage has 2 ohnrcheB and 600 in- 
hAbitaDts, 

Alburg Springs are on the point of lind projecting into Lake 
Champlain, at the north; the water* are of condderoble efflcocy 
in scrofulooB and other diseaBea. 



THE STATE OF MASSACHUSETTS 

LIES between 11 deg. 23 min. and 12 dee. S2 miu. N. lat. and 
between 69 deg. 50 min. and IS deg. 30 min. W. Ion. It ia 
about 190 miles long, with an arerage breadth of 90 miles, and 
contains 7,000 square mileB; and hi 1810, T3T,699 inbalntantB. 

This State presents three distinctioneB. The firet, towards 
the ocean, is a marine alluTion, but little elevated above tba 
sea; it i« moBtly sandy, and the least fertile and smallest in ex- 
tent of the three sections. ThiB plain is followed bj a line hilly 
tract, which croBBOB the State from north to south, elevated at 
some places 300 feet above the sea: from these elevations (he 
rivers flow in ever7 direction. The second or middle zone in- 
cludes part oflhebeantifiilvdley of Conneeticnt; and is followed 
bf the mountainous but highly fertile county of Berkshire, which 
comprises the whole western part of the Rtale. Through Berk- 
shire pass two mountain ranges, the Tagbkannick, on the west- 
em border of the State; and between the Housatenic and 
Connecticut rivers, the Oreeu Mountain range, here called 
Hoosack Moontalns. Moimt Ilolyoke, near Korthampton, ia 
near 1,300 feet above the level of the sea, and WachnsettMoun- 
twn, in Princeton, is an elevated peak from 2,000 to 3,000 feet 
high. Saddle Mount^n in the Tagbkannick range, in the north- 
west comer of the State, is 4.0OO feet high; and Momit Wash- 
ington in the same range, in the southwest comer of the State, 
ia about 3,000 feet high. The valleys of the ConnecUcut are 
fertile, aa are also those of the Housatonic. 

The principal rivers are — the Connecticut, a noble rtreara, 
winding for 60 miles across the state; Honsatonic, which risei 
in Berkshire county, and flows through the west part of tho 
State; and Merrimac, which rises in New Hampshire, and ban 



veBoels to HaTerhill, 15 milei. Besides these tbere ai 
CoDCord, Taimtoi], and Blackfltone rivfra, 

MaisacliiuetUi bk» numerous good harbours. There are sere' 
ral importaxit lalajidB off the south shore of thia 8tate, to nhich 
ther lieloDg. The largest ia Kontucket. 15 miles long and II 
broad, and which constitutes a county of its ovn name. Mar- 
tba's Vineyard, west of Nantucket, ia 30 miles long sad &om 3 
to 10 broad, which mtli othaf snail islands constitutes Duko's 
couDtf. The stkwe* et UassachusetU are diverslfled by some 
bold pi ummt oriea and capacious bays. Of the latt«r, Massa- 
fduDetts bay, between Cape Aon on the north and Cape Cod 
on the south, is about 10 miles in breadth. Duzzard's bay ia 
on the soathnest side of Cape Cod, and is 20 miles long. Cape 
Ann, in the north part of the State, is a rocky promontory, IS 
miles in length. Cape Cod is a peninsula in the southeast part 
of the State, eitendW 76 miles long, and from 3 to 20 broad, 
with a bend in the nuddle, nearly at riffht angles. The penin- 
sula of 9'ahaQt, a few miles north of the harbour of Boston, is 
connected with the mun land by Lynn beach, two miles long. 
It has liecome, on account ofits cool breeies and wild sea-riews, 
a place of &istuonable resort during the summer months. Steam- 
boats ply diuly in summer from it to Bostoa, 

There are in this State 3 collets, and 2 theological semina- 
lica, Fii.^Hanard University, at Cambridge, tlie oldest and 
best endowed in the country, founded in 16dB. about 18 yean 
after the flrst landing on the rock of Plymouth; Williams Col- 
lege at Williamstown, founded in 1763; and Amherst College 
at Amherst, fonnded in 1S31, which has had an uneiampled 
growth. The theological senunary at Andover is under the 
direction of the Congregationalists. It was opened for students 
in the autumn of 1S(%. The Baptists have a flourishing tbeolo- 
gical institution at Newtown, founded In 1S2S. There are 360 
academies or grammar ichools, and 3.S00 common schotds in 
the State. 

The government of HassachoBetts con^ts of a governor, 
lieutenant-governor, >onale, and a house of representatives. 
They are elected annnally by the people- The governor must 
have resided 1 years in the Stale, and own a freehold worUi 
fl.DOO, and declare his belief in the Christian religion. The 
lieutenant-governor must possess the same qualiflcations. A 
council of nine persons, besides the licuteuaot-govemor, are 
elected annually by the joint-ballot of the legislature, and not 

They rank neit to the lieutenant-governor. The senate con- 
dsts of 40 members, who must possess a freehold of £300, and 
a personal eBtat« of £600, and must have resided in the State 



for 5 yearn next preceding the elcictLon. The house of repre- 
Bentotivca cont^ns 3fiB membera, who must poaaesa a freehold 
of £300 in the town for which he is chosen, or ratr^ahle estate 
to the value of jESOO. The judges snd yariom other ofBcers, 
iLs att'itmey-general, Ac. are appointed hj the governor and 
coiineii. The judgee hold their offices duiinc good behaviour. 
The aecretarj, treasurer, and receiver-generaX *c- are appmnt- 
ed annualljbf thejoint-biliotof both houses of the legislature. 
Every male oltiien over 21 jeara of age, (except paupera and 
pemona under guardianship, ) who ha« reaided in the State one 
year, and in the town or district In which he cUuma to vote, 
nx months next preceding Che election, and shall have paid a 
tax in the conunonweaith within two years, or shall have been 
exempted from taxation, enjoys the right of suffrage. 

The Plymouth colony was settled hy the Puritans, Decemher, 
1020. In 16^ the settlement of Salem and Charleston were 
made, and hi 1030 that of Boston. In 1093 these colonies were 
united under the name of Massachusetts. The American re 



n began at Boston, and this State bore a prominent part 
m tuat great struggle. In conrention, tbls State voted ( Feb. 
Otb, lTR8)to adopt the federal constitution: yeas 18T, nays 168. 



.1, the capital of Massachusetts, metropohs of New Eng- 
land, and the second commercial city In the Union, is ntuated 
mostly on a peninsula, 3 miles long, and a little more than 1 
mile bnrad, at the head of Masnachusetta bay, and possesses 
one of the best borbours In the United States. Itisln43deg, 
21 min. 23 sec. N. lat, and 71 dog. 4 mln. B see. W. long, from 
Oreenwich, and 5 deg. 11 min. l/j sec. E. from Washington. It 
is 105 miles from Portland, Me. 214 from New Torh, 302 from 
Philadelphia, 488 from Washington, 98S from Cmchmati, and 
1,809 frotn New Orleans. The population in 1190 was 18,038, 
In 1800, 2*,937; hi 1810, 33,350; in 1820, 43,298; in 1S30, 61,391; 
la 1840, 93,338; in 184S, 114,366. 

The harbour extends bom Nantasket to the city, and spreads 
from Nahant to ffinghani, containing 75 square miles. It is de- 
fended by Forts Warren and Independence, the farmer of which 
la on Governor's Island, and the latter on Castle Island. The 
inner harbour has a depth of water aiifflcienl for 500 vessels of 
the largest class to ride at anchor In safety, while the entrance 
is so narrow as scarcely to admit two ships abreast. Boston 
consists of three parts, vis. Boston on the peninsula. South 
Boston, formerly a part of Dorchester, and East Boston, fOT> 
merly Noddle's Island. The "ncclt" oriathmua, which in eariy 
times formed the only connection of the peninsula with the main 
land, is over a mile in length, and still constitutes the main 
avenue to the city from the south; but by a, number of exten- 
don bridges and artificial avenues, it is connected in rariouii 
directiotis with the anrroandlng country. 



The city eiliibitB a piuCuresqueand boaulinil appearance when 
aptiruacbed from the tea.: and ia eurreying it^i several parta, the 
traveller flnda much to admire. The peninHula had originaJIy 
an uneven suriiice, and (be place early received the name of 
Trimountain, from iU three hule. and their principul cnuuencet 
on lieacon Hill. These eminences, though somewhat lowered, 
continue to odora the city. Beacon HiU, on t)ie west -part, ii 
110 feet above high-watermark; it was originally 30 feet higher. 
Fort Hill, on the east side, fron^g the harbour, is SOieet high; 
and Copp's Hill, in the north part, is oO feet above high-water. 
On this bill the British bad a battery in ITTfi, from which, dur- 
ing ihe memorable battle of Bunker 1£U, they bombarded and 
burned Charlestuwn. 8outb Boston constituted part of Dor- 
chester until 1804, when, by on act of the legialatore, it was 
imiced to the city. It extends about two miles along the south 
eide of the harbour. Keariv in the middle of this tract are Dor- 
chester heights, or Mount Washington, 13U feet above the sea. 
On these heights the Americans, under Washington, erected a 
fortification in 1775, which compelled the British to evacuate 
Boston. 

£ast Bost«n is built on Koddle's Island. It is connected with 
the city by a steam ferrv, and with Chelsea, on the main land, 
by a bridge 600 feet long. Tbe eastern railroad commences 
here. A wharf 1000 feet long, called Cunard's wharf, has been 
granted five of charge for 2U years, for the use of the Liverpool 
Que of steam-ships. East Boston has wholly grown up smce 
1833, and already constitutes an unportant part of the city. 

The Common occupies the decUvity of Beacon Uill; it has a 
pteasancly diverutled surface, and covers a space of 75 acres. 
The state-house occupies its north part, Boston is generally 
well built, mostly of brick, and many of its private residences 
are elegant. Among the public buildings, the state-house Is 
tlie principal. It is «tuated on the summit of Beacon Uill, 110 
feet above the level of the sea, and fronts on the spacious Com- 
mon. This edifice is 173 feet long, and 61 wide. The lower 
■torey has a large ball or pubhc walk in the centre, 50 feet square, 
and 20 feet high, supported by Doric columns. In the middle 
of the south ode of Ibis storey, is a stitue of Washington, by 
Chantrey. The rooms above are, the representatives' room, in 
the centre. 65 feet square; the senate chamber, 56 feet lon^ 
39 feet wide, and 30 feet high, with two screens of Ionic columns, 
supporting with their entablature a richly-decorated arched 
ceding. In another part of the building >s the council-chamber, 
27 feet square. The dome is ascended by a spiral stairway on 
the inside; and from its top is presented a view of the harbour, 
the bay. and the surroundiDg country. 

Faneuil Hall was erected in 1712, by a gentleman wlioee 
name it bears, and was by him presented to the city. It was 



enlarged In 180S, and U now IDO feet long, and 80 wide, and 3 
ttareyi high. The lower store; is occupied bf stores. The great 
hall in the second storey Is 78 feet square, and 2B high, with gal- 
leries on three sides, supported bf Dcoic columns, aad the cell- 
ing is supported b; two ranges of Ionic columns. The west end 
is ornamented bj a fiill-length portrait of Washington, b; Bta- 
art; and another of Peter Faneuil, Esq. coined irom aa original 
picture. Above the great hall, is another in the third storey, 78 
feet lonE, and 3U feet wide, demoted to military exercises. This 
Tcnerable buildiog has been appropriatelj called "the cradle 
of American Uberty." It is the property of the city, and secured 
by its charter from ever being devoted to any but pabhc pur- 
poses. There are 76 churches in the city. The old state-house, 
at the head of mate-street, was built in 1658; it has been twice 
destroyed by fire, aud was the last lime rebuilt in ITIT- It waa 
formerly occupied by the State legislature. An elegant Mer- 
chants' Exchange l^s been recently erected in State-street. 
It contains the post-offlce, a reading-room, <bc. Quinoy Mar- 
ket is a splendid edifice, ^S& feet long, and &0 feet wide; it is 
directly cast of Faneuil Uall. The wmgs are two storeys hij^, 
and at the east and west ends are Ave porticoes, of f our Orecian 
Doric columns. The new court-house, constructed of hewn 
Quincy granite, is 176 feet long, 5i feet wide, and 61 feet high; 
and the north and south fronts are adorned with Grecian Dmic 
porticoes. The interior has four courtr^rooms, each fiO bylO 
feet, besides various pubhc offices. The custom-house lias an 
elegant Doric portico its whole length, and a fine dome in tlio 
centre. The houses of industry, correclion, and reformation, 
are pleasantly situated in South Boston, near the brow of Dor- 
chester heights, and are surrounded by ornamental gminda. 
The Tremout House is one of the finest hotels in the United 
States, There are two theatres in the city. 

The Medical Institution of Harvard University is located In 
Boston, wliere itH professors reside. It was (bunded in 1763, 
has 6 protessors, 157 students, and over 5000 volumes in ita 
library. The lectures commence on the first Wednesday of 
November annually. The Institution for the Bhnd has been 
liberally patronised; it has a splendid edifice on Mount Wash- 
ington, Sooth Boston. 

Boston has 106 literary and charitable societtes. Among the 
literary socie^s of a high order, is the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences, founded in 1780, which has jpubllshed four 
quarto volumes of its transactions, and has a library of over 
2000 volumes. The Massachusetts Historical Society was in- 
corporated in 1794. Its collectiouB have been pubhshed in 30 
volumes octavo. In which are many valuable papers. Its Ubrary, 
consisting of boulis and manuscripts, amounts to over 0000 
articles, many of them rare and valuable, besides several paint-

iitgB of duitin^iahed indiTidiul*. The Boston Athenffioni vas 

iDCoiporiited in 18ST. and has a library of over 30,000 volumei, 
a collection of over ZOUO coius and medaie, and a reading-room 
well fiiniblied witb American and foreign newepapera. The 
Boston Society of Natural Hixtor; wae instituted in 1830, and 
iiaa a cabinet and mUBeum. The Boston muieum possesses a 
rare and valnable caUection of curiosities. The MaBaaehuBetta 
hoapitAl, in the western part of the city, is deaerruig of notice; 
it has a beautiful ediltce. built of gramt«. and rarrounded by 
grounds highly ornamented with trees and shrubbery. 

There are 36 newspapers published here, of which 12 are 
daily; of the remainder a portion are semi-weekly and weekly, 
and others weekly. Besides newspapers, there are a nnmber 
ofnkagaiines and reviews; the most aistinguished of the latter 
is the Iforth American Bevitvi. 

The city is supplied with water bronght from Jamaica pond 
In Roibuiy, 4 mues from the city, by the Aqueduct Corpora- 
tion, formed in 1795. 

Cars leave Boston twice daily, on each of the r^lroads Sar 
Portland, (fareS dols.); for Lowell, [fere 65 cents), three fanesj 
and Concord, N.H. (fare 1 dol. 75 cents) twice daily; forfltch- 
bnrg three tunes daily, (fore I dol. 36 centa); for Albany, N.Y. 
twice daUy, (fere B dois. to 6 dola. ) Cars leave daily for New- 
York on five diflferent routes, (fere 3 dols. to 6 dolg.) Cars leave 
twice duly for Providence, (fare I dol. 36 cents); for New Bed- 
ford l&rc I dol. SO cents), and FaU River, (fere 1 dol. 45 cents); 
and also for Piymouth, (fere 1 dol.) 

CniKLESTOwN, one mile north of Boston, is ntoated on a 
peninsula, between Mystic and Charles rivers, and is connected 
by bridges with Boston, Cambridge, Chelsea, and Halden. 
The streets, altbough not regular, are vride, and omaiaented 
with trees. It has a square, around which a number of tite 

Siblic buildings are nttiated. It contains a state prison, the 
'Lean Insane Asylum, an almshouse, a town-house, 3 banks. 
a United States navy-yard, a marine hospital, and 13 churclies. 
The navy-yard is situated on the north side of Charles rirer, 
embracing 60 acres of ground, enclosed by a wall, within which 
are erected the warehouse, arsenal, magazine, ropewalk, dwell- 
ings for the ofBcers, Ac. all of brick, and two immense edifices 
ofwood.'underwbieh the largest vessels of war are constructed. 
Here is a dry-dock of hewn granite, 341 feet long, SO wide, and 
30 f^et deep. The M'Lean Insane Asylum is pleasantly ritu- 
ated on elevated ground; the buildings are large and commo- 
dious, and attaclwd to the Institution are 15 acres of land, 
handsome^ laid out, and tastefully ornamented. The state 
prison is N.W. of the city, and conasts of lour large stone 
buddings, a cliapel, ^. inclosed by a high wall. Buiuer Hill. 
or more pmpedy. Bread's Hill, is a little north of Chariestown. 



On the inte of the battle, 02 feet above the level of thssiiea. 
the Blinker Hill Monument has been erected. The eomer- 
atone was hud by La Fajette. on the BCMJi aoniverBarj of the 
battle, June ITth, 1825, Th^ foundation haviufi been found 
innufncienC, the comer-etane of the preient etructure was laid 
in March. K2J. The monument nas completed July SSd, 1S12. 
It» form is that of an obelisk, 30 feel square at the base, and 
IB feet 4i inches at the top. The height from the base to the 
top, is 221 feet. It is subatandally buUt of henn Quincy granite. 
The interior ie circular, having a diameter of 10 feet T incliea 
at the bottom, and of B feet 4 inches at the top. and ia ascended 
by 294 steps. At the top Is an elliptical chamber. IT feet tiieh 
and 11 feet in diameter, with i windows. A most beautmil 
view is obt^ned from this apartment of Bosten, its harbour, and 
the surrounding country. Omnibuses arrive from, and depart 
for Boston, every Hi minutes daily. 

Cambridoe, 3 miles N.W. froia Boston, consists of three 
parts — Old Cambridge, the seat of the University; Cambridge 
Port, about half way between the university and the bridge 
leading te Boston; and East Cambrid|i:e. formerly Lechmere^a 
Point, opposite to the north part of Boston. It is one of the 
oldest towns in New England, incorporated in lS3tl, by the 
name of Kowtown, but eight years after took its present name. 
It contains a court-house, Jail, state arsenal, 3 banks, 16 
churches, 3 academieB, and 9OO0 inhabitants. It is the seat of 
Cambridge Univeruty, the oldest and best endowed institution 
in the Union: founded in 1038. From a donation made to it by 
the Rev. John Harvard, it was called Harvard College. Its 
funds now amount to over half-a-miUion dollars. It has a pre- 
adent, 29 professors or other instructors, has had S942 alumni, 
haa 280 students, and 08,600 volumes Id its libraries. The 
commencement is on the fourth Wednesday in Augngt. The 
buildings consist of Univermty Hall, an elegant granite edifice 
140 by SO feet, and 12 feet hig'h, containing a chapel, B lecture- 
rooms, diniiig-halla, ifcc. ; Harvard Hall, a brick edfflce 108 by 
40 feet, containing the library, the phiiosopliical apparatus, and 
mineralogical cabinet; and four otber buildings, denominated 
Massachusetts, Hollis, Bloughton, and Uolworthy Halls, with 
rooms for the accommodation of the students; Holden Chapel, 
containing the anatomical museum, chemical laboratory, and 
lecture-rooms; and 3 other edifices for the students. The bmld- 
ings occupy an inclosed plain of 14 acres. It has a botanical 
gwden of 8 acres, with a ianre collection of trees, plants, and 
shrubs, native and foreign. The medical institution has 6 pro- 
fessors. The lootnres commence on the Ist Wednesday in No- 
vember. Ithasa libraryofoverMOOTolumcB. Mount Aubom 
Cemetery is in Cambrii%c, 5 miles from Boston. The grounds 
occupy about 70 acres, and are prettily divernifled with till and 



vaMey, mostly oorered with a gi*»t Tsriety of nalire trees, and 

t lasted with omamental shmbberj. There are olio severaL 
eautifiU sheets of water. It baa been tnstefiillj laid ont with 
RvenueB and patha. Cambrid^ was a place of unportani;e !□ 
ibs early histary of the country. The flrst printing-presB in 
America wan eslablished here in 1638, by Stephen Day, It was 
long the literary centre round which theaScciiouB ofthecolra- 
ieta clustered. Immediately after the battle of Lexington, at 
the commencement of the reTolutionai? war, 20,000 men col- 
lected here; and July 2, 1TT3, General Washington arrived aad 
estab&shed las head-quarters at this obce. Omnibuses anire 
from and depart for Boston every hau-hour daily. 

BoiBDRT, 3 miles sonth of Boston, is connected with the citj 
by a nect of land. It contmns 18 churches, 2 banks, manj 
beantifai dwellings, and about 12,000 inhabitantB. 

LixnoTON is 11 miles north-west from Boston, and contMna 
S churches and ^>out SO dwellings. This Tillage is celebrated 
as the place where the first blood wa» shed at the opening of 
the great drama of the revolatipn. The legislature of Massa- 
chnsetta have caused a monument to be erected on the spot 
where the first victims tell, to perpetuate the memory of the 
alain, and of this event; the monument stands on an elevatioD 
on the westcro idde of the green: a school-house stood there 
at the time the British troops flred upon the Americans, April 
19, 1775. The old church was taken down in J-m. when the 
present one was erected in its place. Cars tmta Boston 3 tunes 
daily, fere 3fi cents. 

CoNcoBD lies IT miles north-west fi-om BostiHi. It contains 
a court-house, jail, bank, 2 churches, and an academy. Popu- 
lation 1T)H. The first British blood was shed here in the canse 
of the revolution; after killing 8 Americans at Lexington, they 
proceeded to this plaoe, where they were resisted, and two 
British soldiers killed. A monnmeut records the event- Cars 
arrive from and depart for Boston i times daily (fare 50 cents), 
ajid also for nc«hbui%. 

Sii.111, the largest town in Eesei county, is the oldest and 
largest sea-port, but one, in Massachusetts, situated 14 m^s 
N.N.W. from Boston. .It is chiefly built on a pmnt of land 
formed by two Inlets from the eea, called North and South 
rivers, anifcoutiuus 18 churches, 9 banks, and 16.000 inhatn- 
tants. The pnblic square, containing 10 acres, lies In the 
northern part of the town, and is almost perfectly level, inclosed 
and shaded by a large number of elms. An aqneduot supplies 
the city with soft spnuR water. On a pemosuia below the town 
ore Fort Pickering and Fort Lee; and on an island there is a 
lighthouse. In 1692, the witchcraft delusion prevailed in Salem, 
and 19 persons were tried and eiecnled. Cars arrive fhtm 
and depart several times daily for Boston. A branch railroad 



eitonda from Balem to Marblchoad, a distance of i miles. Cars 
loATO for Gloucester daily, via Beverly and Manchester. 

Newbdbtfoht, is a piwt of enti?, and one of tbe principal 
towns of Essei oounty. It is ratuated 38 miles norUi-east of 
Boston, on a ^ntle acctivitT, on the right bank of the Merri- 
mac, at the luuon of that liter with the ocean. It is considereii, 
in point of natural advantages, as well as in its improvementa, 
one ofthomostbeautifiil towns in New England. Tbeharbonr 
is safe and spacious, bnt difficult of entrance. It contains a 
Custjjm-houBe, fl churches, an academy, 1 banks, an almahouae, 
alyceum, and TGOOinhabitants. Mr. White&eld, the celebrated 
preacher, died and was buried here. A monnnient in one of 
the churches records, " that in his ministry of Si years, he 
crossed the Atlantic 13 times, and preached more than 18,000 
sermons!" C.irsanivefrom and depart twice daily for Boston, 
and aJso for Portland, Me. Stages leave for Haverhill and 
Eieter, N.H. three dmea a week; steamboats daily to HaTorhill. 

Lowell, city, and the aemi-capiisl of Middlesex county ia 
■itnatcd 36 miles S.N.W. from Boston. In the rapidity of ita 
growth, and the eitent of its manufactures, it stands unrivalled 
ill the United States. The town was mcorporated in 1836, and 
embraces 4 miles square; the papulation then was ahout 30O, 
and its property valued at about 100,000 dols. In 1834 Belvi- 
dere village was added to it, and in 1836 it was incorporated as 
a city, ^e water-power of this place is very extensive, and 
easily avMlable. A canal, 60 feet wide, and 8 feet deep, com- 
mencing at the head of Pawtucket Falls, supplies the factories 
with the water of Concord river. The entire faU is 30 feet. In 
the factories there are employed 6430 females, and about 2300 
males. Besides the factories, there are print-works and bleach- 
cries, and new manufactories are constantly being added. 

Iiowell contains 3 banks, a city hall court-house, market- 
house, 33 churches, a mechanics' hall, an hospital belonging 
to the ^ctories, several pubho schools, and 2^,000 Inhabitants. 
The Mechanics Association is a flourishing Uterary society. 
Besides several newspapers published here, there is issued 
monthly a magaiinc, called the Offering, edited, and its con- 
tribntions furnished by female operaUves in the Stories, which 
holds a very respectable place among the magadnes of the 
day. Cars arrive irom and depart 4 times daily 7or Boston, 
(fare fiO cents,) and 3 times for Concord KH. Stages leave - 
3 times a week for Newburyport, Worcester, and tor Brattle- 
boro', Vt. 

Ahdovbb, 33 miles north from Bostonj contains 3 banks, 5 
cHnrchas, the Andover Theological Seminary, PhlUps' ' 
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eccleai&atJcaJ biatoiy, and one zwdstaiiC professor; 86 Btudeliti^ 
966 graduates, and 17,aO0 Tolionea in its libraries. Commonco- 
ment is on tlie 4tii Wedncsdav of September. Funds to the 
amount of 400,000 dols, have been contributed by a few bene- 
volent donors. Philipa' Academy was founded in 1778, and haa 
a fund of »>,000 dols. Tho number of students ia limited to 130, 
all of wbom study the learned languages. Oars arrive from 
and depart for Boston twice daily. 

Plthoutq lies 37 miles nouth-east from Boston, on Plymouth 
bay. It has the noble disCtnction of being the place wlrare the 
'^ l*ilgriin &lJiCrs " landed, a^r their perilous roy^e, on the 
S2d of December, 1620, and also of being the first town built in 
New England by civiiiied men. Plymouth contains a court- 
hoose, 6 churches, 2 banks, 2 academies, and about S,500 in- 
habitants. The rock tn which the Pilgrims landed hu been 
conveyed to the centre of the village. The anniversary of the 
landing b> celebrated annually. In Pilgrim Hall is a lar^ 
panting representing tlie landing from the Sktyfiotuer, the chair 
of Governor Carver, tbe sword-blade, of Capt.* Miles Standisb, 
and other curiositjes. Cars arrive from and depart twice daily 
for Boston, (^re I dot. ) Sta^s leave three times a week for 
Barnstable, Falmouth, Now Bedford, and Taunton. 

Hbw Bkuford, a port of entry, and the semi-capital ot Bristol 
county, is 56 miles south of Boston. Population, IS, 000. It ia 
OQ the west side of an arm of the sea, which sets up from Buz- 
lard's Bay. The-groond rises rapidly from the water, and 
presents a fine appearance when approached &om the sea. A 
wooden bridge and causeway, tbree-fourtba of a mile lon^ 
connects it with Fairhaven. It contains a ja^ court-house, 4 
banks, a savings' institution, and 18 churches. The harbour is 
safe and commodious, but not easy of access. The whale fishery 
Is extensively carried on here. There is a Friends' academy, 
exclusively devoted to the education of females. As early as 
tiie year 17^ we find the settlers of the village of Bedford 
sendmg out small craft in searcli of the greasy monsters, some 
of which reached as far south as the Falkland Islands, Twice 
has the whale fishery been Interrupted by war with Britain, but 
Ttgorously and successfully renewed as often, and is now con- 
tiuuaUj increaang. Tho Vessels engaged in the fishery Mnount 
to 239, all ships but four, having on board 6,0au seamen. Cars 
arrive &Tim and depart twice daily for Boston, (fare 1 dol. 60 
Centa.) Btcam-boats leave daily for Nantucket. Stages tbree 
times a week for I'rovidence, for Newport, and also for Barn- 
stable, via Sandwich. 

TiUNTON, semi-capital ot Bristol county, 36 miles south of Bos- 
ton, is pleasantly «tuated at the head of navigation on Taunton 
river. The village contjuns a court-house, a town-house, 
churches, 3 banks, and 8000 inhabitanta. Iron wwks were

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If south from Boston, This tillage is one of thfl 
finest ond largest of the inland towns of Sew Englond. It 
contains a courtjiouse, i banks, T churches, and TstiO inbabi- 
tsuts.

The main street extends 
along the river between 2' and 3 mites. The bouses are well 
built, and many of them elegant. The town contains a court- 
hoose, jail, S churches, 2 banks, and one of the must extendve 
United States arsenals of construction in tbe country. Tbe 
armory is situated on elevated ground, half a mile east of tho 
vElage. The buildings are very eKtonsive, of brick, and ad- 
mfrably arranged for the manirCacturo and storage of flre-anns.

IS the smallest State in the rnion, bfing about 49 milea long, 
and 29 broad, cont^nlng 1300 square miles, of which Narra- 
ganectt Bay includes 130, and the whole State contuns but 
STD,400 acres. Population in 1340, 108,830. 

This State, on tne north »nd nest, is hilly and broken, but 
becomes gradually level towards the aea. The ialanda in Nar- 
raganaett Bay ore distinguished by their pleasing and diversi9ed 
scenery, and fertile soil. The climate ia healthy, particularly 
on the Islands, where the aea breezes Jiave the effect not only 
of mitigating tlie heat ui summer, but moderating the cold in 
winter, and rendering the climate traly delightful. The riTecs, 
though not large, furnish many flne mill-seats, which are ozten- 
«vely used for manutactuinng purposes. The principal are, 
Pawtuckot, Providence, Pawluiet, Pawcatuok, and Wood 
riiers. Narragansctt Bay is a flne body of water, and contains 
B number of beautltiil and fertile islinds. Among them ia 
■Rhode Island, which gives name to the Btate. 

The government con»ata of a gorernor, a senate, and house 
of roprcsentatlf ea. The governor and lieutenant.governor are 
appointed annuiLlly by the people. The senate consists of the 
Ueutenant-govemor and one member fi^im each town or dty in 
the State. The bouse of representatives conaiats of S9 mem- 
bers, and cannot exceed 72. Thejudidal power b vested ina 
supreme court, and auch inferior courts as the General As- 
sembly shall from time to time establish. Every person who 
is a citizen of the United States, of the age of 21 years, who 
lias resided in the State one year, and in the counlv 8 nionths

It was the laat of the old 13 Stales that adopted the Constltn- 
tlon of the United States, which it did 20th May, ! 791), by a m»- 
jon^ of 3 votea. 

WooNBOCKET Palls, 16 milcs N.N.W. fiTjni Providence, ifl 
■itoated at the falls of Blackstone river. The village is partly 
in Snuthfleld. Oa the Cumberland aide it contains 6 churches 
and 2 banks. It has a great number of factoriea. and about 
4000 inhabitants. The Blachatono canal passes through the 
village. Cars pass through it daily from Providence and Wor- 
neater. Stages leave for Boston 3 times a week. 

Bristol Ues 18 miles 8. by E. froia Providence, on a branch 
of Narraganaett Bay. It contains a court-houae, market-house, 
2 banka, 5 churches, and about 3000 inhabltanta.

The principal aca porta are New London, New 
Haven, and Bridgeport. iJong IsliiiJ Boond eitende the whole 
length of the State. 

ThiB State baa 3 coiiegea — Yale College, at New Haven, one 
of the oldest, and also the most flourishing institution of the 
bind in the United States; Washington College, at Hartford; 
and the Wesleyan University, at Middletown. There are in 
the State 130 academiea, and 1700 common or primary achoola. 
Connecticut hae a larger school fund than any of the other 
States, amounting to about 3,000,000 dols. 

The government is vested in a governor, lieatenant-gOTemoT, 
who is president of the senate, and a senate, and house of re- 
presentatives. The senate cansiBtB of not less than 18, nor 
more than 2i members. Most of the towns choose two repre- 
aentativea, some of less population but one. The sessiona of 
the legislature are held annually, alternately at Hartford and 
New Haven. The aupreme court oonasts of Hve judges, ap- 
pointed by the legislature, who hold their offices during good 
behaviour, or unld they ace 70 years of age. 

The colony of Connecticut was settled in 1633, at Windsor, 
by emigraats from Massachusetts, who penetrated throngh the 
wildemesB. Hartford waa eettled by the English, in 163fi, the 
Dutch having previously built a fort thero. The colony at New 
Haven waa settled by the English, in 163S. By a charter 
granted by Charles II,,' in I6S$, these colonies were united. 
During the tyranny of Andros, an attempt was made to pro- 
cure a surrender of the charter. The subject waa pubScly 
debated in the evening at Hartford, when suddenly the candles 
were citinguished, and the charter was hid in the hollow of 
an oak tree, which has become famous tdnce as the Charter 
Oak. This charter continued to be the basis of the govem- 
mont until the year 1818. The constitution of the United 
Btatea was adopted in a convention, 9th January, 1TS8: yeaa, 
128; nays, 40. . ,,,,,. 



New Hatkit, the capital of New Haven couiit7, and semi' 
capital of tbe Btate. ia beautifully ffltnated round the head of a 
i>ay, wliich seta up 4 milDBfrom Loug Island goond. PopuLa- 
tlDQ in leiO, 12.960. 

It lies on a plan, with a gentle inclination towards the water, 
skirted in other directions bj an amphitheatre of hills, two of 
wliich present at their tenninatjoo bold blofft, which rise almost 
pcrpendicularl]' to the heiglit of 370 feet. From these elera- 
tlone a tine view of the siuroundinc: country ina; be had, in- 
cluding in its range tbe Bonnd, which is here 20 miles wide. 
The cit; extends about 3 miles fi'om cast to west, and 2 miles 
JToni north to nouth, and ie laid out with regularity. The publla 
square, shaded with elms, is one of the ftneBt in the country. 
The etato^ousc, n lar^ and well-conetract«d buildini; of the 
Grecian Doric order, is on tlie western portion of the square, 
and on the west side, facing the east, is the fino range of build- 
iiigs belonging to Yale Ciriiege. The houses of the city aro 
generally built of wood, neat^ pointed wliite, and surrounded

city contains 20 chnrches, a custom-house, an f^mshi

In the rear of 
the main buildings is another range, consisting of a chemical 
laboratory, the commons' hall, which has in its Basond atontr 
tbe most complete niineraloglcal cabinet in Uie United States, 
and a bailding containing a flue collection of paintings by CoL 
Trumbull and others. A short distance from these are tbe 
boildings devoled to the law and medical departments. Yale 
College has a greater number of students than any other college 
in the United States. It has a president, and 31 professors, 
394 students, 6463 alumni, and 34,^00 voinmes in its hbraries. 
The CDmmeuccment is on the 3d Thundaj' in August. The 
Medical Institute of Yale College, founded m 1810, bas 6 pro- 
fessors, 34 students, and 810 graduates. Lectures commence 
e weeks after the 3d Thursday in August. There are in Uus 
city U select schools for males, 10 seminaries for females, 3 
Lancisterian schools, besides many others. '

Among the pabUc bnildinga, the atate-houBe, atondiny on s 
public square, fronting Main Stroot, 'm contpicuouB. It is of 
tlie Doric order of architecture, 114 feet long, and, with the 
porticoea, T^ feet vide. The legislature meets here on each 
alternate year. The city liall , £)nting on Market Street, is a 
large and commocUous building. Wa^ington College occupies 
jin elevated position, in the south-woat part of the citj. Its 
main buildii^ is 148 loot long, 43 feet wide, and 4 storejs high. 
This institution, founded in 1824, has a president, and T pro- 
fesBors or otiier instructorB, 2ST alumni. 80 students, and 0500 
volomes in its libraries. The commencement is on the first 
Thursday in August. It is under the direction of the Episco- 
pahaiia. The American Asylum for the instruction of the deaf 
and dumb was the drst institution of the Mnd cMablished in the 
United States. Its principal building is 130 feet long, SO feet 
wide, and 4 storejs high. Attached to it are 8 or ID acres of 
land. The- Retreat for the Insane is located 1 1 miles south- 
westerly from the state-house. The situation is elevated, and 
overlooks a wide extent of interesting scenery. The grounds 
around the buildings ore handsomely laid out in walks, orna- 
mented with shrubbery, and extensive gardens. The main 
building Is 254 feet square, and 3 storeys high, with wings 2 
storeys high, each 70 feet long, and 30 feet wide. The athen- 
Benm is an elegant edifice, of the Gothic order, on M^n Street. 
The "Charter Oak," which is still vigorous, deserves mention 
as an object of interest. Hartford contains 13 churches, 5 
banks, 2 markets, and an arsenal. The first settlement here 
was made by the Dutch from New York, in 1633. Steam-boats 
arrive from, and depart daily for New Tork. Cars leave daily 
for Albany, via Bpringfleld, Mass., for Boston, and for Sew 
Haven. Stages leave daily for Litchfield, and also for Pough-

New LoiJDan, city, and port of entry, and semi-capUal of New 
London coud^. Is 54 miles east &om Nov Haven, and 130 from 
New York. It is on the right bank of Thames river, 3 miles 
from its mouth, and is built on a declivity, which descends to 
the south and east. Back of the city the ground rises to acon- 
(ddcrable height, from the elevated parts of which a fine view 
is obtained of the surrounding country. It contains a court- 
house, a custom-house, 3 banks, an almshouse, 2 markets, B 



churcheB, and 7000 inhaKtantis. The harbonr ie the best in 
the State, easy of access, Bpacions, and safe, haiiog a. depth 
of water for the largest ehipe of war. There are heionging to 
thJB place GO ahipB, and several smaller Teaaela, engaged in the 
whale flshery. bi Bepl«mber, ITSI, a large portion of the cit; 
wae burned by the British, under Arnold, Fort Griawold, in 
Groton, waa captured, and a lai^ part of the garriacn maH" 
iiaored A granite obeliBli, 1S5 feet high, erected near the apot, 
conunemoraies tJie erent; and on a tablet are inscribed the 
namea ef those who fell. Steam-boata leave dailf for New 
lork Steam-boata, in conneclion with cars, leave daU; for 
Boaton tia Nerwict and Worcester, Mass. Stages leave 3 
tnnoB a wtokfor Stonlnrton, for Providence, K. I., for Hart- 
ford and also for Hew Haven. 

Norwich, semi-capital of New London countj, ia aituated 
at the junction of the Yanlic and Shetucket rivers with the 
Thimee The city ia built on a steep acdivitj, the honsea on 
each street, as you ascend, overlooking those on the streets 
below It ia at the head of navigation on the Thamce river, 
and has a court-house, town-house, 4 banks, 8 churches, 3 
academies and about AOOO inhabitanta. The falls of the Yantic 
are smgularlf wild and picturesque. From a high prtyecting 
rock which overhangs the foot of those fells, the Mohegan 
wamora plunged to destruction, when pursued by the Narra- 
gansetts The town formed; belonged to the Mohegan Indians, 
the bunal place of whose Iiiiiga is still te bo seen here. Cars 
am^ e irom, and depart for Boston d^y; and eteam-bcats leave 
dally for \ew York. Stagea leave 3 tlmea a-week for Hartford, 
and for Springfield Mass. 

Stoni^oto.i, 71 miles from New Uaven, is aituated on a rockv 

rintufland, which projects about half a mile into the Sound, 
haa a good harbour, and contains 3 churches, 2 academies, 
a bank, and about 1000 inhabitants. Steam-boats arrive from, 
and depart daily for New York. Cars arrive firom, and depart 
daily for Boston, via Providence, Stages leave 3 timea a-week 
for New London, New Haven. Ac. 

Stafford Sprlnga are situated on a small branch of 'Williman- 
tic river, 24 miles north-eaat from Hartford. They have been 
pronounced by chemlata to be the moat efflcadoua chalybeate 
springs in the United Stat«B. There are two distinct springs, 
one of which containa a aolution of iron, austalned by carbonic 
acid gas, a portion of marine aalt, some earthy substances, and 
what has been called natron, or a native alkah. The other 
Gont^ns a large portion of hydrogen (tae, of sulphur, and a small 

S portion of iron. Stages arrive from, and depart daily for 
rtford. during the watering season. 

HiDDLETDws is On the right bank of Connecticut river, and 
at the bead of ship navigatioii. There are in the city a court-

Pkyaieal Featum. — This State is divided Into three unequal 
parts, by two great valleys, viz.: ItF, the vullcy ef the Hudson, 
including the depresidon in which Lake Champlain is situated — 
or more properly the valleys of tho Hudson and of Champlain 
united; 2nd, the valleys of the Mohawk and Oneida lake and 
Oswego river united. The eastern diviaon is a longnanow 
belt extending from New- York Island to the head of Lake 
Champlain. Its eastern limits arc the borders of Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, and Vermont, with a slope westward to the 
Hudson, traversed lon^tudinally by several narrow valleys. 
Thb division comprehends the western slope of the Tagbkaidc 
Mountains, which form the water-shod that separates the 
waters flowing Into the Hudson from those which flow Into 
Long Island Bound. The north division of the State is tra- 
versed by the Clinton range. There are several eubovdinalo 
•ranges connected with this group. It begins at Little Falls, hi 
the valley of the Mohawk, and pursuor, a northeast course 



acrOH the country to Trembleau Point, on the west shore of 
Lake CluunpWn. There are nomeroua loftj peaks, whicli 
form s remarkBble group, and have hern styled the Adirondack 
Mountalne. Mouut Marcy, the liighoat of the range, attains 
to an elevation fi4B7 feet aboYe the sea. This ridge presents 
the watershed of the region, diyiding the watees of the Hud' 
son, OP those which flow south into the AtlanUc, from those 
which flow into the Oiilf of Bt. Lawrence. The south division 
to aHnated between Lake Ontario and the Mohawk and the 
Hudson valleys, and Pennsylvania. It rises wHh a gradual 
ascent until it reaches its maiimum height near the southern 
boundaiT.of the Stale. The soutiieastern part of this division 
is comprised in tliree ranges, vii. : the ffighiands broken tlirougli 
bj the Hudson; the Shawangunk; and the CatsklU. 

The principal rivers are the Hudson, 334 mites long, tiavifja- 
ble 156 miles to Troy; the Mohawk, 135 miles long, which 
enters the Hudson a little above Troy; Genesee, 125 miles long, 
which enters Lake Ontario, having at Rochester, 6 miles frota 
its mouth, two fails of 96 and T5 feat; Black rirer, which ria«B 
near the sonrcos of the Hudson, and flows 130 mfles into Lake 
Ontario; the Saranao, 6fi miles long, entering the lake Cham- 
plain at Plattsburg: the Oawegatchte, 100 miles, flowing mto 
the St Lawrence; the Oswego, proceeding 40 maesB^ro Oneida 
Lake Into Lake Ontario; the An Sable, rising in the Adirondack 
Mountains, and having a course of 76 miles to Lake Champlain. 
The mnjeBllc St. Lawrence forms a part of the northern bound- 
ary of the state. The head branches of the Susquehanna, tlio 
AUeEhaiiy, and the Delaware, rise in this 8tate. 

Besides lakes Ontario and Erie on the north, and Champlain 
on the east, which are but partly withhi it. there are wholly 
within the Stato many picturesque sheets of waters-vis. Lakes 
Georae, Oneida, Skaneateles, Owasco, Cayuga, Seneca, Crook- 
ed lake, Canandaigua, and Chautauque. , ,-„ 
Tlie ishiuds belonging to New York are— Long Island, 130 
miles long from west to east, with an average wfdth of about 
15 miles, withm whose waters on the east are Fisher's Blielter, 
Robin's and some other laLuids; Btalen Island, south-west of 
the Harbour of New York, 19 miles long and 8 wide; Manhattan 
Island, on which the city of New York stands, 131 miles lonj, 
and alwnt U wide at an average breadth; Grand Island, m 
Niagara river, 12 miles long, and from 2 to 7 wide, and eitend- 
ing to within a short distance of the iSills. 

The harbour of New York is one of the finest in the Dnited 
States. On the bar, at Sandy Hook, it has a depth of item 
21 to 27 feet. Sag Harbour on the east, and Brookly on the 
west end of Long Island, have good liarbours. Sacketts Har- 
bour has a good natural, and Oswego a good artificial harbonr, on 
LalLe Ontario. IJufbloand Dunlurk are harbours on Lake Erie.

The goTomor ii elected tdennially. He must be 30 years of 
age, be a native born oitiien of the United States, and hare 
reetded 5 years in tbe State. The lieutenant-govenior is elected 
in like manner, and must possess umilar qualiScations. He 
is president of the senate; and in case of the disqualificalion, 
absence, or death of the governor, discharges the datiesof that 
office. The senate consists of 32 members, who are cliosen for 
3 years, one half of whom are elected amiually. The assembly 
consists of 133 members, elected annually. The secretary of 
state, comptroller, treasurer, and attomey^jeneral, are elected 
tHennially, as are the engineer and surveyor. The judges hold 
tiieir offlces during a term of 8 years, and are elected by the 
the people. Every male white citizen, 21 years of age, who has 
resided 1 year in the State, and for i months preceding the 
election in tbe county where ha ofifers Ms vote, eiyoyi the right 
of sufi^age. Persons of colour, who have reoded 3 years in 
the Stal«, andwhopoBsessafreeholdof2S0dols.,andhaveheld 
it one year previous to the election, and paid a tax upon it, are 
allowed the right of suffrage. 

In 1609, Hendriek Hudson, an EngUsh navigator, serving tba 
Dutch East India Company, discovered HudHCin river; and in 
1614 some Dutch merchants built a fort where the city of New 
York now stauds. The State passed into the possession of the 
English in 1664, who govomed it down to the revolution, with 
the eiception of a single year. On the 26th Jiily, 1788, this 
%;ate, in convention, adopted the constitution of the United 
States; yeas, 30; nays, 35.

York. PriiKipal butineii «(reeti— Broadway eitends from tbe 
Battery nearly 3 miles, to Union Bqnare. It ia SO feet wide, 
and occupies tbe beiglit between tlie two riven. It is well 
built, with many fine bouses and stores. Being tbe great pro- 
menade of tbe city, it is much resorted to in pleatiant weather 
by tbe gay and fashionable. Pearl Street, between Broadway 
and the East rirer, is iji a crescent form, over a mile long, and 
is tbe principal seat of the wboleaale dry goods and hardware 
business, whicb has also extended into Cedar, Pax, and otber 
adjacent streets. Water and Front streets, between Pearl 
Street and tbe East river, are occupied chiefly by wholesale 
grocers, commission merchants, and mechanics connected with 
the shipping business. Sonth Street, extending along the mar- 
gin of East liver, coataina the warehouses and offices of the 
principal shipping mercbajits. In front of it is, at all times, a 
dense forest of masts. Wall Street extends from Broadway to 
the East river, and is occupied by banks, insurance offloes, 
newspaper and brokers' offices, tbe custom-house, merchants' 
exchange, and many fine granit« buildings, and is tbe centre of 

wide and extensive street east of Broadway, running north and 
south, connected with the third avenue, which is macadaihiied 
to Eariem, and forms the principal entrance te tbe city from 



Public SqnoTVt, dec. — Tbe Battery, at tbe soutb-eastem end 
of the island, is situated at the junction of the Hudson and 
East rivers. It is in the form of a crescent, and contains about 
1 1 acres of ground, tastefully liud out, and from it is obt^ne4 
a tine view of the bay, witb its islands, and tbe adjacent shores. 
Castle Garden is built on a mole, and connected with tbe Bat- 
teiT by a bridge. It was originally erected as a fortification, 
and having become unnecessary for that purpose, was ceded. 



b; the Uidted Stales to the cortwradoii of the town. In 1833. 
It has been covered b; a roof, converting it into an innnenie 
room, which la used for exhibitJons, Aj^, Tho BovUng Green, 
at the southern termination of Broadwii j, is an uUipt^al area, 
330 feet long, and 140 broad, containing a fountain euppUed by 
the Croton water-works, and is enolosed bv an u'on raiting. It 
was established before the revolution, and formerlf contained 
a leaden statue of George III., which was converted into bul- 
letg at that period. The Park, called in early times the Com- 
mons, IB a triangular area of 101 acres, lying between Broad- 
way, Chatham, anil Chambere streets. It cont^na the city 
hall, tbe city buildings, or old almshouse, the hall of records, 
and rotunda fbr the exhibition of paintings. It has alio, towards 
its f outh part, a public founts, within a basin lOO feet in di- 
ameter, the water of which ascends m a single stream t« the 
height of TO feet. Bt. John's Park, in Hudson Street, contain- 
ing about i acres of groubd, is beautifiiUy laid out with walks, 
shaded with trees, and embellished with a fountain, Washing- 
ton Square, a mile and a half north of tbe city ball, between 
Foorth Street aud Waverloy rlace, contains about 10 acres of 
gronnd. Two-tUrds of this area was the Potter's Held until 
1827. It la tastefully laid out with walks, and shaded with 
trees. Union Square, at the northeni termination of Broad- 
way, la in an elliptical form, inclosed with a Hno iron fence, 
having a public tountain in the centre, with ornamental jets. 
Tompkins Square, in tbe north-east part of the city. Is a large 
and ornamented ground. Granunercy Park, between the Third 
and Fourth avenues, is ankall, but very tastefiilly laid out, and 
ornamented with trees, shrubbery, &c. Uadieon, Blooming- 
dale, and Hamilton squares are very exteoare grounds, bntnot 
yet regulated. 

The city of Nen York has many superb public building 
The most splendid of these ii the Merchants' Exchange, which 
covers the whole space between Wall, Wilhom, Kxchan^, and 
Hanover streets. It is built In the most substantial foTm, of 
Quiney granite, and is 300 feet long, by 171 to 144 feet wide, 
77 f^et high to tbe top of the comice, and 134 to the top of the 
dome. The front, on Wall Street, has a recosBed portico of 18 
massive Grecian-Ionic columns, 36 feet high, and i feet i luches 
in diameter. Besides aumerons other rooms for various pur- 
poses, the Exchange, in the centre, is in a circular form, 80 feet 
in diaiueler, with 4 recesses, making the length and breadth 
each lOO feet, the whole 80 feet hicli, surmounted with a dome 
reiting in part on 8 Corinthian coiiunne of Itahan marble, 41 
feet lugh, and hghted by a skylight 35 feet in diameter. The 
Custom-house is a flne building, constructed in the Doric order 
of Gremn architecture. It is built in tho most substantial 
manner, of white marble, after the model of tbe Parthenon at 



Athens, Bcd occupies the site of the old Federal Hall, in the 
open gallery of whicli WaahingWiii was inaugurated. The bidld- 
ing 19 200 feet long, 90 feet wide, and SO feet high. At the eouth 
end, on Wall Street, is a portieu of 3 colunlD^ 5 feet 3 inches 
in diameter, and 32 feet hifih; and on the north end, on Hne 
BCreet. is a corresponding portico. The great husinesB hall is 
a circular room, flO feet in diameter, with recesses and galleries 
maJting it 80 feet in diameter, surmounted by a dome, sup-

It is S3 
by 20 feet. The walls are hung with a flne collection of por- 
traits, including the governors of the State, the mayors of the 
city, since the revolution, aome of the Dutch govemora, and 
the principal mihtary and navfliberoea. The common coundl 
room is ^ by 30 tect, and the pretddont occupies the same 
chair in which Genera! WashiDgton sat when he preaided over 
the first American Congreaa, which aaaembled in New York. 
The room contahia several flue fill-length portraits painted by 
Trqmbull, of which that of Washington la thought the best in 

veniently fitted sp for its purpose. To the east of the city haJl 
is the hall of records. It has a lofty portico of 4 tonic pillars 
on each &ant: and in the rear of it are the city buildings, con- 
ttuningthe United States court roomeand several public offices. 
The hall of justice occupies the whole space between Centre, 
Blm, Leonard, and Fracklin streets, and is an elegant building 
of the Egyptian order of architecture. 

There are 21fi churches in the city. Hony of them lutte 
been recently buUl, and are expensive, elegant, and commodi- 
ous buildings. 

New Tork contains several literary institutions. The oldest 
Is Columbia Colin^ chartered by George II. in 1754, by Uie 
name of King's College, and confirmed, with alterations, by 
the legislature of New York, in 1784. It has a president, and 
10 profeaaors, IITO alumni, 124 students, and 14,000 volumes 
in its libraries. The building is situated on a beautiful square, 
attheheadof Park Place, and contains a chapel, lecture room, 
halls, museum, and an eitenaive philoeophical and chemical 
apparatus. The funds amount to about 200,000 dels. The 
Dommencement is on the Taesday preoeding the laat Wednetday 



to September. There it a flonrigbingEfninimBr aehool attached 
tothe iDstitntion. The Cnirenntr orthe city of New Tork, in 
UniTerdtf Place, baa a fine edfficc of niute marble, in the 
Gothic style of architecture. This iDitlCution, fbanded Id 1831, 
has a ohancellor and 12 profenBOre, (bemdeii 6 professora in iCi 
medical department, ) and in all its departmeota T3T student* 
— rrii., nndei^radnates, 1*6; madical, 348; grammar school, 
34B. It haa a Taloable librar; and philoaophical appHratnfu

its library. The UoioD Theological Sommarf, (Presbyterian,) 
organiacd in 1836, has 6 profeiBoTs. 10* students, and Ifl.OM 
ToTmues in Ita library. The Ri^t^er's Female Institnte, In 
Uadison Street, has a valuabie Ubraryand philosophical ap- 
paratus. The MechaidCB' Society School, in Cros^ Street, 
has a number of teachers and 60O pupils. The College ot 
Physicians and Surgeons, founded In I80T. has a haodsome 
edifice In Crosby Street. It has 6 professors, about 230 stu- 
dents, a library of 3000 tolumes, and a anperior museum of 
anatomical preparations. The lectures commence on the 1st 
Monday in November, and continue 4 months. The New York 
Hospital, handsomely situated in Broadway, has eitonaiTe 
tinildiogs. The Eje Infirmary has 4 surgeons attached to it. 
The New York Lunatic Asvlum, connected with the New York 
Hospital, located at Bloomlngdale, has a tai^ and fine btdldioK 
attached to which are about 40 acres of ground, tastefully laid 
out in gardens, pleasure-grounds, and gravelled walks. It 
occupies one of the most elevated lutcs ots the island. The ' 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum is on Rftieth Street, near the Fourth 
Avenue, and has a principal and 8 instructors. The Institn- 
tion for the BUnd, on the Eighth Avenue, has about 70 pupils. 

The New York Society Library, an old institution, [bunded 
In 175*. has an elegant edifice on Broadway, at the comer of 
Leonard Street; and besides spacious accommodations for tho 
Ubrajy, has a handsome and commodious lecture-room, and 
tho rooms of the Academy of Design, The library, which con- 
tains about 40,000 volumes, is open on every week day. Th« 
Historical Bociety, at the University, has a valuable library 
of 12,000 volumes, besides a collection of coins, medals, and 
manascripts; it has pubUshed several volames of historical col- 
leotions. The National Academy of Desgn, instituted in 1626, 
hM pnnihased the stetuary of the Academy of Fine Arts, and 
exhibits annually a large collection of paintings by living artists. 
Its eiidbitions open on the 15th of April, and close on the itk 
of July annomlly; the sanae paintiog is not allowed to be ejE- 
hlUWa twice. Clinloa HaJl Asaodation waa foonded in 18IN), 



for the promotion of literature, science, and art; and is the 
proprietm' of Clinton Hall, In nhich tbe Mercantile libran ia 
located. The Mercantile Library Aiaociation was fonaed in 
1830, for the special beueHt of merchants' clerks. It has 4 
library of 21,000 Tolumea, and a reading-room much frequented. 
It Bustaine, Id the winter season, an interesting eonrse of literary 
and Bcienliflo lectures. The Apprentices' Library, iri Crosby 
Street, contains 12,000 valumes. The American Institute, 
incorporated in 1639, for the encooruemont of agriculture, 
commerce, and manu&ctures, has a vMuable library, reading* 
room, and a colleclion of models of machinery. It holds an 
annual fair. The New York Lyceum, founded in 1838, sus- 
taing, in the winter season, an able course of lectAes. The 
Mechanics' Insttule contains a Ubrary of about 2000 relumes, 
a reading-room, supplied with the reviews, literary and scien- 
tiflc joamaJs, and newspapers, a museum of models of ma- 
chinery, and a valuable chemical and philosophical apparatus. 
It has established an annual course of lectures: and also 3 
■ schools, one for each of the seies. There are many religiou» 
charitable institutions which have their centre in New Tork. 

There are 25 banks in the city of New York, with an aggre- 
gate capital of 2S millions of dollars: several marine insurance 
compaalet, with a total capital of about 3 millions; 28 Are in- 
surance companies, with an aggregate capital of about 8 mil- 
lions; besides several mutual insurance companies. There are 
1 savings ban^ 16 markets, 6 theatres, an opera-house, a 
muaeuni, and a circus. During the summer there are the- 
atrical performances at Castle C^den. 

There are in New York many splendid hotels, of which the 
Astor House is the most remarkable. 

The Croton Aqueduct commences at the Croton river, 5 
miles from the Hudson, in Westchester county. The dam la 
250 foot long, TO leet wide at the bottom, and T at the top, and 
40 feet high, built of stone and cement. It creates a pond 5 
miles long, covering a surface of 4O0 acres, and containing SOD 
milhons of gallons of water. Prom the dam, the aqueduct 
proceeds, sometimes tunnelling through sohd rocks, crossiiig 
yalleys by embankments, and brooks by culverts, tintil it reaches 
Harlem river, a distance of 33 miles. It Is built of stone, brick, 
and cement, arched over and under. B feet 3 inches wide at 
bottom, T feet S Inches at top of the side walls, and 8 feet S 

charge 80 millions of gallons every 24 hours. It crosses the 
Harlem river on a magniScent bridge of e1«ne, 14S0 feet long, 
with 14 piers. 8 of them bearing arches of 80 feet span, and 7 
others of 60 feet span, lU feet above tide water, at the top. 
The receiving reservoir, at Eighty-siith Street, 38 miles from 
the Croton dam, covers 36 acres, and holds 160 miUions of 



gallons. The diBtributing reserrolr, ou Miuraj's Hill, in For- 
tieth Street, coven i acres, and is constructed of etotie and 
oement, 45 feet Mgh abore the Btreot. and holds 30 millions of 
gallons. Thence the water ia distributed ocer the dt; in iron 

Slpes, laid BO deep under ground as to bo secure from frost, 
'he whole cost of the vork haa been about IS nuilhons of dels. 
The water is of the purest kind of river wat«r. There are laid 
below the distributing reservoir more than ITO mile« of pipe, 
from B to 36 inches in diameter.

The United States Navy-yard is situated 
OnWallabout Bay, and covers 40 acres of ground, contwning 
several extensive ship-houses, and houses for storage of mate- 
rials, workshops, Ac.

Btoles Natal Lyceum, a literarj iaatituUoii formed in 1832, 
poueenng a raluable library, sn eitensiie coUectJOQ of charts, 
and a nnueum. About halt a mile east from tbe Navy-yard is 
the United States Saval Hospital, a fine building, beautifully 
sttoated, and surrounded by 33 acres of land, planted with 
trees and shmbbcry. 

Greenwood Cemetery, in the south part of Brooklyn, is 
admirably situated, and presents an agreeable variety of »ur- 
boe and scenery; from the eleraled jiarts, the Tiuws are ez- 
tregiely beautiful, overlooking the cities of New-Iork and 
Brooklyn, the bay of New-Tork. tbe Narrows, and tbe Atlantic 
ocean. The ground has been laid out in the most taatefiit 
manner, preserving its natural Bur&ce, ponds, trees, shrub- 
bery, Ae. ; and many appropriate tombs and monuments have 
been erected. 

There are oa Long Island sereralplaces much freqaeiited 
Id tbe sonuner seasoD — viz. Fort ^imiltoD, Coney Island, 
Keokoway, Fatohogue, Ac. on tbe soutb ade; and fllen Coto, 
Oyster Bay, Btony Brook, Port JefRirsan, Groenport, acd Sag 
Elarbour, on the north. Bea batHng may be eojoyed at aU 
these places; and most of them afford abiuidance of sport in 
fishing and fowling. Meet of these places may be approached 
daily by stages mnning in connectitni witli the rail can, or by 
lines or steamboats, or sMIlng iMSels.

The nighlands, or Matteanan Hountain*, extend io a north- 
eaat^rn d^ctjon acroAB Orange and Itocbland conntleB, till tbef 
ore broken b; tho Hudson; risiiig ligaia on the eastern side of 
tlie river, tbey pass off in the eame general direction, occupying 
B breadth of from 15 to 21) milea. Several of their Bimunlts 
attaintoanelevationof 1000 to 1686 feot. Theyare composed 
principally of granite and gneias, embedding loose nodules and 
fixed veins of magnetic iron ores, with other minerals of the 
same class. It is unequiTocally a prinutive chain, and in the 
early ages must Lave opposed a barrier to the passage of the 
waters, and cansed a. vast lake, covering the present valley of 
the Hudson. The course of the (raveUer is now for a mile in a 
direction almost due west, through what is locaLy called the 
'^ Horse Race," from the rapidity of its current; this is caused 
by an abrupt angle in tiie bod of the river, which is contracted 
to a narrow space by its passage through the moimtain mass. 
The Thunder Mountain, on the west, and the noted eminence 
on the east, called Anthony's Kose, stand as guardians of the 

CTho Nose is 1223 feet high. During the Ilevolution, a 
boom and chain extended across from the foot of this 
peak to Fort Montgomery, oa the west side. Forts Clinton 
and Montgomery were erected to defend the passage of the 
river at this place. On the flth October, 1777, Sic H. Clbiton, 
with a force of about 3000 men, took these forts by storm. 
The works were bravely defended for a length of tune by a 
garrison oonaistin^ of only fiOO men, who were finally over- 
powered by superior numbers. Two miles above Anthony's 
Hose is the Sugar Loaf Mountain, near the base of which is the 
Beverly House, where Arnold resided when he was meditatJng 
that act of treachery which has stamped his memory with ever- 
lasting infamy. Buttermilk Falls, en the west side, and nearly 
opposite to the Sugar Loa^ descends in a succession of cas- 
cades for more than 100 feet, spreading out in sheets of milk- 
white foam, and making a beaatifiil appearance, especially when 
the stream is swollen by rains. 

rnsn WasT Poiwt, on the right bank of the Hudson, r-~i 
l-^-^i where the river makes an angle, fbrmmg the point L'^^i 
from which it derives its name, is situated among the most 
picturesque river and mountain scenery conceivable. It was 
strongly fortiSed during the war of the Bevolution, and the 
ruins of Fort Putnam, on Mount Independence, elevated 19fi 
feet above the river, are objects of great inlereet; as are also 
the earthen mounds of Fort Clinton, on the plain below. The 
United States Military Academy was eBtablishcd here in 1802. 
It is situated on a phun 157 feet above ttde-water. The build-

ALBA:tT. the capital of the Slate, is eituatedan the right t>ank 
of the river, 14fi mites from New York, 200 west by north from 
Boston, andSTOfromWashineton. Popnlation, 42,000. Ontbe 
margin of the river if a flat alluvial tract, from ifi to 100 yards 
wide, back of which the ground riaea abruptly, and in the Course 
of a milenttaineto the height of 320 feet, alter vlilch it becomes 
level. Orieinally the Btreeta were not very regularly laid oat, 
and eome of them are narrow. State Street has a steep ascenlC 
at the head of which ia the Capitol, a fine edifice, IIS feet long, 
and 90 wide, with richly funiiahed apartments fbr the accom- 
modation of the State legislature. Iii front of it ia a liandsomo 
square, ornamented with walks, trees, and abrubbery.

Thot, the capital of Rensselaer county, is pleasantly situated 
on the left bank of the Hudson, at the head of tide-water, 6 
miles north of Albany, and 161 north of New York. IVipula- 
tloo, 21,T0e. It extends about 8 miles along tbe river, with a 



Iireadth of 1^ milo». It is bordered on the oast by hills of con- 
siderable eleTation, from whifih descend 2 considerable streama, 
wMch have romantic cascades, and affiird extensive vater- 
poHer. The city is handsomely laid out, and its streets are 

Btmcted of marble, with a Grecian front of the Doric order. 
Here are the Troy Female Institute and the Rensselaer Insti- 
tute, with several other schools of a high order; the Lyceum 
of Natural History, a Young Mec's Association, 18 chnrches, 
6 baiLks, and 11 academies. Cars leave daily for Saratoga 
Springs, for Schenectady, and also for Boston, Btages leave 
lUuly for Bennmgton, for Wbitehall. and for Bnrhngton, Vt. 

BiLLSTON gpi, 31 miles from Albany, is situated on a email 
branch of Kayaderosseraa creek, and contains a court-house, 
4 churches, 1 bank, and about 1600 inhabitants. The oldest 
and still most esteemed fountain is Xnown as the " Fablio 
Well, ' ' on the dat nest of the centre of the village. There are 
several other springs of less note, possessing medicinal proper- 
ties of a Bimilar cbuwiter. Cars pass twice daily from Albany, 
and from Saratoga Springs, 

SABAToat Bpbinos, 38 miles north of Albany, is the most 
celebrated watering-place in the United States. It contains 
some of tbe largest and most splendid hotels and boarding- 
houses in the country, which in the naterlng season are abun- 
dantly filled by the gay and fashionable from all parts of the 
Union, West Indies, &c. The village contains 6 churches, an 
academy, s female seminary, and about 3000 inhabitants. 

The mineral waters are drawn from some 9 or more foun- 
tmns or springs, and vary considerably in their characteristics. 
Tlie principal springs are called the Congress, lodinu. Empire, 
Putnam's, Hamilton, High Rock, Columbian, Flat Boch, and 
Washington, The most prominent effects of these waters, when 
taken into the stomach, are cathartic, diuretic, and tonic. In 
all pulmonary afifections, arising from primary diseases of the 
lungs, tlie waters are thought to be injurious, but they have 
preven highly efficacious in cutaneous diseases, scrofula, jaan- 
dice, bilious aS^tions, chronic rheumatism, drc. ibc. The ob- 
jects of amusement hero are always sufficiently numerous for 
the gratification of the transient visitor. The reading-rooms 
afford mental recreation; while, if other amusement be sought, 
it is afforded by the railroad carriages, cars leaving several 
times a day on trips of pleasure, or by a shori: excursion into 
the neighbourhood, where sufficient beauty and novelty of 
scenery are always presented to render it interesting. The 
amusements of the day are usually crowned by a ball or prome- 
nade. Saratoga Lake, 4 miles south-cast of the village, is 
much resorted to bypartics of pleasure. It affords ample sport 
to the angler; and Ita shores abound with game. The Sulphur 



Bpring. at the head of the lake, iseicitiag much atlcntiuQ; Its 
wacen, which are remarkablj clear, are moderalelf impreg- 
iial«d with luhihar. 

The plain of Baratqoa was the icene of the aurrender of tho 
British armj under Hen, Bargofne, Oct. 17, 1777. Bemng' 
Heighti, Freeman's Farm, and other places hi the vicinity, cuii- 
Dected with the battles whieb preceded that event, are uluects 
of interest. Cars arrire and deport twice dally for Albany, and 
also for Troy. Stages leave dally for Whitehall via Oleim's 
Falls, and 3 times a week for Ticondero|[a. 

The village of Qlenn'i Falls, on the Hndsod, is IS miles N. 
from Saratoga Springs. It has 3 churches, 2 seminaries, 
and ahont 1,200 uihabitants. The falls in the river are exceed- 
ingly heautlfiil. Caldwell is dchghtfully situated at the head of 
lAke Clcorge, 62 miles N. trom Albany, and contains a 
church and abont 200 inhabitants. A staamboat plicB OB the 
lake, 36 miles to its outlet, near Fort Ticonderoga. 

Whitebul, 72 mUes X. of Albany, is situated at the head at 
I^ke Champlain ; and contains 3 churches, 1 bank, and about 
2SO0 inhabitants. Steamboats leave daily, (in the summer 
season), for Hontreal via St. John's. Fort TJconderoga, the 
rubs of which fortress still exist, was situated near Lake Cbam- 
plun, at the outlet of Lake George. The scenery in this 
r«ioa is varied and picturesque. 

Idke.Oeorge is justly celebrated for its wild, picturesque, and 
varied scenery ; its waters are remarkablv transparent and pure. 
Its shorva cont^n the remains of Fort William Henry, and Fort 
George, and others memorable in the French and Revolution- 
•TTwors. 

Plattsboboh. Clinton co. is 166 miles X. of Albany, and 53S 
from Washington, Population 6,000. The village is on boih 
sides of Saranac river, at its entranco Into Cumberland bay, on 
the W, shore of lake Cliampliun, and contains a court-house, 
a bank, a lyceum, an academy, and 4 churches, tt is celebrated 
Gir the battle in the last war between the Americans and British, 
Sept. nth, 1814; in which the AmcricaTis under Gen. Macomb, 
on land, and Commodore Macdonough, on the lake were vie 
toriouB, after a hard-fought battle. Steamboata (in the sum- 
mer) arrive and depart daily for Whitehall, via Bnrhngton, 
I^ODderoga, Ac; and also for Montreal via St. John's. Stages 
(in the winter season) pass through daily from Montreal and 
and from Albany. Stages leave 3 times a week for Ogeden- 
burg via Fort Covington. 

SoHENECTitDT, 18 mllBS N.W. from Albany, on the S. bank of 
Mohawk river, contuns a courtrhouse. a market, a female 
academy, a lyceum, 2 banks. 9 churches, and S,C5S inhabitants. 
It is the seat of Union Coltego. founded in ITlHt, which has a 
president, 10 professors or other inetructori. 2125 alumni, 313

There are in 
the vicinity several caves, and Ostego lake furaiahei abundajit 
spurt.for the angler. 

Lima FsLLa, situated on both sides of Mohawk river, 73 
mUesfrom Albany, contains 5 churches, a bank, and about 3,500 
inbabitant-i. There ia a thQ of 43 feet in the river, atFording an 
immense hydraulic power. A line of stages leave daily for 
Trenton Fnlls. 

Tbrxtok Falls are IS miles N.E. fl-om Utica, on Wert Canada 
creek. The waters fall 313 feet, by a succession of cascades, 
in the course of 3 miles, and the scenery is the most wild and 
picturesque imaginable. The chasm, for the whole diitanoe,

Utica Is 04 miles from Albany, 203 from Buffelo, and 337 from 
New York. The city is beautifully situated on the 8. aide of 
Mohawk river, on an inclined plain riinng from the river, so aa 
to command from its elevated parts some flue prospects. It 
contains a court-house. 18 churches, an eichango bmldlng, 3 
academies, the L'lica library, a Mechanics' AasociatioD. an 
Apprentices' library, 3 Orphan Asylums, 4 banks, and 12,200 
inhabitants.

It containi a eourt- 
houae, 2 banks, 3 academies, a female Beminary, 7 churches, 
and 6,600 inhabitants. The Auburn Theological Seminary, 
fonnded m 1821, is onder the direction of the Presbyterians, 
and has 4 profcsssors, 71 students, and S,000 volumes in ita 
Ubraries. The State Prison is regarded aa a model for such 
institationB. The building forma 3 sides of a square, the front of 
which is 2T6 feet, and the wings 313. The ptisonere labour to- 
gether in silence, and when not labouring are confined in soli- 
tary cells. Cars arrive from, and depart daily for Albany, and 
for Bu&lo.

The 2 most noted springa are 
about 80 rods apart, and are a short diatance 8.W. of the vil- 
lage. The naters have been found efficacious in disordered 
digestion, rheumatism, gout, and cutaneoua afbctiona. Stages 
arrive ftom, and depart daily for Itocbesler. 

RocHEaiEEi, utuatcd on both ddos of Oenesee river. 2S1 miles 
from Albany, waa inconiorate as a village in 1817 and a city in 
1834. Population 25.500. It is handsomely built, and to many 
of the dwellings are attached gardens, ornamented with shnib- 
bory. The city contains a court-houae, 2 markets, 7 banks, 23 
Churches, a inuaemn, a Collegiate Institute, 2 aeminariea, 2 
orphan asyluniB, an arcade, a Mechanioa' literary Asaociation, 
an athenffium, and many extenuve flouring ndlfs and manu.' 
factories. The Oenesee Falls have an entire descent of 268 
feet, composed of 3 perpendicular &tlB, of 105, 86, and 20 feet, 
besides rapids. The best views of these falls are obtained tram 
the east aide of the river. The Erie canal crosses the river here 
by a massive stone aqueduct. The Mount Hope Cemetery, 
near the city, has been laid out in walks, and embellished with 
sculptured tombs, trees, shrubbery, &c. Cars arrive from, and 
depart daily for Albany, and for Buflilo, Stagea leave d^Jy for 
Niagara F^s, via Lockport: and to Coming, via Geneseo and 
DanaviUe; 3 timess-weck for Oswego; alsotoOlean, via Mount 
Morris and Angelica.

BUPPAEO is »tuated at the north-oast end of Lake Erie, 325 
miles west from Albany, 195 from Cleveland, and 337 from De- 
troit. Population, 3O,UO0. Its situation as a place of busineai 
is very commanding, being at the western extremity of the Erie 
canal, and at the eastern termination of the navigation of the 
great hikes, Eric, Huron, and Michigan, The ground on which 
the city is built rises gradually to a considerable eievaldon. from 
wliich is a commanding view of the lake, Niagara river, the 



Canadian shore, Ac. The Blreeta are regularly laid out, and 
are wide and well-regulated. The public buildings and institu- 
tions are, a court--b[>uBe, 2 markets.

A mole or pier of stone, I.BOO feet long, has 
been constructed at the mouth of Bufblo creek, whicb, by con- 
flning the channel, has so tar removed the bar chat vessels re- 
quiring 3 teet of wat«r. &eely enter. At the end of the pier la 
a atone light-house 2(1 feet in diameter, and 46 feet high. The 
harbour is well protected, and so spacious that several hundred 
vessels can be accommodated in it. BuSSilo nae originally laid 
out by the Holland land Company, in 1301. In December, 
1313, it was burnt b; the British and Indians. It was incor- 
porated as a city in 1832. Cars leave Bufiilo twice daily for 
Atbany(fare 12 dels. ) and intermediate places; for Niagara Falls 
twice daihr, (fore 16 cents). Steamboats leave Buffolo almost 
dailyfor Erie, Pa. (fareadols.): Cleveland. Ohio, (fore 6 doll.); 
Sandusky, (Care 5 dels. 60 cents); Detroit, Hieh. (&re 6 dels.); 
Mackinac, (fare 10 cents); Milwaukee and Chirago. (fare IS 
dols.); for Port Stanley, C^p.; also for QueensMn, Can.: ufo 
Chippewa. Stages leave Buffalo daily for Erie, Pa. ; 3 times 
a week for Olean, for Geneseo, and for Batavia. 

LocRpORT is on the Erie canal, 63 miles from Rochester. 
The waters of the canal here descend 00 feet by 5 locks of 13 
feet each. The surplus water of the canat creates an immense 
hydraulic power, and is eitendvely used. Lockport contains a 
conrt-house, 12 churches, a lyceum, 3 ax^ademies, and about 
6,500 inhabitants. Cars arrive from, and depart twice daily 
for Niagara Palls, and for Lewiston, Stages leave daily for 
Rochester. 

ToB Falls or Nuotai are about 2! miles from Lake Erie, 
Uid 14 miles from Lake Ontario, and are regarded as one of 
the greatest natural curiosities in the world. The T^gara 
Strait or lUver, at its efflux tom lake Erie, is three-quarters 
of a mile wide, from 40 to 00 feet deep, and flows with a cur- 
rent of 7 nriles an hour. As it proceeds, the river widens, and 
embosoms Orandand Navy Islands, which terminate in beautJM 
points a mile and a half above the falls. Below the islands are 
rapids, which extend a mile to the prec^ice. In which space the 
river descends 57 feet. At the precipice it is three-qnarters of 
a mile wide. Here, Ooat Island divides the waters into two 
channels, and the channel between Ooat Island and theeastem 
shore is also divided by a small island. Over the precipice the 
river falls perpendicularly about 160 feet. The greater part of 
the water passes in the channel between Goat Island and the 
Canada shore, and this fall is called, from its shape, the Borse- 
Bhoe Fall. Between Ooat Islandand Luna Island, in theeast-

lautiful ciKcade. 
iheet of water is broad, and the dnscent aeTeral feet greater 
than at the Horee-Sho« Fall, but the stream 1b comparatively 
shallow. The best single view of the fells is from Table Rool^ 
on the Canada share; and the best view of the rapids is from 
Ooat Isliuid, which Is ingeniouslf connected b; a 1m<%e with 
the shore. While curiosity constitutes an attribute of the 
haman character, these falls will be frequented by adnuring; 
and dehghted viators, as one of the grandest exhibitions la

About 2 miles below the fells, on the American side, Is the 
Bellvue Fountain. Its waters contain sulnhnric and muriatio 
adds, lime, and magnesia, and are useful in lerofiilous, rheu- 
matjc, and cutaneous eomplamts. One mile further is the 
Whirlpool, almost as famous as the Maelstrom of Norway. 
Apart from the f^s, the region of the Niagara strait Is oae of 
deep interest, from historical reminiscences, its many olijectB 
of ciirioBity, its picturesque scenery, dtc. 

Obwioo li situated on both sides of the Oswego river, at its 
eatrsace into Lake Ontario, 18A miles from Albany. It has » 
good harbour, protected by 2 stone piers, and contains a ciis- 
tom-iiouse, a court-house, a bank, 7 chorches, an academy, a 
seminary, and 4,500 Inhahltants. Stages leave daily for Syra- 
cuse, and 3 times a-week for Sackett s Harbour, Watertown, 
and Ogdensburg; fur Utica. via Home, for Auhnm, and also for 
Bochester. Bteam-boats leave dally for Eingston, Sackett'i 
Harbour, and Ogdensburg, and for Lewiston, via Rochester. 

Sickbtt' s HtRBOiTR, 60 miles from Oswego, on the south sldtt 
of BhLCkwater bay, is one of the best ports on Lake Ontario. ' 
The village contains 3 churches, a United Btates uaTy-yard, 
the Madison barracks, and aliout 3000 inhabitants. 

OanxNSBTnto, sitnated on the right bank of St. Lawreno» 
river, 310 miles from Albany, contains 5 chnrohes. S banks, 
and 3500 inhabitants. Btages leave daily for Utica, and Platts- 
bnrg; steam-boats for Oswego, Rochester, and LevistOD, and 
for Montreal, Can. 

Clihton, e miles from Utioa, altoated on Oriskany creek, 
contains the building of Hamilton College, i churches. 9 aca- 
demies, 3 lemlnules, and aboat lOOO InhaUtants.

iH southeastern border. It has two important capes, vl>.

Jersey, or Nassau Hall, founded in 1738, and Rntger^ College, 
in Kew Brunswick, founded in 1770, with which is connected a 
Theological Seminary, established hi ITS4, by the Dutcb fio- 
fonned Chnrch. There are in the State about 70 academies 
"i5Q conunon schools. 
I eovemment is tested in a governor, senate, and general 
biy. Tbe senators are elected for three years, and the 
assembly are elected annually. The leglalatare meet annu- 
ally on tbe second Tuesday in January. The governor is chosen 
for three years, and is ineligible for the tame office for the neit 
three years. He must have attained tbe age of 30 years, and

DnltBd States for 20 yearB, Every whita male ciljian of the 
United Statee of tbe ogn of 21 years, viho sball bave been a 
resident of Che Btate 1 year, and of Che county 6 inontha, abaM 
be a legal voter. Judges of the Supreme Court, and the 
chanccllur, are appointed by the eOTcruor and senate for a 
tennofT yean; the judges of the Court of Common neas, by 
the senate and assembly for 5 yeacs. 

The tint settlement of New Jersey ffae by the Dutch, about 
1614. On the 19th of Deo. 1787, in convention, it adopted the 
consUtution of the United States by a uDonunous vote. 

Thbnton, the capital of the State, is situated on the left bank 
of the Delaware, and at the head of steamboat naiication, and 
is m miles from New-York. The ciij is regularly laid out, and 
has many handsome public and private biuldingi. It coatainB 
a etate-bouse, 2 banks, the state library, state prison, a eity- 
hall, a lycenm, 1 1 churches. 4 academies, and 6000 inhabitants. 
The town was Hrst settled in 1720, and Is memorable for the 
battle of Trenton, fought Dec. 25, 1776, when the British were

It has a president and 12 professors or other 
instructors, 2183 alumni, 263 students, and 12,000 volumes in 
its Ubraries; it has also a valuable philosophical, astronomical, 
and chemical apparatus, a ndneralogical cabinet, and a museum 
of natural history.

The Frinceton Theological Seminary 
of the Presbyterian Church, located here, has 9 professors, 
120 students, and TOOO volumes in its libraries. Its buildings 
are commodious. Cars leave the Princeton depot twice daily 
for Philadelphia and for New Tork.

Niw Brunswioh ia situated on the right bank of the Itaritan 
river, 31 miles from New York. It contains a court-house, jail, 
8 churches, 2 banks, and 8603 inhabitants.

Connected with the college is a 
Theological Department, under the Dutch Reformed Church.

Newire is ^tuated on the right bank of Passaic liTer. 3 
miles from its entrance into Newark bay, and 6 milea from 
New York. It contains a court-house, 3 banks, S5 churches, 
2 hbraricB. 2 literary and setentiflc asBociations, 6 academies, 
and 17,290 Inhabitants. Two htrge public grounds, bordered 
with trees, add much to the beauty of the jflace. The city ia 
abundantly BuppHed vith pure water from a spring two milei 
distant. Cars leaie 9 times diOly tbr New-York (fare 2S cents), 
and twice for Philadelphia, and also for Morristown. A steam- 
boat phes to New York. 

Jerhkt CiTT, oppowte to the city of New York, is beauti- 
fully utuated on the right bank of the Hudson, and contra 6 
churches, several manufactories, and about 4000 Inhabitants. 
The New Jersey railroad commences here, and in connection 
with other railroads extends to Camden, opposite Philadelphia. 
Tiie Palerson and Hudson railroad extends to Faterson. The 
Morris canal also terminates here. In tbe' war of the Re- 
volution, Powles Book (as the place was then called) waa 
occupied as an ontpoat of the British army. It wag surprised 
by Miuor Lee, on the night of the 18tli of August 177B, and 
159 prisoners taken. Steamboats ply to New York every few 
mbuces daily, 

HoBOKKN is one mile north from Jersey City. Tbe village 
has a church and about BOO inhabitants. The grounds along 
the bank of the Hudson have l)een hiid out in graTelled walks, 
and embowered with shrubbery for the distance of two miles, 
termhiating at a beautiful lawn called the Elysian Fields. Ho- 
boken is much frequented in summer. Steamboats ply every 
few minutes daily between it and the city of New York, at 3 
different ferries. 

Patersoh is situated on the right bank of tbe Passaic river, 
at the falls. It contains a court-house. 14 churches, 2 tanks, 
a philosophical society with a library, an academy, severe 
eitenuve cotton and other manufactories, and about 9000 
Inhabitants. Tbe river has here a perpendicular descent of 70 



feet, vbiclt was fbrmerl; a ver; picturesque and interegting 
cascade; tbe efiect howerer bae been much dimuiislied, by the 
Ttaten haTing been drawn off from the river above in raoe- 
irays, to propel mAahiDerj. Cara arrive and depart twic« 
dailjr for Hew lork. Stagee leave 3 tJmes a week lor Milford, 
Pa. 

EiioEKiisACE, Bituated on tiie right bank of Hackenaack river, 
U miles from New Tork, contains a court-honse, 4 churches, 
3 academies, 2 seminaries, and 1600 inhaMtants. Stages leave 
dMlj for New York, 

AoQUACEiHonos, 12 miles from NewTorb, has S churches, 

is U miles fr 



oourt-bouse, 2 liaiike, 5 churches, an academy, and about £000 
iijiabitants. Moniatown was at two diflterent periods the 
head-quarters of the American army during the Kevolution. 
Cars leave dwl; for New York. Stages leave 3 times a week 
for MlJfordf and also for Eastan, Pa., via Schoeley^s Mountain, 
Schoolejr's Mountain is eighteen miles from Morristown. Tba 
Mineral Spring, which is on the western declivity of the emi- 
nence, in a deep defile, contains muriates of soda, lime, and 
nutgnesia, sulphate of lime, carbonate of magnesia, silex, and 
carbonated oiide of iron. Tie pure air and the picturesque 
scenery of this re^on render it a healthful and pleasant plaC6 
of summer resort. 

South Aiinoi is utuated on the right bank of the Raiitan 
river, at its entrance into Raritan Bay. The village has an 
academy, and about 36 dwellings. Here commences the Cam- 
den and Amboy railroad. (Sec route 207.) Amboy, on the 
north side of the river, contains 4 churches, 2 academies, seve- 
ral manafacturing establishments, and about 1600 inhabitants. 
Steamboats ply daily to Mew York. 

FBIKHOI.D, built upon a plain a little elevated above the 
snrrounding country, has a court-house, 6 churches, 2 aca- 
demies, and about mO inhabitantt. This tillage was tbe scene 
of a severe battle, 3Sth June. 1778. Long Branch, on the seft 
shore, IS miles ea^t from Freebold, is a popular watering-place, 
mach frequented. Steamboats ply daily to New YorC and a 
line of stages run to PliiladeEphia. 

BoRDEMTown Is on the left bank of the Delaware river, at 
the head of steamboat navigation. This village is situated od 
tbe brow of a bill, and affords a magnificent view of the river 
and surrounding country. It contains i churches, a female 
seminary, and about 1800 inhabitants. Cars pass throagb 
daily for New York and Pliiladelphia. ^ ,(H>'i|i. 



BcBUSOTON, pleasantly situated on the left bank of the De- 
laware, IS miles from PhiJadelpIua, containg a citj-hall, an 
arsenal, a Ijceum. an hospital, a bank, 7 churches, a public 
librani ^ BeminarieB, and 3200 inhabitantB. Can pasa daily 
from New York and from Philadelphia. 

MocNT HoLLT ii situated at the foot of an omincnco of the 
same name on the Rancucus creek, T miles from Burlington. 
It contains a court-houoe, 7 churches, a bank, a Beminarj, 
several extensive manubctoriee, and SOOO inhabitants. Stages 
leave dailj for Burlington and for Bordentown. Cape Island, 
near Cape Maj, S6 miles from Philadelphia, is a favourite ■ 
watering-place. There are here several hotels and boarding- 
houses. In the summer months this island is thronged with 
Tisitors, for the purpose of eiijojing the luxury of sea-bathing. 
A iteamboat (in summer) plies daily to PbiJadeipbia. 

C^UBEN, on the Delaware, opposite the city of l*hlladelpbia, 
is the starting point of the cars for New Tork on the Camden 
and Amboy railroad, and is connected with PMladelphia by 
several ferries. It contains a bank, B churehee, several eiten- 
rave manu&«turing estabiishmenta, and tOOO inhabitants. Cars 
leave daily for New York, fare 3 dola. Stages leave d^y for 
Cape Island via Woodbm?, Salem, Bndgeton, itc. 

WooDBUBT, 9 milee from Philadelphia, is pleasantly situated 
on Woodbury creek, and has a court-house, 3 churches, su 
academy, two pubhe libraries, and about 1000 inhabitants. 

Saleu, situated on a stream of the same name, is 34 miles 
from Philadelphia, and has a court-house, 8 churches, a bank, 
2 public libranes, a lycenm, an academy, and 3200 inbabitants. 



THE STATE OF PENNSTIVAKIA 

LTEB between 39 deg. 43 min. and 42 deg. N. lat. and between 
74 deg. and 80 deg. 40 min.W. long. It is 307 miles long, 
and 160 broad, containing 46,000 square miles. The population 
in 1840 was 1,724,033. 

The Alleghany Mountains cross the State from 8.W. teN.E. 
and there are many smaller rauges on each side of the principal 
ridge, and parallel to it. The south-eastern and north-western 
parts of the State are either level or moderately hillv. The 
soUiBgenerailygood, andmuohofitiBofa superior quality; the 
best land in the south-east is both sides of tlie Susqueb^na. 
Between the head waters of the AUegbany and Lake Erie, the 
soil is very fertile. The anthracite coal region is immense. 
The Mauch Chunk, Schuylkill, and Lyken's Valley coal-fleW 
extends from the Lehigh river, across the hea^ ?|^^ of Uie 



Bchuylkill, and u 65 miles In length, witb on average breadth 
of B.boal, 6 mileB. the lAckawanna coal-fteld extends irom 
Carhondale, on the Lackawannack, to 10 mUea below Wilkos- 
barre, od the Snaquehanna. The Shiunokin field haa been lesa 
explored. 

The Delaware river washes the entire easteni border of tlie 
state, and a navigable for Bhlps to Philadelphia. The Lehigh, 
after a course of 16 miles, enters in at Easton. The Schuylkill, 
130 miles long, unites with it 6 miles below Philadelphia. The 
Snsqnehanna is a large river, which rises in Sew York, flowi 
soDth through this state, and enters the Clkesapeake bay, in 
Maryland. It is much obstructed bj fells and rapids. The 
Junita rises among the Alleghany Mountains, and after a 
course of 180 roiles, enters the Susquehanna 11 miles ahove 
Eamsburg, The Allogliany river, 100 miles long from the north, 
and the Monongahela, 300 niilee long, unite at Pittsburg, and 
farm the Ohio. The Toughiogeny is a small river which flovs 
into the Moaogahela. 

The governor is chosen by the people for 3 years, but cannot 
hold the office more than fl years m S. He must be 30 years of 
age, and have rended in the state for 7 years. The senate cr- 






mhers, elected by the people for 3 years, one third 
iiosen annuHll;. A member must be 36 jrears of age, 
e resided i years in the state, and the last year in the 



n which he is chosen. The house of represent! . . 
consists of 100 members, elected annually by the people. A 
member must be 21 years of age, have resided in the state 9 
years next preceding his eleo^n, and the last year in the dis- 
trict for whic)i he is chosen. All judicial officers are appointed 
by the governor, with the advice and consent of the senate. The 
judges of the Bupreme Court hold theu' offices for 15 foars; 
those of the Court of Common Pleas hold theu^ for 10 yearsi 
and the associate judges of the Court of Common Fleas hold 
theirs for 6 years. The secretary of slate is appouited by the 
governor, and holds office during his pleasure. The treasurer 
is elected annually by the joint-ballot of both bouses of the 
legislature. Every white male citiieh of the age of 21 years, 
who has redded in the state for 1 year next preceding an elec- 
tion, and ten days in the district where be oBen his vote, and 
has pud a state or county tax, enjoysthe right of suftage. 
The legislature meets annually at Uamshurgoi) the first Tues- 
day in January.

Thia state was flrat settled by the Slides and Fione. William 
Penn obtiOned a grant of it in 1681. The constJtation of the 
United Btatea Has adopted in convention, Dec. 13th, ITST. yeai 
le, nays 23. 

PuiLADELFBiA, the metropolis of tiie state, and the second Citf 
in the union in population and manafkcturee, is in lat. SS deg. 57 
min. flsec. N., and Ion. 7B deg. 10 min. 37 sec. W„ 137 miles from 
Washington, and 88 from Ne« Tork. Population in 1840, 328,691. 
It ia situated between the Delaware and Schuylkill rivers. 5 miles 
above th^ jui^ction. and extends from one to tbe other. The 
rivers bounding it lie aboDt two miles apart, in the narrowest 
place. The city is 120 miles distant fromthe ocean by the course 
of the Delaware. Its principal harboor is on the east of Delaware 
river side, where ships come up, and Its foreign commerce centres. 
Philadelphia has an eitenaiveioreign, and a still greater domestio 
trade; by means of rajlroada andcansla, it posaesaea faciltiea for 
communication with a great extent of country, and aharos with 
NewVorkandBaltimoreinthetradeofthegreatWest. There ■ 
is an air of great neatness, and of almost peculiar cleanlineaa 
about this city; but the extreme regularity of the streeta ia 
tiresome. It was laid out in 1682, by Thomas Holme, the first 
Burveyor.generaJ of the province. The ground selected was 
claimed by three Swedes by the name of Svrenson, who held a 
titleforit, obtained ofthe Dutch govemorofN.y. in 1664. This 
claim waa purchased by Fenn. 

Tbe public bidldlnga, which are generally constructed of 
white marble, are among the most elegant in the United States. 
The Cuatom-house, of white marble, built on the model of the 
Parthenon — the Pennsylvania Bank — the Mint of the United 
States — the Exchange, with Corinthian columns, and rompriidna 
a spacious hall and news-room, the post office, Jic.~the Oirard 
Bank— Girard College— Masonic Hall, Ac, are the public bnild- 
inga most remartiable far beauty; but the most interesting, from 
its venerable appearance and historical associations. Is the Old 
State-house, or Independence IWl. It (hints on Chesnut 
street, having Independence Square In its rear. Itwaaflniahed 
in 1735. Tbe wings, extending from it to the fifth and sixth 
streets, are modem. In IT74 most of the wood-work ofthe old 

3 lie was taken down, being much decayed, leaving only a 
I belfry to cover the town clock. The bell for the first 
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whose tfliiBH firat proclaimed the declaration of AnieHcan Indo' 
|iendeiice. The chamber in which the Declaration vae rigned 
IS on the flret floor, at Ibe eastern end of the old building, and 
preBenta the same appearance that it did at the time that 
instrument vas ^gned. 

There are in the city 160 churches, many of them floe speci- 
mena of architecture. The benevolent and charitable inslitn- 
tions are very numeroue. One of the oldest and most reepectable 
is FennsylTania Hospital, founded in 17^1^ Tta buildings are en 
the spaee boanded by Eighth, Kinth, Spruce, and Pine streets. 
Between the street and the buUding is a colossal statue, in 
broDie, of William Penn. The hospital cont^s a flne anato- 
mical museum, and a medical library. The Insane As^um. a 
branch of the hospital, is about 2 miles west of the SchuyltilL 
The United Stales Marine Hospital or Naval Asylum is an 
elegant baildinB on the east bank of the Bchuylkill, below 
Cedar-Btreet. It is mtended for mvalid seamen. The Alms- 
house is on the west side of the Schuylkill river. The Penosyl- 
Tonia Instituljon for the Deaf and Dumb is at the comer of 
Broad and I^ne streets. The Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Instruction of the Bhnd is In Race-street, near 8chnylMll Third- 
street. Besides (bese there may be mentioned, the Orphan's 
Aeylum. the Blind Asylum, Preston Betreat, the Magdalene 
A^tum, Coloured Orphan Asylum, 8t, John's Orphan Asylum, 
C tuft's Church Hospital, Friends' Almshouse, Friends' Ltmatio

a oniverslty in 1T79. It has 3 departments, the Academical, 
Collegiate, and Medical. Here Instruction is ^ven in the usual 
branches taught in other colleges and univerities, and the usual 
degrees are conferred. It has a pre«dent and 13 professors, 
1,W3 alumni, 130 students, and 5,000 volumes in its libraries, 
and possesses the most extensive anatomical musemn in the 
Union, a cabinet of natural history, and an excellent chemical 
and philosophical apparatus. Its buildings ore in Klnth-street, 
betxeen Cliesnut and Market streets. The medical depart- 
ment of the university has 8 professors, 446 students, and 1,443 
ejaduBtes. The lectures commence on the first Monday in 
Soveinber, The CHrard College for Orphans, endowed by the 
late Stephen Girard with 2,000,000 dels., was commenced on ■ 
the 4th July, 1H3S. and the great central temple, and the 3 
boildlngs on the left side, are completed. Jefterson Medical 
CollegewAsfDundedmlSSfi, and has T professors, 409 students, 
and Sv8 graduates. The lectures commence on the first Mon- 
day m November. Its haU is in Tenth, between Wahiut and 
Chesnut streets. The Medical Department of Pennsylvania

The public Bchools of Philadelphia are Qiuneroua, At ui.o 
hefl.d of tbeae atande tike High School. There is also a. model 
school, nhich has a princip^ and 10 profeseors. 

Among the acieDtiSc and literary institutions is the American 
FhiloBophical Society, founded in 1743, principal!; through the 
exertions of Doctor Franklin. Its hall in in south Fifth-street, 
below ChesDUt-street. It has a librarj of 15,000 volumes r^ 
rare books, and a collection of miaerale, fosuls, and aadeat 
relics. The Franklin Institute was incorporated in 1824, for 
the promotion of Maau&cture and the Arts. It holds an an- 
nual f^, and possesses an extensive library. The Academy of 
Natural Sciences has a spacious building in Broad-street, a 
Ubrary of 9, 000 Tolumes, and a cabinet of natural science. The 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts was founded in 180S, 
There is also the Artists' Fund Society. The Philadelphia lib- 
rary, founded in 1731 by the influence of Doctor Franklin, has 
S0,000io!ume9. To this has been added the Legonian Ubrary 
of 1 1,000 rolumes. The Mercantile Library, established in 183^ 
has a collection of 8000 volumes. The ithensum, mcorpor- 
atedln ISlfi, contaius the papers and periodicals of Ilie day, 
and several thousand volumes. The Apprentices' Library, 
established in 1819, has 14,000 volumes. The United Btates 
Mint was foended in IT90, and commenced operations hi 1793, 
in the building now occupied by the Apprentices' Library. 
Coining commenced m the present building in Cbesnut Street 
in 1830. This ediflce is of white marble; the south front 
is 133 feet long, with a portico 60 feet long, of tai Ionic 



Peale hi 1784, is one of the best in the country. There a 
several very eitenrive markets. The United States Navy 
Yard, at the southern end of Swanson-street, has an enclosed 
ares of about 12 acres. The pubhc squares of the city are 
numerous, elegant, and capacioss. 

The Fairmont Water Works ans situated on the leR bank of 
the Schuylkill, 2 miles from the- centre of the city. The pro- 
cess by which the city is supplied with water is by means of a 
dam thrown across the Schuflkill; the water-power thus created 
acts on six large wheels, which keep in operation six forcing- 
pomps, to raise the water from the pool of the dam, U2 feet to 
the sir reservoirs on the summit of the hill. These reservoirs, 
which are 100 feet above the tide-level, are capable of contMu- 
uig 22,000,000 gallons. From the reservou^ the water is dis- 
tribut«d throughout the city by iron pipes, the aggregate leogUi 



of vhicli is alioiit 110 mlloB. On the nunmit and slopes of the 
hill, neat gravel walke and n^rcaaee are amuiged ; and at tlio 
base of the precipice, hi Bpacea not occupied bj machinery, a 
garden has been laid oat, tastefully decorated vitb flowers, 
ubrubbery, atatuea, and fountwnB. From the Buimnit a mag- 
nlUcent prospect is eqjoyed of the city, the Schuylkill, and the 
romaotic sceuery of its valley. The laurel Hill Cemetry, on 
the banka of the Schuylkill, is i mites north of the city. Nature 
■eenis to have lavished every variety of beauty and grandeur 
on this secluded spot; the groundi are laid ont with serpentine 
grarelled walk*, and the whole is shaded by ancient forest and 
omameutal trees. At tbe entrance is a splendid colonnade, 
and just within the gate, in a small stmctiire erected expressly 
for it. Is an admirable group of statuary by Tbom, repreientliig 
Sir Walter Scott oonveramg with Old ifortahty. Cars leave 
8 times daily for New York, (fare 3 to 4 dols.) ; and also for 
Hsrrisburg, ?&re 1 dols.): for Baltimore twice daily, (fiire 3 
dels.); for Pottsville daily, (faro 3 dole.

Lancaster Is situated near the riebt bank of Conteeti^ 
creek, 71 miles from Philadelphia- The city contains a coort- 
boose, 13 churches, an academy, a fbmale seminary, a Lan- 
casterian achool, 2 pubUc libraries, a theatre, a mechanics' 
institute, a reading room, and 8,600 inhabitants. Franklin 
College, onee located hero, has been discontitiucd, being at 
present a mere gramniar-scliool. The style of many of the 
honsesisantiauated, retahiing the character of the oiden time. 
The city is well supplied with pnre water. Cars pass daily (tor 
Fhiladelpliia and tor Harrisburg, 

Habsisbtibg. the capita of the state, is en the left bank of 
Hie Susquehanna, 106 miles from Philadelphia. Its dtnalJon 
is commanding, and from it is obtained a view of the river and 
the piGturos<]ue barrier of the Kittatinny Mountains, broken 
through by the river at the north. The State House occupies 
an elevated situation; the main building is 180 ieet front by 80 
feet deep, and contains the hall of representatives, the senate 
chamber, state Ubrary of over 4000 volumes, &a. The other 
public eiUfices arc — the court-hoase, the prison, the arsenal, a 
market, a Masonic-hall, an academy, 2 banks, and 10 churches- 
There are two elegant bridges thrown across tbe river, and 
the Mount Airy W^ter-works supply the city with water. — 
Popnlation m ISIO, 0002. 1845, 8000. Cars leave three times 
UUy for Philadelphia, (&re 4 dols., ) and duly for Chambers- 



burg. Stages leave daily for Pittabnrg, (fare T dolo.;) for Nor- 
thumberland, imd also for Baltimore, via Vort. 

Cahlcble, dtuated in the Cumberland Valle;, 18 miles frain 
Barmburg, is an ancient and flourlsluDg place. It contains a, 
court-house, a town-hall, the buildings of OickinsoD College, 
II churches, a bank, and 4dU0 tohabitanta. Dickinsim College^ 
under the direction of the Methodists, was founded in ITB8. 
It has a president and 7 profeseore, 561 alumni, ITS students, 
and 12,000 volumes in its libraries, and a very complete chemi- 
cal and philosophical apparatus and mineralogical cabinet. 
The cammeDcement i< on the seoond Thursdaf in July. The 
United States Barracks, half a mile from the village, were 
bnilt 1777, chiefly by the labour of the Hessians captured at 
Trenton. A school of cavalry practice has recently been 
estabhshed there. The barracks will garrison 2000 men. Cara 
pass through ilail^ for Barrieburg, and for Cliambersburg. 
Stages leave daily in summer for Carlisle Springs. 

Carlisle Snlphur Springs are situated four miles north of the 
village, hi a splendid valley, surrounded with the bcaatifbl 
scenery of the Blue Mountains. The grounds are tastefnlly 
laid out, and there are ample accommodations for visitors. 

CnAHBEHBBUito is at the confluence of Falling Spring and Co- 
necoche^ue creeks, and contains a court-house, a bank, a, 
Masonic-boll, S churches, an academy, and 300 inhabitants. 
In the village and its vicinity are several extensive mills and 
manufiictorieB. Cars leave daily for Uarrisburg. Stages leare 
daily for Pittsburg, and three times a ncelt for Baltimore. 

Bedford, on the Pittsburg turnpike, is 20fl miles from Phils' 
delphia. It is on a branch of Juniata river, and contains Ave 
churches, an academy, a seminary, an elegant court-housA, 
and 1100 Inhabitants. — The Bedford Springs are situated about 
U miles south of the village, in a narrew picturesque valle;. 
There are six springs, vie. Anderson's, Fletcher's, Limestone, 
Sweet. Sulphur, and the Chalybeate springs. These valers 
possess laxative and sudoriAc powers, and have been found 
efficacious in removing chronic obstnictiona, dyspepsia, disease* 
of the hver, cutaneous eruptions, Ac. Houses for cold, warm, 
and shower baths, have been erected. There is an artiflcial 
lake on which boats soil; and tbe other attractions of this 
beauUful and romantic spot and vicinity, cannot fail to gratify 
tbe most bstidiouB. Stages leave daily for Philadelphia. (See 
route 236.) 

PiTTSBUBo, 31T miles from Philadelphia, is situated at tbe 
confluence of the AUcahany and Monongahela rivers, wldch bj 
their union form the Ohio river. It is mostly built on a pl^n, 
with streets running parallel to the Alleghany and Monongahebt 



burg is Burronnded are filled irtth tutamiiioug coal, which affOrda 
great aid to it* nianu&ctories. The city contains a new and 
beautiful conrt-houae, the buildings of the Weetera Univerut)', 
4 banlu, a mueeum, a theatre, several literarf societies with 
Ubrarie^ 35 churches, many estenaive hotels, and, with its 
suburbs, 40,000 inhabitants. The city is supplied with water 
from the AUeghaoy river. The Western Univeraty of Penn- 
sylvatda, fboi^d in 1819, has a president, 4 professor^ 
and 04 students. The Western Theological BeiDinary, founded 
in 1^, Bud located in Alleghany, ou the north bank of the 
Alleghuiy rirer, iiaa S professors, £4 students, and 6000 rolumea 
In its libraries. The Theological Seminar; of the Associate 
Beformod Church, founded in 1^436, has about 30 students, and 
possesses a valuable library. The Allegiianj Theological Insti- 
tute, founded in 1840, has a valuable Ubrary. The United States 
Arsenal is 21 miles eatt, on the banks of the All^hany. Moat 
of the eitenave manufiictorieB are not in the city proper, but 
scattered around within a circle of 6 miles radju»i the popula- 
tion within this range is over 60,000. Bteam-boBtB leave daily 
for Now Orleans and the inlermediate places. Steam-boats, in 
connection with stages, leave for Cumberland, thcnco, by rail- 
road, to Baltimore, &c, Citnal boats leave for Harrisborg 
daUy. Stages leave dady for Erie; for Cleveland, Ohio; for 
SteabonviUo, Ohio; for Wheeling, and for Harrisburg, 

CiKsosHBUBu, 18 miles south-west from Pittsburg, has * 
churches, and about eOU hihabitants. Jefferson College, founded 
In 1803, and located here, has a preddent, 6 professors, 693 
Vumni, 164 students, and 4500 volumes in its hbraries. The 
commencement is on the last Thursday in September. It haa 
B medical department in Philadelphia. There is also at thli 
phice a Theolo^cal Semmary, under the direction of the As- 
aootate Church. Stages arrive and depart duly for Pittsburg. 

WABBfKQTos, 26 luiles sonth-weet from Pittsburg, on the Na- 
tional road, is pleasantly sitnated on high ground, and containa 
8 churches, a court-honee, an academy, a seminary, and 2200 
Inhabitants. It is the seat of Washington College, founded in 
1806, wbiob has a president, 5 professors, 224 alumni, ISO stu- 
d«its, 3S0O volumes in its libraries, a cabinet of minerals, ie. 
The commencement is on the last Wednesday in September. 
Stages leave daUy for Pittsburg, for Wheeling, and Baltimore. 

BiivKR, on the right bank of the Ohio river, 36 miles below 

house, 3 cburctics, an academy, and about 600 inhabitanta. 
Steam-boats pass d^y from Pittsburg to Cincinnati, &c. Stages 
leave daily for Cleveland. 

UUI1VIIJ.S is prettily situated on French creek, and has a 
oourt-hoiue, 7 churches, an academy, a state arsensi, and about 
1900 inhabttantt. It istlie seat of Alleghany College, founded 



in IHIA. and has a preadent, i profeesars, 160 students, and 
8000 voliuneB in its libraries. Stages leave daily for Rttsburg, 
and far Erie, 

BarE IB beautifdUf situated upon a bluff, aflbrdin^ a proniect 
of Praeque tale bay and the lake befond. It has one Of the 
best harbours on Lake Erie, and contains a court-house, a 
bank, 7 oharches, av aoademj, a seminar)', and abont 3500 
inhabitants. Perry's fleet «as built here, the vessels being 
finished in TO days from the time the timber was felled; and 
here he returned vitb his priies after the battle. The remains 
of his flag-ship, the Lawrence, lie in the harbour, firom which 
visitors are constantly cutting pieces aa relics. On the high 
l>anhs, a little to the right of the Tillage, are the ruins of the 
old Preach fort, Prosque Isle. Steam-boats leave for Bufliilo, 
for Cleveland, Detrtat, Ac. Stages leave daily for Bufelo, N.T.; 
for Cleveland, Ohio; and for Pittsburg. 

YOBK, 11 miles west of the ausqnebanna, on Oodoms creek, 
contains a courlr-housc, a bank, an academy, 10 churches, 
several niannfiictorieSi and BOOO inhabitants; it haaalsoa lyceuin, 
possessing acabinet of minerals, itc, and which sustains a course 
of lectures. Congress retired to this place from Philadelphia, 
attbe time of the battle of Brandywine, September, ITTT: and 
held their session for nine mouths m the old eoart-bouse. Can 
leave daily for Philadelphia; and also for Baltimore. St^ea 
leave daily for Harrisburg, and 3 times a week for Chambers- 
bnrg. See rout«. 

Tark Sulphur Springs are situated 31 miles south from 
Harrisburg, among sceneiy exceedingly piotureBque and varied. 
The medical properties of the waters have b«cn Idghly extolled, 
particularly for their efficacy in cases of de^tated can~ 
etitutions. 

OsTTTSBTiHa Is dtuated on elevated grounds, SS miles from 
H^Tisburg. The Theological Seminary of the Lutheran Church, 
estabUahed here in 1820, has 3 professors, 20 students, and 8000 
volumes in Its libraries. This ia also the seat of Pennsylvaiiia 
College, founded in 1832, which has a president, T professora, 
188 students, and 3000 volumes in its hbraries. Tbe village 
contains a eonrt-house, a bank, an academy, churohes, and 
ITOO inhabitants. Stages leave 3 times a-week for Tork, for 
Chombersburg, and for Hagerstown, Md. 

HnNTTnenoH is situated on the left bank of the Juniata river, 
and is built upon au elevated bank, sloping gently down to the 
rtver. It contains a court-house. 6 churches, an BCademy, and 
1300 Inhabitants. Tbe Juniata is here crossed by a BDhstantial 
bridge. A abort distance from the village, in Stone Valley, are 
tbe "'Warm Springs," which are much ro sorted to. The wabara 
are light on tbe stonuich. dinretJc, aod are said to conttun nutg- 
neria. Staf[es pass doily from Harrisburg, and bom FtttsbiiFg. 



HoLUDiTBBDBG is mtuated on the JnniatA titer, liS milei by 
the cooree of the canal from Harrislmrg, near the eaatem btwa 
of the Alleghany Moiuitaine. It contsine a court-houBe, 6 
chnrches, a claBSical sohool, seieral eitenaive manufactories, 
and about 3000 iniiabitants. Here is tho t«nnination of the 
Juniata diviirion of the Pennsylvania canal, and the commence- 
mect of the Portage railroad through the mountain pau, over- 
Coming in ascent and descent, by means of 10 inclined planes, 
&n abrogate of 2ET2 feet. There is on the Une a tunnel 370 
feet long, and 20 feet high, through the raoontain, and alio 
aeveraJ viaducts. All the viaducts and culverts have been hullb 
in tbe most substantial manner. Btages leave dailjfor Harris- 
boi^, and for Fittsbun;; and for WiUiamsport 3 times a week. 
Canal boats leave for Hairisburg daily. 

JoHRSTowH is situated on a broad Itat, completely eDcircled 
by mountains, at the confluence of Stony creek with the littla 
Conaeniaugh, and at the commencement of the western divirioD 
of the rcnnsyivania canal. It contains 1 cburclics, and abont 
ISOO inhabitants. Canal boats leave for Pittsburg daily. 

SmaiTBT is situated on the left bank of the Susquehanoa, S8 
miles from Hanisburg. Near the town, above and below, are 
ranges of high hills, aflfording a magnificent prospect of the 
valley. The village has a court-house, 5 churches, and 1300 
inhabitants. Stages leave daily for Harrisburg, for WiUie»- 
barre, and for UlUiamsport. 

NoBTHcuBEHUHD 19 a mile above Sunbury, on the Baique- 
hanna, and at the junction of the north and west branches. 
There arc 3 beautiful bridges across the rivers here. Tbe 
lilioBe contains a town-house, a bank, 6 churches, and about 
1000 inhabitants. 

WiLLiiusFOHT is situatod on an elevated plain on the left 
bank of the west branch of the Susquelianna, 99 miles from 
Harrisburg. It has a court-house. 6 churches, nn academy, 
and ISOO inhalHtants. Cars leave daily for Ralston, thence, in 
stages, to BlOBsburg, and frvm Mience, incars, to Coming, N.Y.; 
aaS, by railroad and stages, to Elmira, S.Y. Stages leave three 
times a-week for Hollidaysburg, 

NoRBiSTOWN is situated on the lef), bank of Bchuylkill river, 
16 miles from Philadelphia. The dam across the river creates 
an immense water-power. The village contains a conrt-house, 
6 churches, a banl^ an academy, a seminary, a pubhc library, 
and 3000 inhabitants. Manufacturing is estensively carried on 
here. Six miles above Norristown, on the nest side of tbe river, 
Bt the mouth of Valley creek, is a deep rugged Jiollow. An 
ancient forge cstabllsbed hero gave to the place the name of 
Talley Forge. Upon tbe mountain flanks ol^Ihis valley, which 
overlook ail the ai^acent country, Washington established tbe 
winter qunrtors of the army in 1777 and 1778. This was lb* 



moat gloomy period of the Reiolntion. The armr reached tho 
Talley about the 18th of December. Ther might have heea 
tracked by the blood of tbeir feet in icarcbing to tbifl plae^ 
barefooted over tho hard frozen gnnmd. The encampment 
wa« suTTonnded on the land aide by intrenchmeots, and lereral 
■mall redoubts were built at diifbrent points. Borne of the 
intrencliments may still be seen. Cars leave Norrinown daily 
for FhiladelpMa, and for Pottsville. 

BBADi:<a Ilea on the left bank of Schuylkill rirer, 56 milea from 
Philadelpbia. The atrecta are regular and apadoaa. It baa an 
el^ant court-house, S banks, an academy, 3 public libraries 
(1 in Gorman,) a female seminary, 12 churcheo, aod about SOW 
inhabitants. The town ia abundantly supplied with spriDj; water, 
conducted through pipes. The scenery in the vicinity ia wild 
ajid picturesque, and the location remarkably healthy. Cars 
leave daily for Ptiiladelphia, and for Pottaville. Stages leave 
daily for Harriaburg, and for Eaaton 3 times a week.

WiSHiROToB, the capital of the United Btatea, is rttaated On 
the left bank of the Potomac, at its confluence witli the Ana- 
oostia, in X. lat. 38 deg. 52 rain. U sec., and W. lone. 76 deg- 
56 min. 30 sec. from Greenwich. It U 396 nules ^th the 
ocean bj the coarse of the river, 38 from DaIt!n|ore, and 22B 
bom Netr-Tork. It contained, in 1840, 23,304 tnbabilants. 
The city i> encompassed by a fine range of hills, and covered 
in part with trees and Bhrubbery, presenting verdant and cnl - 
tlvated slopee. The ground on which it is built has a general 
deration of about forty feet above the river. In planning the 
city, the most advantagcouB groond was appropriated for the 
di^rent cdiflccs, and for several squares, commanding exten- 
sive proapecta, and Bosceptible of such improvements as use or 

-ament might require. Avenues of direct commnnicatiiUI 
■B been made, connecting diataat objects with the principal 
ones. North and aoath lines. croBsed bv others mnning east 
and vest, dicide the city into streets and squares. The ave- 
DueB are named after the respective states, and the Capitol is 
the point from which the streetB are named, '—those north being 
called A North. Ac, and those south, A South, die; those east 
and west, 1st East, ifec. and Ist West, dw. respeotively. The 
avenues are from 120 U> 160 feet wide; Fennsylvania avenue, 
leading from the Capitol to the Freudeut's house, has a nde- 
walk 20 feet wide, paved, and planted with trees, the carriage- 
ini.3 being macadamized. 

The Capitol is a large and massy building of the Corinthian 
order of architecture, and 1b built of freestone. It is situated 
in the centre of the square, on an eminence 78 feet above-tho 
Hde, and is composed of a central edifice with two wings, with 
a priyeclion on the west side. It covers li acres and 1830 
square feet, exclusive of the circular enclosure for fuel, form- 

yan elegant area and glacier on the west Iront. The length 
tbe front is 352 feet, including the wings; the depths of the 
wings is 121 leet. The projection on the east or main front, 
Including the steps is S£ feet wide, and another on the west 
front 63 feet wide. On the east front there is a splendid por- 



ticoof22<:uluiiinB3Sfeet higli; and on the wertfronlia a por- 
tk'o of 10 columns. The hc^ht of the bnlldiiiE to the top of 
tlie dome ia 120 feet. Under the dome, in the middle of the 
building, 1b the Hotnnda, M feet in diameter, and of the same 
height, and Hdonied with eoulpture, in Btone panelB in bold 
rehof: the Bulijeolj of these are— Smith dehvered by the intei^ 
poaitian of Poc^.iltDntaa— the Landioi; of the lilgnmB— tlie con- 
flict of Botine »ith the LidionH— and Pcnu treating nith tha 
Indians; and the four celebrated pain&igs by Trumbull, repre- 
«entlng the presentation of the Declarstion of Independence to 
Congreee — the nurrender of Burgnyne to Gates — the smrender 
of Comwallis at Vorktown — and Washington reaigninf ha com- 
mission to CongresB at Annapolis; also the baptism of Poca- 
hontas, by Cbapmau; and the Embarkation of the Pil^jimB, by 
'Weir. The east Irout has also, in two niches, colossal flfnres 
in marble, of Peace and of War, and a flne marble status of 
Columbus, bj PerKico, has just been added to this entrance. 
The GoloBsaT statue of Washington, by Greenongh, has been 
placed in the East Park, in a neat temple erected for the pur- 
pose. To the west ot the Rotunda is the library room of Con-

volumes. In the second storey of tbe south wing is the Hall 
of the House of Bepreaentatives, of a semicircular form, 96 
feet long and 60 leet high, with a dome supported by 24 columns 
of native variegated marble, and with capilaU of Italian mar- 
bio.

centre of a park of 20 acres, at an elevation of 44 feet abote 
the river. The front entrance fiices north upon Ia Fayette 
Square, and the southern front, towards the garden, presents 
a Hue view of the city, of the Potomac river, and the Bhonis of 
Maryland and Virgmia. The building is 170 feet front and SO 
feet deep. The north front is ornamented ivith a flno Ionic 
poi-tiuo of 4 lofty columns, projecting with 3 columns. Tha

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tor yiaton vho come on foot; the ateps from botb lewl to « 
broad platform in front of the door of entrance.

On the east of tbe Prurident'a House are two large buildiDga; 
there are also two otheni on the west, for the accommodatian 
of tbe Depanmenti of State, of the TreaBui?, of War, and of 
the Naiy. The General Poet-ofBec, and the Patent-offlce, are 
also extensile buildings. Tbe new Treasury building has s 
splendid colonnade 467 feet in length. The General Poat-otBce 
is of the Corinthian order. The Pateut-ofaoe, in addition to 
otber epacioui apartments, has one room in the upper storej 
276 feet long and SS feet vide, and when completed by wings, 
will be npnerde of 400 feet In length. The portico of ma 
building is of tlie same extent as £at of the PartheuoD at 
Athens. 

The Navy Tard is on the eastern branch, about three-fonrtht 
of a DiUe southeast of tbe Capitol, and contains 27 acres. It 
has booses &r officers, shops, and warohouHOs. two large ship- 
honses, an armoury, 4o. The city contains 30 places of wor- 
ship, 3 orphan asylums, 3 banks, a city-hall, an hospital, a 
penitentiary, a theatr^ 12 acadcmiei ' ~

meniB are a president, 10 professors, and 10* students. It has 
4300 volumes in its Ubraries. The commencement is on the 
flrat Wednesday of October.— The National Institution for the 
Promotion of Science, was organised in 1840.

Its collections are in the CTand halt of the Patenl-offlce. The 
United States Eitploriiig Eitpedition bas added largely to its 
collection.

The Congregational Cemetery, a mile east of the Capitol, il 
handsomely laid out, and contains many scnlptured tombs, 
monuments, Ac.

The seat of tbe Federal government was removed to Wash- 
ington city in 1800. The north wing of the Capitol was com- 
menced September 16th. 1703; the rresdent, George Wash- 
iugton. Iiud tbe comer stone: the architect was Pierre C.

C luted out a stone sunk in the ground by the roAd-mde, vMoh, 
said, marked the t>eginimig of the Mount Vernon estat^- 
Btill we rode on for a couple of miles, before the gate and 
porter's lodge came in sight. After passing the gate, we had 
Btitl a distance of half a mile Infore us, and the eimpte car- 
riage-path led us over a surface much diveraifled, while the 
trees were most grand and forest-like. We crossed a brook, 
passed through a rarine, and felt oureolves so completely in the 
midst of aborigioal, untouched nature, that the ^ht of the 
house and the cluster of snrrODnding buildings oaino like a 
Burpiise upon me.

It was authorized by Coagress, in 1815, to confer degrees. 
There is also a nunnery, called tbe Convent of Visitation, 
founded hi ITSS, which contains from 60 to 70 nuns, attached

AtEiANDRiA, 7 miles below Washington, is finely situated oa 
the right bank of the Potomao. which has a depth of water 
here BufRcient for vessels of the largest class.

The citf has con- 
aiderablo shipping, and exports wheat, Indian corn, and to- 
hacco. The Chesapeake and Ohio canal extends to Uiis place.

THE STATE OF VIRGINIA 

LIES between 36 deg. 33 min. and 40 deg. 43 min. N. lot., 
and between 75 deg. 36 min. and 83 deg. 40 min. W. long. 
It i9 3T0 miles long, and 300 broad at ite greatest vidtb. con- 
taining 64,000 square miles. Population in 1S40, 1,230,797. 

Ab regards sur&ce and soil, this Btato may be divided into 4 
sections. The eastern IncludeB a tract of about 100 or 120 
miles in width, and is generally low and level, and in some places 
marshy: it has a hght sandy soli, mostiy covered with pines. 
West of the line of the head of tide-water the country becomes 
undulating and hilly, until it attains one contumous mountain 
elevation, known as the Blew Bidge, crossing the entire width 
of the State. The allavial lands in this tract are, for the most 
part, very fertile, those of James river especially being un- 
usually productive. The third section includes the volley be- 
tween the Blue Bidge and the Alleghany mountains. This 
tract, though in parts broken by mountains, is generally the most 
fertile aod healtl^ part of the State. The fourth section in- 
oludea the country between the Alleghany chain and the Ohio. 
This portion, though in many places wild and broken, bos a 
great deal vf fine fertile land, with vast deposits of coal, iron, 
salt, Ac. 

The Potomac river separates Virginia fivm Maryland, James 
river b the largest river which belongs to this State. It is fiOO 
miles in length, and flows from the mountains in the interior, 
behind the Itlew Ridge, through which it passes. It Is navi- 
gable for sloops 130 miles, and for boats much further, and 
flows into Chesapeake bay. The Appamattoi is 130 miles long, 
and enters James river 100 miles above Hampton Beads, and 
b navigable 12 miles to Petersburg. The Rappahannock, 130 
miles long, and navigable 110 miles for sloops, rises in the Blew 
Ridge, and flows into the Chesapeake. York river enters the 
Chesapeake 30 miles below the Rappahannock, and is navi- 
^ble 40 miles fur ships. The Shenandoa enters the Potomoo 
just before its passage through the Blew Ridge. Of the rivers 
west of the mountains, the Great Kanawha rises in North 
Carolina, posses throaRh this State, ond enters the Ohio. The 
little Kanawha also flows into the Ohio. The Monongahela 
rises in this State, though it runs chiefly in Pennsylvania, The

The eiBcntive power ia Tested in a governor, elected by the 
joint vote of the two houses of the Oeneral AasemblT. He is 
chosen far S years, and is ineligible for the next 3. There is a 
council of atato, elected in like manner for three yearn, the seat 
of one being vacated every year. The senior councUlor la 
Ueuteiiant-govemor. The senators can never be more than 38, 
and the delegates than 150; and both are opportioned anew 
among the counties every 10 years. The senators arc elected 
' for 4 years, and the seats of one-fonrth of them are vacated 
every jeitt. The delegates are chosen annually. All appoint- 
ments to any office (» trust, honour, or proflt, by tho lep^la- 
ture ore made openly, or viva voce, and not by ballot. The 
judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals, and of the superior 
courts, are elected by the Joint vote of both houses of the 
General Assembly, and hold thw' oflces daring ^ood beha- 
viour, or until removed by a joint vote of tfro-thirds of the 
lefiislature. 

The right of suffrage Ls eitended to every resident while male 
citiien 31 years of ^e, entitled to vote by the former consStn- 
tion; or nha.owns a freehold valued at 25 dols.; or a joint in- 
terest in a freehold to that amount; or who has a life estate, 
or a reversionary title to land valued at 50 dels,, having been 
so possessed for 6 months; or who shall own, or be in occupa- 
tion of a leasehold estate 'tiaving been recorded 2 months, fcr 
a term not less than 6 years, of the annual value of rent of 
2O0 dols. ; or who for 12 months shall have been a housekeeper 
uid head of a bmily, and paid the taxes assessed by the oom:-

«re lock; around the f^ils in James river, and above them it is 
DSTlgabie for boats 220 miies. A canal extends to Lynchburg, a, 
distance of liO aules. Manchester is directly opposite to tke 
city, and ia connected nith it by 2 bridges. The situation of 
Biohroond is healthy and highly picturesque. The streets cross 
«acli other at right angles, and the houses are well built. Bhoc- 
koe and Bictunond hills apo opposite to each other, Sbockoe 
creek passing between them: the city is spread over these hills 
and along the margm of the creek. Sbockoe Hill, which is a 
favourite place of residence, is an elevated plain; and near its 
brow is Capitol square, a beautiful public ground. In the cen- 
tre of tbis ground stands the Capitol, in a con^cnons and 
commanding situation; having a portico in fWint. with an enta- 
blature supported by Lofty Ionic columns. Within the building. 
In an open hall, stands a marble statue of Washington, by 
Hodonn. The City-hall, fronting the Capitol Square, is an ele- 
gant building of the Grecian order of architecture. There ars 
in the city 23 churches, 3 banks, 3 insurance companies, an 
armory, a theatre, a female asyliim, a penitentiary, lli acade- 
mies, and a free Lancasterian school. The city is supplied 
with water which is elevated by hydraulic power into3 reservoirs 
containing a million of gallons each, from which it is distribnteil 
In pipes throughout the city. — The Medical department of 
Hampden Sidney College has a fine building of the Egyptian 
order of architecture; it has a dean and five members of the 
faculty. St. Vincent's College, under the control of the 
Roman Catholics, is about 1 mile east of the city. It has a 
president and about 50 students. Richmond College, under the 
direction of the Baptjsts, is 1 mile we«t of the city. It baa a 
president, 6 professors, and 100 students. 

Richmond was founded 1T13, and was made the capital of 
the statfl in 1780.

Tirginia to Bampton Hoads is reduced, at Old Point Comfort, 
to a very narrow width. The shoal water, under the action of 
the sen and the reaction of the bar, is kept In an unremitting 
ripple, which circumstance has given tp this place the name of 
the l^p Raps. Fort Monroe is an umncnse fortress, and will 
mount 33S guns, 130 of which are under bomb-preof covers. 
Fort Calhoun, or the castle of the Rip Rape, is directly oppo- 
site to Fort Monroe, at a distance of 1W» yards, and will mount 
265 guns, most of which will be under cover. The beach, at 
Old Point Comfort, affords cicctlent bathing-ground: this, wiUi 
a Bne hotel, and other attractions, caase the place to be much 
resorted to in the summer months. Sl«am-boata arrive from 
and depart daUy for Baltimore, for Washington, for Richmond, 
and for Norfolk. 

PETEHSBuno is sttuatcd on the right baak of Appomattox 
river, ia miles above its entrance into James river, and 23 
mUes from Richmond.

2 banks, an orphan asjrlum, 5 churches, S 
academies, and about 4000 inhabitants. Cars arrive from, and 
depart daily for Washington, and for Bichmond. Stages leave

WAaasNTON is a beautiful village, 56 miles from Washington.

It is the veat of 
the University of Virginia, which was planned by Mr. JefllbrsoD. 
Tho buildings are arranged on 3 aides of a graBsy paralleloBram, 
at the n^er end of «bich standi a targe rotunda, containmg 
tlie library and lecture-rooms. It has a flne philosophical and 
chemical apparatus, a cabinet, an anaiomtari museum, and an 
nstrDnomical observatory.

It cmtains 3 banks, 3 saviogs 
banks, d churches, 15 clas^oal schools, a library, 30 tobacco 
manufactories, several exIensiTo flouring tnSle, and about TOOO 
inhabitants. It is a creat tobacco mart, and has an eitensiTS 
mercantile trade. The town is supplied with waterfrom Jomea 
river, raised by hydraulic power into a rcservoh- capable of con- 
taining 400,000 gallons, elevated 233 feet above the river, from 
whence the water is cKstributed in iron pipes, Tlie James river 
cinal cEtends to Richmond, a distance of 117 miles. Stagea 
leave 3 times a week for Onyandotte via White Sulphur Springs; 
for Albingdon; for Baliabwry, N. 0., via Danville; and (m- ffich- 
mond and Petersburg, 
. FiRMviLLE, situated on the right bank of the Appomattox 
river, 75 miles from RJohmond, contains 3 churches, a bank, 10 
tobacco hctorfes, and about 1400 inhabitants.

Habfebs' Fsgrt is at the junctioD of the Bhenaitdoah and 
Potomac rivers. SI milea fi\>Di Baltimore, and 63 from Waak- 
iDgtJin. The scenery here is perhaps tbe moEt ^gularly pic- 
turesque in America. To attMn the eleTntion from which the 
best view maj be taken, l^ is necessary to climb the Blue Ridge 
by a narrow winding path immediately atiore the bank of the 
Potomac. The junction of the two rivers is immediately be- 
neath tbe spectator's feet; and liis deUghted e;e, restiDg, llrst 
upon the beauUfnl village of Harper's Ferry, wanders over the 
wide and woody plains extending ta the Alleghany Mouni^s. 
The Tillage contains a national arsenal and armory, 4 churches, 
an academy, and about 3000 inhabitants. In the armory are 
employed about 250 persons, manu^turing 9000 stand of anna 
nnnaally; and in the arsenal are stored from 80,000 to 90,000 
stand of .irms. Cars leave dally for Baltimore, for Cumber- 
land, and for Wmchcster. 

CbabIiEstowh, 8 mihts fh>m Harper's Ferry, contains a oourt- 
house, a bank, an academy, 3 churches, and 1500 inhabitants. 
The Bhannondaie l^prings are S milea diaUnt from Charles- 
tovn, fh)m which stages run d^iily. Tbe Springs are upon the 
Sbannondale river, near the Bine lUd^e. The waters contiun 
sulphate ofhrne, carbonate of lime, sulphate of magnesia, mu- 
riate of magnena. mnriate of soda, sulpbate of iron, carbonate 
of iron, aulphureted hydrogen, and c-arbonxc acid. They closeJf 
resemble tbe celebraMd Bedford waters ui composition, opera- 
tion, and efllfi.icy. The scenery in the vicinity of these springs 
is varied and picturesque. Cars arrive at Chariestown in T 
hours from Baltimore. 

Winchester is situated in a fertile valley, 113 nulea from 
Baltimore, and 146 from Hichmond. The streets are regularly 
laid out, and the houses handsomely built. It has a court' 
house, lycenm, masonic hall, 13 churches, 3 banks, a sjirings 
institution, an academy, and 3500 inhabitants. Tbe place a 
supplied with water brought from a spring through iron [upea. 
Jordan's White Sulphur Springs. 6 miles north from Winehea- 
ter, have lately come into notioe. The vraCers are said to re- 
semble the White Sulphur Springs of Greenbrier. Cms arrito 
from, and depart daily for Baltimore. Stages leaTe 3 times o- 
week for Washington, for the White Bulphur Springe, and for 
Parkersbui^. 

WoonsTucE, 63 nules fi-om Harper's Ferry, on the north 
branch of the Shenandoah river, contains a court-bouse, an 
academy, a masonic hall, S churches, and 1000 uihabilants. 
The Orttney. or Yellow Springs, are about IS miles fivm Wood- 
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atock. There are several lirely aprings, the waters of which 
are strongly chalbeate, and have been found beneficial for »»- 
verftl complaints. (See nrale 268.) 

SnuHTON, 207 niilea from Baltimore, 163 from WaahiiigtMi, 
and 120 from Richmond, ia on the head waters of the Shenan- 
doah river. It contains a court-house, tho Western Lunatic 
Asylum, the Vu^inla Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and 
the Blmd, a academies, 3 serainariea, 4 churches, and 2200 
inhitrftants. The Augusta Springs are 12 nules Qorth-west <rf 
Staunton, The water is strongly impregnated with aulphureted. 
hydrogen, and ia sairf to equal the celebrated Harrowgate 

pie, and the Htnation is extremely pictureaqne. The Cyclo- 

fid curiosities ofVirnnia. Weir* a cave ie 17 mile* north-west 
of Staunton, in a hill a short diatance west of the Blue Ridge.

Be'id a the iiiitv buiIdinES and the elegant hotels, 
there are but ft v dweUlnga The waters of the Warm Springs 
afford the most luxurious bathing m the world; they contain 
neutral salts and various eaaea whioh aot aa a gentle aperient, 
diuretic and audonflo and give tone and vigour to the system. 
The Hot Springa are 6 miles from the warm, in the same beau- 
tiful vaUey with the latter. The waters of the Hot Springa 
contain nitrogen and carbonic acid, carbonate of lime, sulphate 
of lime, 8iilphateofsoda,Bulphat«of magneaa, muriate of soda, 
silica, and a trace of oiid of iron. (See route 281. ) 

The White Sulphur Bfrinos, the moat celebrated watering- 
place of Vireinia, are situated 229 milea from Richmond, on the 
weatera declivity of the Alleghany roonntama, in an extensire 
valley, as pictureaque aa fancy ever sketched upon the lap of 
nature. The spring discharges 18 gallona of water per mmute, 
at auniform^emperatureofeOdeg. of Fahrenheit. It contains 
snlpbate of lime, sulphate of aoda, carbonate of magnesia, chlo- 
ride of calcium, aulpho-hydrate of aodinm, carbonate of lime,

The 2 first v 
are somewhat alike hi their properties. The Salt Bulphur con- 
tains aulpliate of lime, sulp^te ofmaguesia, sulphate of soda, 
carbonate of lime, carbonate of magnesia, chloride of sodium, 
chloride of magneaium, chloride of calcium, iodine, (probably 
combined with sodium,) sulpho-hydrate of sodium and magne-

The 
Bottctourt Springs, 12 miles from Tincastle, are much fre- 
quented, and the improvementa are Bufflcient to accommodate a 
large naniber of visitors. The natcrs contain sulphur, mag- 
nesia, oarbonio acid gas, Ae. Daggers' Bpringa are 18 miles 
from Fincaatle. The most active mineral ingredientJi in the 
water are carbQDatod alkalis. There are good acaommodatJODi 
for riahors, and the neighbourhood abonnds hi picturesqna 
scenery.

EsTiLLviu,!, situated near the CUnch river, is a small village 
of about 60 dwellinga, 1 church, and a court-house. Four 
miles fi^m It are the Holston Springs, the waters of which pos- 
sess higlily medicinal properUes, and are very ^milar to the 
White Sulphur. The unllbrm temperature of the water is eSJ 
dog. which renders It a natural medicated bath of tho most 
agreoable degree of hent. The Natural Tunnel is 13 mllei 
west from thu viliagc.

sbout 4fi0 teet in length. A Btream of water passes throngh 
it, and a sta^e-road over it.

2 banks and a savhigs institution, 12 
churches, a theatre, the Wheeling Institute, a Masonic -hall, a 
large nnmber of mills and factories, and SOOO inhabitants. The 
city is well supplied with water, raised from the Ohio river. 
Steam-boats leave daily for Cincinnati. Ac. (See rente- 630,) 

more, (&re II dels.) Slaves arrive from, and depart for 
Phtsburgi for Cleveland; for Sandusky; and for Mariatta, 
Ohio, 4c. Ac., at convenient times. 

Ei.ii:iBBTH, 13 miles below Wheehng, on the left bank of the 
Ohio river contains a court-house and a few dwellings. Here, 
scattered over a lai^ plain, are veij eitenave ancient tumuli, 
connsting of one mnia mound 1 16 feet high and 400 yards in 
circumference, surrounded by a ditch, and encompassed bj 
ether similar but smaller mounds. 

Farkbrsburq is situated on the nortb side of Little Kanawha 
river, at its junction with Ohio river, 209 miles, by the river, 
below Pittsburg. It has a ceurt-honse, a bank, 4 churches, and 
aboat 1300 inhabitants, and Is a flourishing village. Two miles 
below, in the Ohio, is Blannerhasaet's Island, a beautifully 
wooded spot, celebrated' as the residence of Mr. Blanner- 
basset. Stages leave 3 Umes a-week for Baltimore, via Wat- 
cheater. 

Point PLBiSANTb situated on the left bank of the Ohio river, 
at the mouth of Great Kanawha river, 296 miles below Pitts- 
burg by the course of the river. It is on the site of one of the 
bloodiest battles ever fought with the Indians in Tu^ia, which 
took phtce Oct. 10th, 1774. The v^l;^e eontahis a court-house, 
3 churches, and about 500 inhabitants. Steam-boats arrive from 
and depart dally for Kttsburg and for Cinchinall. Stages 3 
times a week for the White Sulphur springs, Ac. 
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QuTANDOTTE lieB On the left bank of tlie Ohio river, *at the 
Ouf andotte river. 3ST miles belov Pittsburg. It ia the moat 
important poLitt of ffteom-boat embarkation and debarkatioD in 
Western Virginia, with the exception of Wheeling, and is rapidly 
growing in importance in this respect. It contains a church 
and al>out 80U inhabitants. Stages leave 3 times a week for 
HichDoond, for Washington, and far Baltimore, via the Whit« 
Sulphur Springs. 



THE STATE OF OHIO 

LIES between tat. 38 deg. 30 min, and 43 deg. N., and be- 
tween SO deg. 35 miD. and S4 deg. 4T min. W. long. It ]a 
210 miles long from north to south, and SOO miles broad; coO' 
taining 40,000 square miles. The population in 1840 was 
l,Slt>,46T, making it the third in populatian in the United 
States. 

The land in tbe interior of the Stale, and bordering on Lake 
Erie, is generally level, and in some places marshj. From 
one-quarter to one-third of the State, comprehending the east- 
ern and south-eastern parts, bordering on tbe Ohio river, is 
generally hilly and broken, but in no part mountainous. On 
the margin of the Ohio river, and several of its tributaries, are 
alluvial lands of great fertility. The valleys of the Scioto and 
the Great and little JEami, are the most eitenBive secOoDSof 
level, rich, and fertile lands in the Stat«. At the head of the 
Muskingum river are prairies of considerable citent, same of 
which are wet, though generally dry and fertile. The height 
of land which divides the waters which fall into the Ohio from 
those which fall into Lake Erie, is the most marshy of any 
in the State, while the land on the margin of the rivers is 
generally dry. Wheat may he regarded as the staple pro- 
duction of the State, though Indian com and other grains are 
largely cultivaled. 

The Ohio river, which gives name to the State, washes its 
entire southern border. This river is J004 miles long from 
Pittsburg to its month, by its various windings, thoagh it is 
only 614 in a direct line. Its current it gentle, witb no falls 
excepting at Louisville, Kentucky, where there is a descent of 
32) feet m 2 miles, (which is obviated by a canal.) For about 
half the year it ia navigable for steam-boats of a large class 
through Its whole course. The Muskingum, the largest river 
which flows entirely in this State, is formed by the junction of . 
the Tuscarawas and Walh ending rivers, and enters the Ohio 
at Marietta. It is navigable for boats 100 miles. The Scioto, 
the second river in magnitude, flowing entirely within the State, 
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h about 300 miles long, and entors tbo Ohio at Portamouth. 
Itfl largert branch ia tho WhcUtone, or Olentangy, which joins 
it immediatclj' above Culumbns. It is navigable for boats ISO 
iniloa. The Great Miaoii, a rapid river, in the weWem part of 
the State, ia 100 miles long, and enters the Ohio In the south- 
neet comer of the State. Tho Little Miami, has a course of 
70 mileB, and enters the Ohio 7 miles above Cincinnati. Tho 
Maumee, 100 miles long, risea in Indiana, runa through tlio 
north'Weet part of the Stat«, and entors Lake Erie at it^umee 
baj. It is navigable for afeam-boats to Perrysburg, 18 mile* 
from the lake, and above the rapida is boatable for a consider- 
able diatance. The Sanduaky rises in the northern part of the 
State, and after a courao of about 80 miles enters Sandusky 
bay, and thence into I^ake Eric. The Cuyahoga naes in the 
north part of the State, and, after a curved course of 00 miles 
enters Late Erie at Cleveland. It hasa number of ftiUs wUch 
fomish Talnable mill-seats. Berides these, there are Huron, 
Termilion, Black, Grand, and Ashtabula rivers, which &11 into 
laie Erie. 

The governor is elected bf the people far 2 years. The sena- 
tors ore chosen biennially, and are apportioned accortUng hi 
the number of male white inhabElonts over 21 years of age. 
The number can never be less than onc-tliird, nor more one- 
half the number of representatives. The representatives are 
apportioned among tho counties aoeording to the nomber of 
ii^abitanta over 21 years of ago, and there can never be more 
than 73 nor leaa than 36. Tho judges of the Saprome Court

Cindonati College, at Cincinnati; Eenyon College, at Gambler; 
Martetla College, at Marietta; Willongbby Umverrity at Wil- 
toughby; Lane Theological Seminan', at Cincinnati There 
are alao theological departmeEts In Eenyon. Western ileflervo, 
and Granville colleges, and in the Oberlin Inatitute; a Lutheran

The first permanent aettlemoot in Ohio was made in 178S, 
tt MarietU. In 1802 Ohio waa admitted into the Union. 

CmoiNNiTi, tho largest city in the state, is situalad on the 
right bank of the Ohio river, 450 milos below Pittsburg, 1,6*8 
above New Orleans. It is the largoat city of tho west, north of 



90,000. 

The city is near the eaetem ezCremity of a Talle; af abont 
12 miles in circumfereiice, BurTounded bj beauti^l hUlH, irhicll 
rise to the height uf 300 feet b; gcntio elopes, which are moBtIf 
ooTered bj trees. It is built on two tableJands, the one from 
10 to 60 feet higher than the other. The upper pl^n of Cin- 
cincati is 3£i feet below the level of Lake Erie, The shore at 
the landing-place is paved to low water-mark, and euppUed with 
Coaling wharves, adapted to the great rise BJid fall of walor iu 
the river. The central part of the eity is compactly and finely 
built with spacious warehouses, stores, and dwellings, generally 
of briek. Many of the streets are well pared and eitensiTSly 
planted with shade-ti^s. The climate is variable,' but con- 
^dered healthy. 

Cinemnati contains many literary and charitable institutians. 
The Cincinnati College, founded in 1818, has fine grounds and 
a valuable building in the centre of the city. It has a presidealy 
7 professors or ether instructors, and 160 students. The com- 
roencement ia the last Monday in June, Woodward College 
has a president, 5 professors or other instmctDrs, lOO Btndents, 
and 800 volumes in It libraries. 8t. Xavier College, founded in 
I8iO, under the direction of the Roman Catholics, has a presi- 
dent and other instructors, about IDO students; and from 1,000 
to 6,000 volumes iu its libraries. Lane Seminary, a presbyterian 
theological institution, opened in 1833; and located at Walnut 
Hills, 2 miles from the city, has 3 professors, lOO students, and 
10,300 volumes in its libraries. Its anniversary is on the se- 
cond Wednesdaym Judo. The Medical College of Ohio, char- 
tered and placed under a board of trustees io 1S25, bae large 
and commodious buildings, with lecture-rooms, ibc. It has 7 

erdfesGors and over 2, 000 volumes in its libraries. Its appaiatna 
I anatomy, comparative anatomy, surgery, chemistry, and ma- 
teria medica, is very complete. The ieotures commence On 
the first Monday in November, annually. Its students, who 
number 130, have access to the Commercial Hospital, to wit- 
ness oprations and the treatment of patients by the faculty. 
The Cincinnati Law School is connected with the Cincinnati 
CoUogo, and has 3 professors and 30 students. The Mechanics' 
Institutewoscliartercd hi 1828, for the iiistruclion of mechanics, 
by lectures, ±c. in the arts and sciences. It has a valuable 
philosophical and chemical apparatus, a library, and a reading- 
room. The hall of the Institute is situated on Tlurd Street, 
and contains an ample number of rooms, one of which Is dovoted 
to the Western Academy of Natural Sciences. An annoal fair 
for eueouraging arts ajiif manufactures is held hi nnolhor of the 
rooms, eonuneuchig on the third Monday in June, The com- 
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monorfreo schools ore of s hJgh order; 9 of tbem hare building! 
3 stories high, with various apparatUB, 60 toachers, and about 
4,000 scholars. A college of teachers was established in 1821, 
for advancing the intereita of schools in the HissiuippI vallef. 
The Young Mens' Mercantile Library Asaoojstion baa a libra^ 
of 1,100 Toliunes and a reading-room. The Apprentices' Ub- 
rary, fonndod in 1621, contains 2.300 Toltmies. 

The charitable institutions of tlie city are highly respeetable. 
There are 3 Eoman Cathulic asylums. Bud the Cincinnati Ot' 
phan Asylum. The Commercial Hospital aod Lunatic Asylum 
of Ohio, incorporated b I82i, has accommodations for 250 por- 
soDs; a part of the establishmcat u appropriated as a poor- 
There are 76 churches, a courtJiouse, 6 Euarkets, a United 
Stales Landing-office, 3 theatres, and a museum. The city ii 
luppliod with water raised from the Ohio river, by steam-power.

Coluubus, the capital of the State, Is situated on the left 
bank of Scioto river, immediately below the junction of Olen- 
tongy, or Whetstone river, 112 miles from Cleveland, and 127 
from Cincinnati. It is regularly l^d out, with streets crossing 
each other at right angles. In the centre of the city is a public 
square of 10 acres, handsomely inclosed. A bridge across Scioto 
river connects it with Franlihnton. Population, 10,200, 

Upon tlio south-west comer of the public square stands the 
8t>t« House, fronting tbe west, a brick ediflce. with 2 elevated 
stories. 15 feet long by AD wide, with a handsome cupola, the 
top of the spire of which ia elevated lOfl feet above the ground, 
and from the balcony of which a l>eaulifol view is presented <^ 
the oity, the winding Scioto, and of the surrounding coantpy. 
It contains a Representatives' Hail on the lower floor, and & 
Senate Chamber immediately above. Near it stands a build- 
faig for Idle public officers of the State. The State Fonlteu- 



ti:ii'v 19 an elegant and aubEtanttnt edifice, half a mils north i^ 
Rraid Street, The Asylnra for the Deaf and Dumb Btanda 
half a. mile cast of the State House. The Rtate LunatJo As;- 
lum l9 on nroad Street, east of ttie SCittc House. The luatl- 
tiition fur the BHnd ia ^tnatcd near the asylums. The Theo- 
logiual Seminary of the German I^utherans ia on elevated 
(p-ound, three-fourths of a mile south of the State House. 

Columbus has 17 chorchoe, man}' of which are very elegant 
buildings, A canal, 1 1 miles long, connects it vith the Ohld 
canal, at Lockboume. Columbus was incorporated as a citf 
in 1834. Stages leave dailj for Wheeling, Va.; for Cincinnati, 
and for Portsmouth; 3 times a-week for Cleveland, and for 
Sandusky City. 

ZtHEsvnLE is beautifully dtuated on the left bank of Mnsk- 
ingum river, opporftethe mouth of Licking river, 73 miles from 
Wheeling. The National Hoad rnna through it, and crosses 
the Muslungum by a line bridge. Tlie village contains an ele- 
gant court-house, a market-house, 2 academies, an stlienrooni 
with a reading-room, a cabinet of minerala, and a Hbrary of 
91)00 volumes, a Juvenile lycenm irith a reading-room and 
library, a banlt, H chorches, aeveral eiteniive flouring-milla 
and iron works, and GOOD inhabitants— including the suburbs, 
8000. From thia place the Muskingum, by dams and locks, 
has been made navigable to its moutli on the Ohio, The «ta 
of the tonii nas granted Ui E^eneIer Zane, b^ Consress, as s 
reward for opening a bridle track from Wheehr^ to Maysville.

Mabietta, named in honour of the unfortunate Maria Antoi- 
nette, is pleasantly situated on the Muskingum river, at its 
entrance into Ohio river, 106 miles below Pittsburg.

Cbujjcotek, once the Capital of the State, is handsomely 
situated on the right bank of Scioto river, 98 miles from CId- 
oinnati.

Along the entice coast of this itote there is a Hdge of sand, 
separated ft'om the main land bi loine places by narroT, and 
.'n other places bf hroad soands and bsfs. The passaeei or in- 
lets through it aw ihallo* and dangerooi, Ocracoto inlet being 
the only one tbrou^ irlkich Tenets pass. Capes Hatteras and 
Lookont are pntfecting points in thiabelt, and off them, partica- 
larl; the former, is the most dongerouB narigation on the Coast of 
the United States. Cape Fear Is on on iaiand off the mouth of 
Oap« Fear Hiver. For 60 or 80 miloa from the shore, th© 
country la level ; the streams are Bluggiiii, and there are many 
swamps and mandies. The soil is saudy and poor, cicepdng 
on the margini of the streams, vhere it u frequcutly very fertile. 
The natural growth of this region Is mostly the pitcii-pbe. This 
tree affords tar. [ritch, turpentine, and lumber, which constitate 
an important part of the exports of the state. In the iwamps 
rice of a tine qosllty is raised. Back of the flat comttry, and 
extending to the lower btls of the rivers. Is a belt of land abont 
40 miles wide, of a moderately nncTeu surface, a saady soil, and 
of which the pitch-plse Is the preiaillng natural growth, AboTe 
the Ms the country is hilly, the streams hare a more rapid 
current, and the country is more fertile, producing wheat, rye. 
flax, oats, and barley. The western part olHha state is an 
elevated table-land, about 1.800 feot above the level of the sea. 
vith some high ranges and very elevated summits, Blook 
MouQtain in Yancy county, 6,476 feet hieh, is the highest land 
in the United States, east of the Rooky Mountains, Roan 
Mountahi ia 6.036 feet, and Grandfather Slountaii^ is 5,066 feet 
high. Throughout the state Indian com is r^sed. and in soma 
puts considerable cotton. In the low country, grapes, plums, 
blackberries, and strawberries grow spontaneourty ; and on the 
intervals canes grow luxuriantly, the leaves of which, coDtina- 
Ing green dnrlng winter, forntsh food for cattle. In the elevated

Theconititationofthis state wiu adopted in Deoember, 1T7S, 
«nd revised in 1835. The senate and House □{ Commons ar« 
elected Ueoniallr by the people. The senate coa^te of fiO 
members, and the ilouse of Commons of 120. The unate ii 
chosen bj districts, the number bcmc apportioned b; the amonft 
of state taiEBpaid. The members of the House of Commons are 
apportioned among the oounties according to their populatUHt. 
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is eligible only i years in B. There is on eiaculive council of 7 
members, chosen biennially by a joint vote of both bouses. In 
case of the death of the gorcmor, his duties devolve upon the 
ipeater of the senate. The judges of the Suprcma Court are 
chosen by a joint ballot of both houses of the Legislature, and 
hold their office during good behaviour. The attorney-general 
is appointed b; the legislature for 1 years. The right of suf- 
&a^ extends to ail &ee vhite persons 21 years of age, who 
have been inhabitants of the state for 12 months previous t« 
the election ; but in order to vote for a senator, a freeman must 
possess a freehold of 50 acres of land. The legislature meets 
nemually at Baleigh, on the second Monday of Kovumber, aqd 
ir is chosen En August preceding.

The first permanent settlement m this state was On the eaul- 
.em bank of the Chowan river, about 1080, by emigrants, nhq, 
in consequence of religious persecution, fled from Nansemond, 
Tir^oia. The constitution of the United SUtes was adopted 
in convenliOD, November 27th, 178»,— yeas 183, nays 7fi. 

IUleioo, the capital of the state is pleasantly situated a few 
miles vest of fieuse river, 27 K.W. SmithBeld, the nearest 
ordinary point of navigation, 164 88W. Richmond, Va., 388 from 
'WashJ^OD. PopnladoQ 2,S00. In the centre of Uie city is 
Union ^uore, containing 10 acres, from which extend 4 streets, 
dividing it into 4 quarters. In the centres of these quarters are 
4 other squares, of 4 acres each. The i lareost streets aro 9B 
feet wide, and the others SO. The State-house is a superb 
granite ediflce, built after the model of the Farthoium at 
Athens. It is 166 jcet long, 90 feet wide, and surroundod by 



niMUTe mnite colonme, 61 feet in diameter, and 30 feet bigfa. 
Besidefl the aboro, the cit; contains a eeurt-house, a governor a 
faotue, a theatre, 3 bouke, i aoadcmiet, S churches, and 400 
dwellings. The North Carolina Literary, Bcientiflc, and Mili- 
tary Academy haa 3 professors and about 60 student*. The 
former state-hoiue, containing a beautifiil marble statue of 
■Washington, by Canora, was bumed Lq 1S31. Wake Fore* 
CoUege, is at Foreatville, IS miles Irom Kaleigh. It vas foun- 
ded Iq 1838. and has a president, 3 prDfeasora, 26 Btodeata. ajad 
4,700 Tolumes ia it librarioB. The commeuoement is on the 
third Thursday in Juno, Cars arrise from, and depart daily 
for lUchmond, Ta., via Qaaton and I'eteraburg, Stages leave 
daily (or Columbia, S. C, via Fayettenllc; 3 times a-week for 
Greeoaboro'; for Salisbury; sod for Goldsboro'. 

Weldon ia aituated on the rieht bank of Beanoke liTer, at 
the Oreat ^Is, at the head of narigatioQ, and S5 miles Irom 
Raleigh. It contains 2 churches, an academy, and about 300 
inhabitants. Halifoi T miles below the falls, on the Boanakft 
cont^ns a conrt'house, a bauk, 2 churches, an academy, and 
600 inhabitants. Cars arrive from, and depart daily for Wil- 
mingtoa; for Richmond, Ta.; and for Norfolk. 

EnKHTOH is situated near the mouth of Chowan river, on 
Edenton liaj, which sets up from Albemarle sound, 88 miles by 
land from Norfolk. It contains an elegant court-house, a bank, 
an academy, 2 churches and about l.UOO inhabitants. Btages 
leave 3 times a-week for Norfolk, Ya., and for Newbem, via 
Plvmouth. 

EuxiBETH CiTT, Situated on the right bank of Pascotank 
river, contains a court-heuse, an academy, 2 churches, and 
3,000 inhabitants. 

X jRBoao, aituated en the right bank of Tar river, at the head 
of steamboat navigation, bos a court-houae, a baak, 2 churches, 
an academy, and about 600 iDbabitants. Stages leave 3 tunea 
a-week for Kaleigh and for Washington. 

WisHiNoioic, situated on the h<a bauk of Tar river, at the 
head of ship navigation, has a court-house, a church, on acade- 
my, and 1,200 inhabitants. Stages leave 3 times o-wcek for 
Kaleigh; and fur Nowbem. 

Nbwukhh, situated on Neusc river, at the junction of Treat 
river, 1^ miles from Raleigh, was formerly the capital of the 
state. It is more healthy than most other places in the stat^ 
so near the sea-board. It contains a court-bouse, a theatre, % 
Masonic-hall, 3 banks, 3 churches, 4 academies, and 4,000 in- 
habitants. Stages leave 3 times a-week for Raleighj for Tor- 
boro; for'Plyroouth; and for BeauforL 

BiiuroRT, aituated on North river, 1 1 miles from Cape I<ook- 
out, and ITO from Raleigh, has a good harbour for vessels 
drawing not more tb^ 14 net water. It fontainsa court-huuse, 
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a HaWDiO-ball, a female Bcminarf, a nutle seminar]', a cborcb, 
and aboQt 1^ inhatntante. The harbour ia defended by Fort 
Macon, on Bogue point. Stages leave 3 times a-veek for 
Raleigh. 

WiLUiitaTON lies on the left bank of Cape Fear river, at the 
head of ahip navigatian, 35 miles from the oeean, and 136 from 
Raleigh. It is the mast commercial and popoloua town in the 
state. It has a cDnrt-hDaHe,, 2 banks, an academy, 2 churches, 
and about C.CKXI Inhabitants, Cars amie from, and depart 
daily for Richmond, Ya,, and Washington; and also for Norfolk; 
Ta. I See route Hdi and Iifi2. ) Steamboats daily to and from 
Charleatown, 8. C. 

Fatsttitillb is eltoated oo the right bank of Cape Fear 
river, 88 miles from Wilmington. It is regularly [aid ont, and 
contains a cDortJiaase, 2 banks, 3 churches, i academies, a 
United States arsenal of consti^clion. severe eKtensire cotton 
factories and mills, and 4,500 inhabitants. It bas several limes 
sufibred soverely by fire. The river is navigable for steamboats 
to this place; and it commands an extensive trade wilb the in. 
terior. Stages leave daily for Raleigh, and for Cheraw, 8. 0.; 
3 times a-week for Warsaw; and twice a-week for Salisbury. 

Wasbkntoh is situated on a branch of Tar river, 62 miles 
north-east ftam Ralcrigh. It has a court-house, a church, an 
academy, and TOO inhabitants. The Shooco White Bulphur 
Springs are 13 miles from Warronton. The waters contain 
sulphureted hydrogen gas, corbonic acid gas, sulphate of magne- 
sia, sulphate of lime, oxide of iron, mui&te oi soda, and car- 
bonate of lime; tbey bave been fbond beneficial in cases of 
dyspepsia, liver oonipl^nb and diseases of the skin. Stages 
leave the Warrenton depot dally for the springs. (Se« route 

CniPSL Hiu. is dtnated 28 miles from Raleigh, between the 
branches of New Hope river. It is the seat of the University 
of North Carohna, founded in ITSS. Its edifices, hvein number, 
are huUt of brick, and contain, bESides the libraries, a chemical 
apparatus and mineralogical cabinet. It has a president, 7 
professors, 2 tutors, TTT alumni, 15S students, and 12,000 
volumes in its libraries. The commencement is on the first 
Thursday in June. The village has about 800 inhabitants. 

QamNSBOBo' is rftnaled on a branch of Haw river, 83 
miles from Raleigh. It cont^s a court-house, a church, the 
Caldwell Institute, an academy, and about TOO inhabitants. 
Rockingham Springs, S4 miles from Greensboro', are on one 
of the north branches of Haw river. The waters are in much 
repute. Stages leave Greensboro' 3 times a-«ook for Ralcigti; 
for Milton; for Danville, Va.; for WytheviUe, Va.; for Knoi- 
nlle, Tenn.; and for Salisbury. 

Saleh, on the branch of the Yadkin river, is a pretty village 
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siid about 1,000 InliabitaDta. TnentT--fi:>ar mileg N.W. from 
Salem it the Pilot MDiintiLin, a n^mar cone, Tiling to the 
height of l,7A0 feet above the enrronndlcg rlain, and termi- 
nating Id a huge rock ciilled the Pinnacle, (See route 311.) 

BujSBtrEi Lb sltualed on a branch of Yadkin river, 115 milea 
from Raleigh, at the great ceotral point of travel in the weitem 
part of the atate. The village hag a oburcb, a court-honie, aa 
Bcademj, and TOO inhabitant!. Here ii an ancient stone nail, 
laid In cement, S-am 13 to 14 feet high, and 32 inches thick, 
which reaches to within a foot of the eurface: and tbe length 
of what hafl been discovered U about 300 feet. The otgect, 
time, and purpose of its construction are uncertain. Stages 
leave 3 tkuea a-week for Raleigh; for Danville, Va.: for 
Knoiville, Teon.; for Columbia, S. C.i for Checaw; and for 
Fayetteriile, 

C HiRLOtTE ia idtuated a fsv mllei eaat from the Catawba 
river, and ISS from Raleigh. It contains a court-bouK, a 
branch ijf the United States Mini, i churohea and 1,000 inho- 
UtanM. Eaat of the village are a number of rer; productive 
gold mines. About twenty miles from Charlotte is Davidson 
College, founded In 1838. It has a president, two profesBors, 
31 alumni, 49 students, and 1,300 volumes in ItsUbraricB. Tho 
commencement is on tbe loBt Thursday in June, Stages leave 
3 times a-weok for Salisbury: and for Columbia, B. C. 

LisootBTOn, beautifully sitoated on the loft bank of the littta 
Catawba river, 173 miles from Raleigh, has a court-bouae, three 
churehei, two academies, and 000 inhabitants. There are in 
the vicinity several extensive mills and mannfactotiea of cotton, 
iron, and paper. The Catawba Springs are U miles east from 
lincolnten. The waters contiun snlphate of magnesia and 
lime. Tho scenery hi tliis part of the state Is traly beautlfuL 
Twenty miles west from Uncolnton are the Shelby Sulphur 
Springs, the waters of which are very almilar to the sulphur 
springs of Virginia. Stages leave lincolnton 3 times a-week for 
Salisbury; and for Ashville; and twice a-week for Camden, 8. C. 

AsHViLLi Is situated on the right bank of the French Broad 
river, SSO miles &om Raleigh. It is in a healthy and beauliibl 
mountain remon, and has a oourt-house, an acadenw, 3 
churches, and TOO inhabitants. A few miles south-west from 
the village Is a Bulphur spring, much frequented. The Warm 
Bprines are situated on the left bank of French Broad river, 
34 miles from AshviUe. Tbe temperature of the springs is from 
Oe to 100 deg. Fahrenheit, and the waters contain the muriate* 
owl BulphUei of Umo and magBceik, are limped, and emit 
nltroeen got. Chronte Fbe«niatism and paral^ffa lw*e imsD 
oared fey drinklDB tbe water, aad' by frequent'OMwwiJi •ffic*- 



THE STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA 

Is Bituated between S3 d^. 3 una. and 36 deg. 10 min. S. Ut, 
and between 78 deg. 24 min. and 83 deg. 30 min. W. long. 
It l9 BOO milea long and ISA broad, contmnlne sMut BOiOUO 
square miles. Population in 1840, &»4,3g8. 

Tlie eea coast i« bordered witb a ehaln of islands, bMireen 
TT&ioh and tbe shore tbere is a Terj convenient narigaCon. 
Tbe main land is naturail; divided Into tbe loirer and upper 
.^ coontry. The low country eitenda from 80 to 100 miles from 
the sea coast, and is oovered witb eitensive forest! of piMb-pine, 
called pine-tarrena, interaperBed with marabea and Bwanipa of 
a rich loil. The bonks of tbe large riyera, and the creeks of 
thk region, are bordered mth a belt of oxoelleot land, pro- 
clacing cotton and Indian corn La abundance. The muvhes 
and swamps In thia district moke flne rice plantation!. Afler 
leaving tbe low country, in proceeding into the interior, you 
first pa» through a region of little saad-hills, which have been 
compared to tbe arrested waves of the sea in a st^rrm. Tltia 
Curious country^ aometimea denominated tbe nuddle coimtry, 
Gontinuea for 50 or SO milea, till you arrive at the ridge or upper 
country, tbe ascent te wluch, proceeding from the Atlantic, 
is sudden and somewhat precipitous. The lower falls of the 
rivera are found along this rii^. The low grounds between 
the sand-hills are euitable for agriculture and pasturage; but 
with these eiceptions, the country below the ridge ia barren, 
and scarcely worth cultivation. Beyond the ridge oommei 
a beaotifid aod healthy country of hills and dales, with 
flowing streams of pure water. This whole region may mr 
regarded as an elevated table-land, and is generally fertile. 
In the distance of 220 miles NW. fiw Charleston, the land is 
600 feet above the level of the sea. From this the country riaes 
gradually to a mountamous re^on to the ivest, where the great 
Alleghany range passes tlirough the state, in several ridges, 
some of which have high peaks. Table Mountain, one of the 
most conapicuoua of these, ia i,000 feet above the levd ol the 
HSa. The staple productions of the state are cotton and rice, 
great (tuantities of wliich are exported. Rice Is eitenstvety 
cultivated where the land can be irrigated by (he tide or ths 
overflowing of tbe rivers. The sea-ishiDd cotton, produced in

milca. The Baronnah nashea the whole south-west border of 
the Mate, and is a nobte etream. There are seTeral anmller 
riiera, among which are Cooper, Ashle?, and Combahee.

OOLL'UBIA. Che capital of the state, is ajtnated on the left bank 
of the Congaree river, immediately below the junction of Broad 
and Saluda rivers, 130 miles from Charleston. From the river 
there la a gradual ascent for one mile, reaching to a h^ht of 
200 feet, where it spreads ont into a plain of two or three miles 
in extent, dcsccndmg on every aide. On this plain the city iii 
built. It Is rwularly laid ont into wide and handsome streets, 
and extendveh' planted with trees. It has a state-hoaw IVt 
feet loDg, 60 wide, and two stories high: a conrt-honae, atown- 
hall market-honse. 3 banks, a theatre, an academy, a female 
Bominary, an asylum, Q churches, and 4,400 inbabitaots.

W. Ion., 580 milea 
frma Baltiznore, and 7B6 from New York. Population in 1840, 
29,361; to which may properly be added the inhabitonta of the 
" Keck ' ' north of the city, but lying without ita chartered limlta, 
which contSina 11,876; these added to the city population mako 
a total of 41.137 inhabitants. Cbarleaton ia on a peninaula 
formed by the conQaenee of Aahly and Cooper rivers, which 
tulle unmcdiatelf below the city, and form a epaclouB and con- 
venient harbour, commuiucating with the ocean at BuUivou's 
Island, 7 miles southeast of the city. The oity is defended by 
fort Pjnckney, 3 miles below, and Fort Johnson, 4 milea, and 
by Fort Moultrio on Sullivan'e laland. The ground on which 
th« city ia built is elevated 8 or S feet above the level o^tbe 
harbour at high tide. The streeta geaeraJly run parallel to 
each other from east to west, extending from river to river, 
and these are Grossed by others, nearly at right angles. The 
houaes are neatly built, many of them of bnck, and aome of 
wood neatly painted, having piazzas extendingto the roof, beau- 
tifully onuuuentcd with vinos. The houses in the.subnrba have 
flue gardena abounding in orange, peach, and other ornamental 
or uaeful treea, and a profusion of vinea and shrubbery. 

The public buildings ore — a city hall, an exchange, a oourt-

SiViNHAH, the metropolis and the largest city in the state, is 
b 3a deg. 4 mm. 56 sec. N. lat., and 81 deg. B min. 18 sec. W. 
Ion., 90 miles from Charleeten, 120 from Augusta, nod ISS from 
JOUedBerille. Population in 1840, 11,214. It is situated on 
the right bank cpf Savannah, river, IT miles &om its entrance 
into the Atlantic, Owing to tbe sa^ty of cfae channel entering 
the harbour, it is rendered one of too finest in the southern 
Btates. Vessels requiring 13 feet of water, load at the wharves 
of the city. The plain on which the city is built is elevated 40 
f^t above the river, and is almost a perfect level, and the 
Btreets cross each other regularly at right angles. Eighteen 
jiubhc squares are laid out, and are bordered with trees, par- 
ticularly the pride of India, which add much to the beauty of 
the place. The houses are many of them fine buildings. The 
Pulaski Monument, a beautiful Doric obelisk, standing in thti 
centre of one of the public squares, was erected in 1335, to the 
memories of Green and PulaskL It is built of white marble, 
&nd is £3 feet in height. 

The city cont^ns a court-house, an eichange, an arsenal, a 
gviord-house. tbe United States harrackB, a theatre, an asylum, 
a widows' asylum, 13 churches, a market-house, a hospital, 
fieroral fine banking-houses, 3 academies, a public library, an 
bistoricftl society, several charitable societies, and a number of 
extensive mills and manufactories.

It is the seat of the Oeorgia University, founded in 1786, 
which has a president, professors, 515 alunmj, TT studeBta, 
19,000 volumes in its librorias, and a very c^nnpleta pbilosophl- 
cal apparatus, Itie commencement is on the first WednesdajT 
in August.

In the Tlcloity 
of Borne are man j artifldal mounds and eicavaUoDB, of whidi 
there is no auCbentla history or Iradition, Btagea leare 3 timei 
a-veek for Oainesrille, for Columbus, for Mant^omery, Ala., 
and for HuntsriUe. 

Micoir lies at the head of steam navigation, on Ocmnlg«e 
river, built on both aides of the atreom, but chiefly on the right 
bank, the parts being connected by a bridge 3SB feet long. The 
streets are regularly laid out^ and very wide.

The &ce of the coonti? ia nnevea; bat nowhere elevated over 
300 feet above the sea. The whale extent of the coast is indented 
witli bays and lagoons. Alargo portion ofthe country is covered 
with pine forests, the trees of wliich. standing at a considerahla 
distance from each other, without brush or underwood, afford 
on opportunity for the grass and flowers to spread with Iniurl- 
ance over the surface of the eariJi during tlie whole year. The 
borders of the streams are usnaily skirted by hammocks of iiard 
timber, entangled with grape and other vices. A large portioni 
of Florida consists of what are usually denominated "pine- 
barrens," and muoli of it is sterile, though there are eitensivB 
tracts of table-land, hammock, aod swamp, of the richest soil, 
and well adapted to the cultivation of sugar, rice, cotton, Indian 
com, tobacco, and Iruits. A considerable quantity of Uie pine- 
luid is equally rich, and even the barrens afford extenidve ranges 
of grazing.huid, usually intersected with streams of pure water. 
Huij ports of the State abound in yeilow-pine and live-oak 
timber. The sea coast is generally healthy, and in many parts 
remarkably so; and the interior is equally healthy, unless it be 
in the neighbourhood of extensive nuarshes. 

The peninsula, which is the sonthem portion of the State, 
presents a angular alternation of savannahs, hunmocks, la- 
goons, Ac., caJled collectively tiie Everglades, which extend 
into the heart of the country tor 200 miles north of Cajie Sabie. 



They are drained on the nortli by the St. John'a river, and oa 
the west bj Macaco, or Charlotte river. 

There arc many bays on the weatern aldo of lie penioaula, 
some of Bhich form good harboura. Theyare Perdido, Penaacola, 
Choctairhatchoe, St. Androws, St. Joseph, Apalacbicola, Appa- 
lochce, Tampa, Carlos, and GaUiTain's. Onttecaetcoafit ofthe 
peninsula, the inlets affi>rd harbours for coasting vessels. The 
St. John's is the principal river on the eastern coast. It often 
<preade from 3 to 6 miles in width, and at other places it is not 
wore than one-fourth of a mils wide. It is eicoedingly winding, 
and flows through a beautiful and healthy country. St Mary's 
rtvcr risea in Okeflnokee Swamp, Georgia, and enters the 
Atlantic between Cumberland and Amelia islands. Of the 
nvers which enter the Gulf of Mexico, the Apalacbicola is the 
prinoipa!. It is formed by the junction of Chattahoochee and 
Flint rivers, about 100 miles from the Gulf of Meiico. The 
Chattahoochee branch of this river ts navigable for steam-boatB 
380 miles, to Oolnmbos, Georgia, The other principal river* 
are, Escambia, Snwanee, Withlacoochee, OsciUa, Oeklockony, 
and Choctawhatchce. Perdido river forma the weetcm boiui- 
darj between Florida and Alabama. It a navigable about T

The city is in the form of a parallelogram, one mile long, and 
three-fourtha of a mile wide, though not more than half M Ihia 
extent is compactly built. Matanias Sound hes in front of it, 
nn the eaat, and. aheltered by Anastaaia laland. forma a capa- 
cioas and aafo harbour. St. Augustine is the oldest city in ths 
United States, having been first settled by the Spaniards, in 
16IH.

In the northern and middle sectioni the natoral 
growth ia iMSt, hiack and white oak, hickory, poplar, cedar, 
cheanut. pme, mulberry, iui. The Alleghan)' Hountaini ter- 
minate in the north-east section of thia State, w^nhing here io 
elevated hillH. The climate. In the southern part, and in tho 
vicinity of the bottom-lands on the rirers, and near the Huscl« 
Shoals in the Tennessee river, is unhealthy; but in the more 
elevated portions it is ssiubrloos. The winters an mild, the 
ttreams being rarely frozen, and the heat of Bommer ia teio- 
pered by rotreshmg breezes from the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mobile river is tho principal streiuu in the State. It is farmed 
by the union of the Tombigbeo and the Alabama, 10 ntUesabov* 
' ~ city of Mobile- The Alabama is a large liver, and ia Davl' 
gniile for vessola dmning mi feet of water to Claiborne, 60 
miles above its junction; 160 miles farther, to the mouth of th* 
Cahawbn, it haa 1 or a feet of water; and to the junctiou of tha 
Ooosa and Tallapoosa, of which it is formed, it bas in the shal- 
lowest places 3 feet of water. The TombUbee is navigable for 
schooners 121} miles, to St. Stephens, and for sCeam-boata (o 
Columbus, Miss. It is 460 miles bng, and beatable for the 
greater part of its course. The Ulack Wairior forms a Ui^ 
branob of It, and is navigable to Tuacalooaa. Tiie Chatta- 
hoochee fbrmg a part of the eastern boundary of the Btate, and 
the Tetmessee runa through the northern part. Alabama bai 
only GO mUea of aea-coaet; but this includea Mobile bay, wliich 
ia 80 miles long, and from 3 to 18 broad. 

Tba conatituljoa of this Sute was formed in 1819. The go- 
Temor is elected by the people for 3 years, bnt ia eligible on^ 4 
years in 6. The aenators are ^ected for 3 years, and one-third 
are chosen every year. Tbdr number cannot be more than 
one-third, nor less than a foorth of the number of the repre- 
BGUtatives. The representatives are elected annually, and are 
apportioned among the counties in proportion to their white 
population. They oannot be more than 1 00, nor less than 60 hi 
nomber. The ropreaeDtBtives, and one-third of the senators 
are elected annually, on the first Monday in August, and tb» 
day following; and the governor is elected biennially, at tite 
same time. The legislature meets annually at Tuscaloosa, on 
the 4th Monday in October. The judiciary consiats of a su- 
preme court, a circuit court, and such iufenor courts as the 
General Assembly may, from time to time, direct and oatabliah. 
The judges are elected every dx years, by the joint TOte of both 
houaca of the Oeneral Assembly, The right of suffl'Sge is pos- 
sessed by every &oe viiiUs male citlien §1 yean of age, who 
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bss raiddoi] vithin the State one jeai next preoading an elec- 
tion, and the lost three tnonthi within the county, cit;, or town 
in which he offers hia Tote.

MoBiLB, dtnatfld on the right bank of MohLla rirer, at it* 
entranofl into Mobile baT, SO milei trom the bob, and 104 from 
New OrlsanB.iaplesaantli'seUadonan cxMndod plain, lafeet 
above the hidieit tides, and haa a beautiful proapect of the bajr, 
from wliioh It reodve* refreahing breeiea. it contains a court- 
hooae, a United States naval ho^ital, cit; boapital, 3 banks, a 
theatre, Burton Academ;. 7 ohurehea, andabout 13,000 inhabi- 
tants. The city ia auppliod with oxceQent water, lirought in iron 
pipes from Spring Hill, 3 milea diatant, and distributed through 
tbe atj. Next to Kew Orleans, it ia the largest oatton market 
tn tbe Union. It la defended by Fort Morgan, situated on a 
l«w aandy polDt at the month of the bay, opposite to Dauphin 
Island, and the harboar has a llght-boiue. HobQe waa ceded 
by Spain to tbe United States, in 1813. Spring Hill Collero, 
at Spring Hill, 2 miles from the city, was hicorporated in 1830. 
It hat a preddeet and three professors, TO atodents, and 4000 
Tolumes in its libraries. Steam-boata urive from, and depart 
iaSj tor Sew Orleaiu, ((are S doU,;) for Montgomery: and for 
Columbus, Uiss. 

MoKToouiBT, the capital of the State, ia built on a high bluB^ 
on the left bank, and at the head of steam-boat navigation, on 
Alabama river. 338 miles from Mobile by the course of the river. 
It contains a conrt-honae, T churches, 3 academies, and 2350 
inhaUtanta. Tbe cotton shipped from this' place amounts to 
10,000 balea annually. This place baa very receutly been made 
the capital of tbe State, and preparations are already in pro- 
gress for building an elegant stato-house. Can amve fivm, 
and depart daily for Charleston, S. C, via Augusta and Ata- 
lanta. Steam-boats arrive from, and deport daily for Mol^le. 
Stages leave 3 limes o-ireek for Columbus, Qa.; ItorRome, Qa.; 
for Ountor's landing; and for Tuacsloosa. 

WBTtniPEA. situated on the left bank of Coosa river, IJSmilei 
from Montgomery, contoina 1 churches, an academy, the sta(« 
priaon, and 3600 inhabitants. The Harrowgate Bprings, in the 
aonth border of the city, are much resorted to during the sum- 
mer months. The waters contain valuable mineral properties.

Euf AULA iB situated on the right hank of Chattahoochee river. 



IT miles from Uontgamery. It contains 2 churclies, Beversi 
iiteD»ve warehauses, and about 0OO inhabitants. Steam-boats

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Is situated on tbe south-east side of Black Warrior 
river, at the lower falls, on au elevated pl«n at the head of 
steam-boat navigation, 317 miles from Mobile. It vas reccnti]' 
the capital of the State, and contains a handsome state-hooBO, 
a conrt-houso, a United States land-office, i churohes, a ma- 
sonic hall, iiD academy, an athenccum for foung ladies, a 1 jceum, 
tbe Alabama Institute, and £000 inhabitante. The streeU are 
spacious, regularly laid out, and neatly built. The halls of the 
University of Alabama are a mile from the city. This tnstitu- . 
tion, founded In 1838, has a president, 7 profesBors Or Other 
instructors, 63 alumni, 60 students, and 6000 volumes In its 
libraries. The Commencement takes place on tbe Wednesday 
after the first Monday in December. Stages leave 3 times a- 
week for Mobile, for Montgomery, for Quntsville, for Tuicam- 
bia, aDd for Columbus, Mba. 

O.iiNESvitLE is situated on the right bank of Tomblgbee river, 
283 miles from Mobile by the course of tbe river. It is a great 
cotton mart, and has 3 churches, 3 academies, and about 200 
inbabitants. Steam-boats arrive from, and depart di^y for 
Columbus, Miss.; and for Mobile. Stages leave 3 times a-week 
for Columbus, Miss.; for Jackson, Miss.: and for Mobile. 

Deuofolis is on the left bank of the Tombigbco river, im- 
mediately below the entrance of the Black Warrior, and 220 
miles from Mobile. It contains a United States land-office, 3 
churches, 2 academies, and 1000 inhabitants. Steam-boats 
arrive &om, and depart daily for Columbus, Miss.; and for 
Mobile. Stages leave 3 times a-week for Tuscaloosa, and for 
Mobile. 

Si. Stepuenb is on the right bank of Tomblgbee river, 100 
mites above Mobile. It is, next to Mobile, the oldest town in 
the State, and has a United States land-offlce, 3 churches, an 
academy, and 1000 inhabitants. Stages leave 3 times a-week 
for Mobile, and for Tuscaloosa. 

CiBiwBA is situated on the right bank of the Alabama river, 
240 miles by water from Mobile. It was formerly the capital 
of the State. It now contains a court-hoase, 3 churches an 
academy, and 800 inhabitants. Steam-boats pass daily for 
Mobile, and for Montgomen'. Stages leave 3 times a-week for 
Mobile, for Tuscaloosa, and for Uuntsviile. 

Seliu, 16 miles above Cahawba, and on the same side of the 
river, has 3 churchea, 2 academies, and about 1000 inhabitants. 
Stages leave 3 times a-week Cor Montgomery, for Tuscaloosa, 
and for Columbus. Miss, 

HuNTBviLLB is situated 144 miles from Tuscaloosa, and 10 
miles north of Tennessee river. A copious spring conies out at 
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thefbotofaUrgcrock-wtthaforocnfflcieiitloniofcafordng 
pump, whiob raises water for snppljiiig the Tillage with pare 
cold water. Tho lill^ contaioB a court-house of Grecian 
arohilectuTB, a bank, of liewn (tone, with an Ionic portico of 
Coatiy and elegant worknuiDBhip, aneatmarket-houeei a United 
Btai«e land-^ce, G churcheB, an academy, a Beminai?, and 
2500 inMbitante. The bousea are neat and tattefU, and 
moDf of tbem elegant. Stages leave tbcee times o-week for 
KnoiTiUe, Tenn.; for ITashvUle, for Florence, for TnBCalooaa, 
and for Monl^mery. 

Flobknos is sitnated on the right bank of Tennesses rirer, 
immediatelj below the MoBCle BhoalB. When the water is not 
low, Bteam-boats ascend to this place, and it has great advan- 
tages for trade. It was laid out in 1X18, on an elatated plain, 
100 feet above the river ; the streets are wide and handsome. 
It contuns a court--boase, a United States surrejor-general's 
office, 3 chnrchei, 2 academies, and about 2000 inhabitants. 

TcsonuBU is on the left bank of Tennessee rirer, i mile* 
below Flor^Lce, and 340 miles north from Mobile. It conteina 
3 chnrches, 4 seminaries, several manujacturing establishments, 
and 3000 inhabitants. A most extraordinary ^ring here flows 
from a lai^ Assure in a limestone rock, whicb discbargea ao,000 
cubic feet of wBt«r per minute, The inhabttants are eufiplicd 
witli water from the Bpring. Steam-boat, stage, and roiljoad 
line to Charleston, S, C., 3 tjmes a-neek, via Qunter's Land' 
ing, Atlanta, Oa., and Augusta ; and stages for Memphis. 
Blagee arrive from, and depart dailjr for Mayirille, Ky., via 
!Ka|uivillo, Tenn, ; and for Vicksburg, Uiss., via Colmmbua and 

La Orange College is Ifl miies Bonth-east from Tuscomlna. 
This institution was founded in 1831, and is underthe direction 
of the Methodists. It has a president, 3 professors, 50 alomni, 
J06 students, and 2200 volumes in Its libraries, 

Atsx.ib is situated on a small branch of Tennessee river, 25 
milea west from Himtsville, and has a court-house, 2 ohurchc^ 
an academy, and 600 inhabitantB. There are white sulpbur 
and chalybeate springs T miles north of the vUlage, which ara 
much frequented. Slogei leave 3 times o-week wi Euntsville, 
and for Tuscnmbto. 
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Tbe Bouthem part aftlie State, for about 100 miles fl-om ths 
QulfofMeiico.i" mostly a sand^, IcTel pine forost, infflrspei'«d 
mtli c jpreBH swajnpa, open prainea, ^nd inundated manhei, and 
a feir hills of a moderate elevation. Tliis repon is generaUj 
healtby, and bj oultiTation produces cotton, Indian corn, sugar, 
indigo, dtc. Ab ^ou proceed furtlior north, the country be- 
comes more eleratod aod agrccabl; diveraiSed, and the soil iB 
a deep rich mouid, producing abundantly cotton, Indian com, 
Bneet potatoes, lodigo, peacbes, melons, and grapes. Tlie na- 
tural growth of timber ooneists of poplar, liickofj, blacb-vBlnnt, 
■iigar-msple, cotton-wood, magnolia, lime, and sassafras. The 
country in the north part of the State is healthy and produc- 
tive ; and the lands watered bf the Taioo, through its whole 
course in the north-west, are very fertile. The Mississipid 

boondar; of the Btate ; and its margin oonsiBta of inundated 
swamps covered with a lai^e growth of timber. Back of this, 
the Bur^co suddeoly riaes mto what are called bluffs ; and be- 
hind them tbe eoiintrf is a moderately elevated tabie-land «iUi 
diversitled surface. Cotton is the principal production of this 
State. The Taioo is the largest riTer that has its whole 
oourn hi tbe State. It rises In the N.W. part, and after a 
course of SfiQ miles enters the MisalsBippi.

At its mouth it nidens into a bay. It is naiieBhle for a con- 
siderable distance for small vessels. The Big ^ck river, after 
a course of 300 miles, enters the MisaisBippi just above Orand 
Quit It has a boat QaiigatJon of 50 miles. Pear! river Hsea 
in the central part of the State, and passing through it to the 
south, forming m its lower part tbe boundary between this State 
and Louisiana, entera Lake Borgne. Ita navigation is much 
impeded by sand-bars and obstructions of timber. The Ho- 
mochitto is a considerable river which enters the MisiisidppL 
Besides Iheae, there are a few other amali rivers and creeks. 
A chain of low sandy ialanda, or T miles from the shore, en- 
close several bays or sounds, the largest of wtaicb are Pasca- 
goula Sound and I^ke Bo^ne. 

Tbe original constitul^on of this Btate was formed in 1817, 
andthopresentin 1832. The governor is elected by the people 
for a term of two yeara, and cannot hold the offlce more than 
four years out of Bix ; and in case of his death, resignation, or 
other inability, it ia provided that the president ijf the aenate 
shall perform the duties of governor, until another aholl be duly 
qualifled. The senators are elected for four years, one-ha& 
of the nnmber being chosen biennially. They cannot be loss 
than one-fourth, nor more thou one-third of the whole number 
ot the representatives. Tlie representatives are elected bien-

There are four colleges in this State, ciz. : JeS^rsou Coll^[e> 
at Washington; Centenan' College, at Jackson; Oatlajid Col- 
lege, near Kodney; and MiSBissippi College, at Clinton. There 
arc 30 academies and 100 schools. 

In 1T16 the French Ibrmed a settleinent wbere tha city of 
Hatches now stands. Tlus colony was afterwards destroyed 
hy the Indians in the ricinity. In 1763 the territory was ceded 
to O-reat Bntun. In 1817 it was admitted into the Union M 
aa independent Stale. 

JicKSON, the capital of the state, is sitoated on tho left bank 
of Fearlnier, which is narigable to this place for small craft. 
It Is built on a plain, a quaH^ of a mile from the rirer. Is re- 
gularly laid ou^ and contains an elegant state-house, the go- 
vernor's house, the state penitentiary, a United Stales land- 
offlce, 2 churches, the buildmga of Centenary College and 2fiOO 
Inhabitants. Centenary College, founded in 1841, has a presi- 
dent, 5 professors, and ITO students. Cars arrive from, and 
depart daily for Vicksburg. Stages leave for NaaliviUe, Tenn., 
ilia Columbus and Florence, Ala. ; and for Gainesville ; and,3 
times a-week for Katchei. 

Natchei is situated on the left bank of the ttGsdsdppi river, 
301 miles from Sew Orleans by tjie course of tbe river. Apart 
of the city is built on the margin of the river, but moatty on a 
bluff elevated 160 feet above Qie water. The ground is some- 
what nneveu, but the streets are regularly laul out. TV 
houses are mostly of wood, many of them elegant, and sur- 
rounded with gardens stared with fruit, and finely ornamented 
with slirubl>ery. It has a oonrt-house, four cburche^ tliree 
banks, an academy, a female seminary, a Uicatre. a Joasomo- 
ball, a hospital, an orphan asylum, and fiOOO inbabitanta. The 
Coontry around oontaina fine cotton-lands, and the place is a 
great cotton mart, with on extensive and increaung trade. 
Three miles from the city is a race-course, Satchez waa for- 
merly the residence of the Great Sun, or principal chief of the 
Natches, with whose permisslan the French built Fort Bosalie 
here in 1718. The Indians surprised and murdered the garri- 
son, and nearly all tlie persons in the village, in the year 1739. 
Steam-boats arrive from, and depart dally for New Orlcane, 
Cuicinnati, St. Louis, Ac. Stages leave three timeu a-week 
for Jackson and for St. Francisvdle, La, (See route G20.) 
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OsANB Gulp ia aituaWd on tbe left bank of the HiMis^iM 
river, 852 miles above New Orleans bj the course of the cfrer- 
U is on a remarkable bend of the river, locallr known aa the 
Grand QalS, and baa a town-hall, a hospital, a theatre, two 
churoLes, a cotton preaa, and 1000 inhabitants.

WisBidOTON. 6 milea east from Natchez, ia pleasantly situated 
on a moderatelj elevated eita, and consists chiefly of some 30 or 
40 detached privato residences, embosomed in the rich ever- 
green shrubbery of the south. It contains two neat chnrchea 
and the hnildiaga of Washington College, established here in 
1B03, and endowed by Congress with a grant of land. The 
coQege buildings, which are of bfitk, contain a Ubrary of 1000 
volumes, a chemical apparatus, a geological cabinet, and* col-, 
lection of Indian antiquities, together with the fossil remains of 
a mastodon, and other ourtous relics found in tliis State. At- 
tached to the college are about fifty acres of ground, one-half 
of which reraahis in its original forest state. The location is 
healthy, and the viomity has many fine springs of water, one of 
which, called Eliicott's Spring, is within the college ground*. 

Port Gibson is prettily situated on Bavou Kerre, 3fi milea 
bj tbe course of th« stream from the Mississippi, and only 
eight from it at Grand Gulf, It oontams a court-house, threft 
churches, an academy, and 500 bhab ' '

Below the mouth of Red rirer, the MIsalaBlppt divides into 
seTeral branches or outlets, which, diverging from each other, 
slowly wend their way to the Oulf of Henco, and divide the 
Boutb-westem part of the State into a number of large islands. 
The western of these outlets is the Atchafalaya, wUch leaves 
the main stream at the moQth of Red river, and inclining east- 
ward, Bows Into Atchufolaya bay in the Qulf of Meooo. About 
13S miles below the Atchafalaja Is the outlet of Plaquemuie, 
the main stream of which unites with the Atchafiilaya ; but 
other portions of It intersect the country in dlflterent directions. 
Thirty-one miles below the Plaquemine, and 82 above New Or- 
leans, is the outlet of La Foarcbe, which communicates with 
the Golf of Mexico by two mouths. Below the La Fourclie 
smnerotig other smoU streams branch off from the river at va- 
lioas points. On the east side of the MissisBippi the principal 
outlet is the Iberville, which commnnicates with the Gulf of 
Mexico through lakes Manrepas, Fontchartrain, and Borgne. 
The whole tenitory between the Atchafalaya on the west, and 
the Iberville, du;., on the east, is called the Delta of the Mis- 
siaappi, from its rosemblance in shape to the Oreek letter of 
that name. A large extent of country in this State is anauMlj 
overflowed. 

The alluvial margfai along the Mississippi haa a breadth of 
from one to two mile^ and is of great fertility. To prevent the 
river from inundatlag the valuable tracts hi the rear, an arti- 
ficial embankment has been raised on the margla of the river, 
called the Levee. On the east aide of the river this embank- 
ment commenoea about forty nules below New Orleans, and 
extends up the river for a distance of 180 miles. On the west 
aide it cantinoes with UCtle interruption to the Arkuisas line. 
Along this portion of the liver there are many beautiftil and

pleaaant reaidencei. Ttie goath-veetem part of tlia Sute c« 
lists of sei marsh, on the margin of the Uul( bat brther id- 
land, of exten^ve and fertile proiriss. nliich contain man; 
flouriBhing gettlementi. Tbii country is elevated fhim ben to 
flftj fest abore high Ude. The countrj betveen the MiosiiMppi, 
Iberville, and Pearl liTen, in its Bouthem foHt, i> genenul; 
level, and highly prodnctire in oatUrn, sugar, com, rice, and 
indigo. The noruiern part hag an ondolating aurEBoe, and a 
heavy natural growth of nhtte, red, and yellow oak, hickoiTi 
black-nalnut, Bauafrai, magnolia, and poplar. In the nortb' 
western part^ the Red river, after entering the State b^ a 
angle chanoel, and flowing abont thirty miloe, spreads out lato 
a number of chaoneU, forming many lakes, islandi, and 
■munps, over a space of 50 miles Img andU broad. The bot- 
toms on the river are from one to ten ndlee vide, and very fer- 
tile. The timber on these is willow, cotton-wood, honey-loonrt, 
paw-paw, and bockeye ; on the rioh uplands, elm, ash, hiakoir, 
mult>erry, black-walnnt, with a, profukon ceT grape-Tines. On 
the leu fertile and saady uplands oftbe State are white, pitch, 
and yellow pines, and various kinds of oak. 

The MissLSsi^^ river tbrms the boundary of the State for a 
considerable distance, and in its lower part runs wholly in thia 
State, where it enters the Oulf of Mezieo by several pasoe*. 
It is naTigable for veuelB of the largest size. Red river entera 
the State near the north-veat comiff, and passes through in a 
■oolh-eaat direction, disobarpng a vast amount of water Intn 
the MismMippi, 23H miles above Sew Orleans. The Washita 
runs in a south direction in the north part of the State, MkI 
enters Red river a little above its entrance into the Uisdadppl. 
Bayou La Fourche and Atcbafalaya are large outlets et the 
Uiaaissippi. The other'rivers are fiM Black, Tensaw, Babin«, 
Caleaaeu, Mermaoteau, TermiiioD, Teche, Fearl, Au^ 
Iberville, io. 

The oouutry was first e^lored hj the Itench, and reetived 
its name in 1083 from La Salle, in honour of Louia XIT. A 
settlement was attempted in 166i, but failed. In 1699, amora 
successful attempt was made by M. Iberville, who entered tJia 
Missisappl and founded a colony. His efforts were followed o^ 
by M. CroiBt, a roan of wealth, who held the eiclnsive trade 
of the countTj^for a number of years. About the year ITIT, ha 
transferred lus interest in the provinee to a chartered compaoy, 
at the head of which was the notocions John lAw, wbOM na- 
tional bank and Misrisri^ tpacnUtiw fai*olved the ndn of half 
of the French noldli^. In ITdl tha company mifoti Um 
ctmoem to the orown, whohi 1163 Mded the whole of Loididaiia 
toSpahi. InieoOBpainTe-coDveyedtbepFovincatothaFranOl^ 
of whom U was porchased by the United States in 1803. 
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The gorenior and lietrtenant-goremor are elected for i years. 
Eepresentafcea are chosen for 2 yearB, and senators for * 
years, one-half being ohosen bionniall)'. The judicial power is 
vested in a anpreme court, district courts, and in justices of the 
peace. Judges of the supreme court are appointed bj tbe 
gOTSraor, and bold their offtoes for S years. The legistature 
iiieets biennially. Every &ee nhite male, ^ho has been 2 
years a citiien of the United States, and attained the age of 
21 years, and has resided in the State 2 years neit preceding 
the election, and the last year in the parish in which he offers 
his vote, has the right oCeuffrage. 

The literary institutions ui this Stale are—the Louisiana 
College; jefkrson College; St. Charles College; Baton Rouge 
College; Franklin College; Mandeville College; and the Uni- 
versity of Louiaiana. There are BO academies and 300 common 
Hchoou. 

Baton RonoE, the capital of the State, is on the left hank of 
the Mississippi. 110 miles above New Orleans. It is mostly 
built on B plain from 2A to 30 feet above high water, the busi- 
ness portion being on the street along the river at the foot of 
the bluff. The town contains a court-house, 3 banks, the Stat* 
Penitentiary, United States Land-offtce, 1 churches, a college, 
an academy, and 2500 inhabitants. Baton Reuge College, 
Founded in 1S38, has a president, i professors, and £5 students, 
■nd lOOO volumes in its libraries. The oommeGcement ia in 
December. The United States Barracks are on the river bank 
just above the town, and are suirouaded by highly ornamented 
grounds. Steam-boats leave daily for Xen Orleans, Vicksbui^, 
Ac. A line of stages runs to Kew Orleans, and also to 6t> 
FrancisvilJe. 

New Oblbanb is situated on the left bank of the Mississippi 
river, )05 toiles from its entrance into the Gulf of Mexico, in 
Jat. 29deg. BTmin. 30 see. N., and SOdeg. 8 min. W. Ion. from 
Greenwich. Population in 1840, 103,193. The city ia built on 
ground descending gently from the river towards lAke Font' 
ohartrain in the rear; so that nhen the Mississippi is tiill, the 
ttreetB are 3 or * feet belcw the surface of the river. To pre- 
vent inundation, an embankment 4 feet high and 15 feet wide 
has been constructed, called the Levee, extending team Fort 
Flaquemine. 13 miles below tbe city, to Baton Rouge, ISO mile> 
above It. The position of New Orleans as a commercial empi>- 
riiun is unrivalled; the Mississippi and its numerous tributanes — 
embracing in their course at the south the region yielding sugar, 
cotton, and tropical productions, and northwardly the ereaC 
agricultural and mineral riches of the vast SfiaslaMppi valley — 
bring to it, with their fleets of steam-boats, an immense Ifado 
In these great staples.

venta, and aereral large and elegant hotels. 

Bf autharit; of the 8tat«, the Unirersitj of Louisiana is t« 
be eatabliihod in New Orleana, and to conaiat of i facnltiea, 
nil., law, medicine, tbe natural sciences, and belles-lettres; the 
Medical College of Loiusiana, as now organiied, is to conatitate 
ihe faculty of medicine. Tbia inatitntion woa founded in 183S, 
and lias a fine building on the comer of Oommon and Philippa 
streeta; it has 7 proleaaors and 30 students. Lacturea com- 
mence on third Monda; in Horember. Mandenllo College la 
on tbe north side of Lake Pontcbortnun, 3A mile* from tlie cit j. 
It has a president and 3 profeason. The National Oaller; oT 
Paintings has some Bne picturea. The United Statea Uarina 
Hospitd is at McDonough, on the opposite ode of the river. 
The Cypreia Orove Cemetery, 4 miles from the centre of the 
city, is tait«fiill7lald out: there are 3 others, 3 Boman Catboliq 
and 1 Protestant. 

New Orleans, from its shape, is often called the Crescent 
Cit7, as those streets which follow the ilTor make a eorre 
somewhat in tlie form cf a creseent. The vicinity afiords the 
traveller many oljects of interest. The road to CarroUton, fl 
miles distant, is through dellghtiiil sceneryi and the Bhell Road 
aflbrds an agreeable ride to Lake Pontchartraln, distant S 
niilesi there is also a railroad to tbe lake. There are Beveral 
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other pwntB of Interaat, and among them the battleground, 6 
milea below the city, whore the American orn^ under GeD. 
Jacltson gained a Bijmal victory over a force of 8000 Britieh, 
killing iu little more than an hour 2000 of the enemy, with the 
loss of only T killed and 6 wounded.

The general aspect of the country ia that of a vast inoUned 
plane, eradually sloping from the mountains eaetward to the 
sea, and traversed by numerous rivers, all having a sonth-eart 
direction. It may be naturally divided into three regituis : tb« 
Srst, which is level, extends along the coast with a breadth 
varying from 100 to 30 miles, being narrowest at the Booth' 
west. The soil of this region is principally a rich alluvion, with 
scarcely a atone, and singularlj free from stagnant swamps. 
Broad woodlands fringe the banks of the rivers, between which 
are oxteneive and rich pastnre-landa. The second division, the 
largest of the three, is the undulating prairie region, which ex- 
tends for ISO or 200 miles iiirther inland, its wide grassy tracts 
alternating with others that are thicWy timbered. limestone 
and sandstone form the common substrata of this section. 
The third, or mountainous region, situated principally on tbe 
west and aouth-west, forming paft of the Sierra Madre, or 
Mexican Alps, is but little explored. At its remote eitrenuCy, 
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it contUts of an elerated tsble-laail, reacmbliog the vast Bteppei 
of Aaia, except in their Bapeiior fertillt;. The mOuiiUuji aide* 
are clothed with foreate, and there are few if any dialiicta of 
country of the same extent as Teiiui witb k little uuproduc- 

The principal rivers in the State are the Sabine, Nechei, 
Trinidad, Braios de Dios, Colorado. Quadalonpe. Ban Antooio, 
Ifuecee, and the Bio Orande. The Neches is naTigable for 
Hmall Bleam-boats for more than 100 milea, Trinidad riier for 
three or four hundred miles, and the Briiob for half that dis- 
tance. The Bio Colorado is obstructed by a mil ten miles 
from its mouth ; it will, when remoTed, be natlgable for steam- 
boata 200 milei to Austin City. The San Antonio and Kueoes 
are navigable for only Abori: diHtances ; but the Bio Qrande del 
Norte, a noble itream, having a course of 1800 miles, will most 
probably, 'though in parts broken b; rapids, become hereafter 
»n Important commercial chamiol. Oalreston bay, into which 
the Trinidad flows, is about 35 miles in length, and from 12 to 
18 miles wide. The Oulf of Mexico bonnda its south-eaBtem 
border, on whieh are many bays and some good harbours. 

The Texan year is divided into a vet and dry season. The 
former lasts from December to March; and the latter from 
Harah to December. Snow is seldom seen, except on the 
mountains. The country is in most parts covered with a luxu- 
riant native puss, and it is amply supplied with timber, among 
which are the live-oak. white, black, and post oak, hickory, 
walnut, sycamore, caoutchouc, die., and on the high lands pine 
and cedar. The "Cross Timbers" are two Imes of conUnuaus 
forests of great extent. Cotton and the augar-oane are the 
great agricultural staples, both of which attain to the greatest 
perfection. The grains cbieSy cultivated are Indian com and 
wheat. Peaches, melons, flgs, orangea, lemons, pine-applea, 
datea, olivea. grapes, iio,, grow abundantly. Great numbers 
of cattle and horses are reared, and vast herds of buffoloes and 
wild horses wander over the prmrie^ while deer and game are 
abundant. Among its minorals are coal of a superior quality, 
iron ore, limestone, granite, slate, gypsum, iio, Gitver mines 
liave been wrought in the mountains, and bitumen and salt are 
abundant. 

The principal literary jnatitutions of the State are the Univer- 
sity Ban AugusUne, at St. Augustme ; Wealeyan College, do. ;

AcstiN, the capital of the Slate, ia situated on the left hank 
of the Colorado, 200 miles ftom the mouth of the river, and 259 
miles north-west from Galveston. It is built on a plain, elevated 
some 30 OP 10 feet above the level of the river. Tlie Capitol la 
^tuated on a bill, and from it a very cominandiag view of the 
surrounding country may be obtained. The goTemor's honaa 
is lipon anotljer eminence, about 300 yards tfom the Capitol. 
' Aust'iD contains two churches, and abont 1000 inhabltantB.

GAirasTOtr, 355 miles flrom Austin, and 350 west bj nortli of

HiTiaoBDi, 198 miles south-east from Austin, is situated on 
a plun north of Matagorda baj, and on the right bank of Co- 
lorado river, 3S miles fh>m the Caballo Pass.

Sin Ananstm is situated on the Ajish Bajou, a branch of 
the Neches riTer, 360 miles E.N.E. ttvm Austin, and a? from 
Gaines' Ferry, on the Sabine. It contains a court-hoase, two 
Churches, and 1000 inhabitants ; it is very healthy, being built 
on the high rolling lands, and is one of the most beautifU 
towns in Texas. The universitr of San Augustine, incor^ 
poratod in 1837, has a president, two professors or other in- 
structors, in the male department, and three iastnictors 
in the female department. The session conunences on 
the third Monday m June. The Wesleyan College, with a 
male and female department, has a president and four instruc- 
tom. The session commences on the tlrst Monday in March. 
Btages leave for Natchitoches, and (br Nacogdoches, 

Nacoodoohis is 2fiO miles from Austin, and BO west thim the 
Sabine river, and is situated at the head of several small 
streams, which enter, after a course of six miles, into the B. 
Angelina. It was finineriy occupied as a military post by the 
Spaniards and Mexicans. It contains a court.house, a Soman

In its vicioiCy stand tbe 
nuSB of the Alamo, This was an obtong encloaure, wiUi wall* 
abool 10 feet high and 3 feet thick, coreiing an acre of groond; 
it haa been styled the Thermopylsof Texaa, in oommemotMiaa 
of the heroic defence of Travis aai his brave oonuadea. 

OohfubChusti, at the head of a bay of the soma aame, 360 
iniles south &om Austin, has a court-house, aevaral stfveS, and 
about TOO inhabitants. Bteam-boats ply to GlalvMCon aad to 
Hew OrieacB.

Theaoil is excellent, the but- 
Itice is gently undulating, and the forest growth black walnut, 
black-cherry, buckeye, paw-paw, augar-maple, mulberry, elm, 
ash, cotton-wood, white thorn, and an abundance of grape- 
vineB. The counwy in the south-west part of the State, be- 
tween Orccn and Cumberland rivera, ii called the "barrens." 
In 1800, the legislature of the State made a gratuitous grant 
of thia tract to actual settlera, under the impreBBion that it was 
of little value ; but it provea to be excellent grain land, and 
alao adapted to the raismg of cattlo and awine. The whole 
State below the moniitauiB liae, at the usual depth of eight 
(ect, a bed of limestone, which has frcqueat aperturea through 
which the waters of the rivers sink into the earth, causing some 
of them to disappear for a time, and others to be greatly dinu- 
nished in the eummor season. The livera have generallf' worn 
deep channela in the calcaroons rocks over which they flow. 
Tho precipices formed by the Kentucky are in many places 
BtupendoUB, presenting perpendicular tianka of soUd limeatane 
300 feet high, above which ia a Btecp and difBcult ascent aeveral 
times as high. In tho aouth-weat part of the State, between 
Orccn and Cumberland rivers, are several remarkable caves- 
One called the Mammoth Cave, 130 miles from Losingtoa, on 
the roait to Naabvilie, has been explored for a distance of eight 



Ohio rlTor, bj ite variouB iriodingB, bordefs thia Stato on the 
north for 637 miles. Cumberiard and Tennesnee rivers pasB 
throngh its weatam part aa they approach thuir entrance into 
the Ohio. Cumberland rirer rises in the eagtern part of this 
State, The Big Sandf ia 350 mllea long, and for a oanaider- 
able distance forma the boundary between thia State aod Tir- 
giiiia. It is naTigalde tUtj miiea for boats. The Sentacky 
rirer risea in the Camborland Mountains, and after a coarse 
generally through a deep rocky bed, &Jls into the Oiiio, 77 
miles above LouisEillo, It ia navigable for stcam-boata 60 
milea to Frankfort. liokLag, Green, aod Salt, are other con- 
uderable rivers. The Musissippi runs on the western border 
of the State. 

The Brst constitnfl<m waa formed hi 1790, and the present one 
in 1766. The goTeraor is elected for fonr years by the people, 
and is inelimbS for the neit seven. A lientenanl^govenior is 
chosen at the aame time, who is preaideot of the senate, and vho, 
in case of the death orabsenceof the governor, sncceeds to his 
duties. The eeaatora are elected for four years, one-quarter 
of them beuig chosen annually. Theu" number cannot eiceed 
3S, nor can they be leas than 24. The repreaentatJves are 
chosen annually, and apportioned cvory four years among the 
connliea according to the num.ber of electors. Every trG& 
white male citizen, who is twenty-one years of ago, sjid has re- 
sided two years in the State, or in the county in wliich he ofters 
his vote, one year preceding the election, has the right of suf- 
frage. Votes are given openly, or viva voct, and not by ballot.

on a small branch of Salt river, 31 miles south of Frankfort. 
It was one of the eorhest settlements in the State. It contains 
s Presbyterian and a Methodist church, a bank, an aesdemy, 
and 1000 inhabitants. Here is located Bacon College, founded 
in 1886, which has a president and seven professors or other 
histruct<»s. 203 students, and 1200 volumes m its libraries. 
Tbe commencement is oh the Inst Friday in September. The 
Barrodsborg Springs are much frequented; tbe waters possess

It is built on a ^ntle dechvliy, 75 fact 
above lov water-mark, and regularly laid out, the streets cross- 
ing each other at rigbt angles. It coDtains a city-hall, court' 
house, a marine hospital, a medical instituUi, city prison, an, 
hospital, two orphan asyiuios, a Magdalen asylum, 3fl chnrchea, 
three banks, two savings banks, four insurance companies, four 
markets, a school iar the blind, 18 public schools, CO select 
stdtools, and 30,000 inhalntants. 'Water-works are in course of 
construction to supply wholesome water, and tbe city is lighted 
with gas. This city is tba seat of most of the commercial aiid 
m:uim'acturing busmees of the State and contiguous terntory.

BowtiHo Geeeh la aituated on a branch of Green river, and 
at the head of steam-beat navigation, 144 miles south-west from 
Franlifort.

Tobacco is largely 
expoi'ted. Stages leave for Maysville, for Cincinnati, tor 
Louisville, for Smithland, for Columbus, for Hickman, and 
for NashviUe, Tenn.

LIES between 37 dcg. iS min. and 41 dcg;. 52 min. N. lat., 
and between Sj deg, 42 tain, and ST d^.

It has a meiui length of 260, and a mean breadth of 140 miles, 
contoining 36,000 aqusrE roileB. The population in 1840 was 
68A,8ee. 

There are no monntainB in thia State, bnt the conntry bor- 
dering on the Ohio ia bill}'. A range of hUla runs parallel nith 
the Ohio, from the mouth of the Great Miami to Bine river, 
alternately approaching to irithin a few rods, and receding to 
the digtanco of tno maea. Bclon Blue ritor the billB cense, 
and there la an immense tract of level land, covered with a 
heavy growth of timber. Bordering on all tho prmctpal streams, 
except the Ohio, are atrips of bottom and prairie land, from 3 
to 6 miles in width.

It i» 
built after the model of the Parthenon at AUiens, with a por- 
tico pn each front, having ten Done columns, and has d^gaiA 
halls for the two housois of the legislature, a court-room, and 
rotunda. The city contains a conrt-houae, the state prison, 
deaf and dumb asylum, lunatic asylum, 10 churehes, a female 
Institute, a sexninary, and 3000 inhabitants.

The snr&ee of the State !B genewUj le»eL It has no moon- 
tains, though the northern and soutaem parts are hilly and 
broken. The portion of the State Bonth of a liaa froin the 
mouUi of the Wabash to the month of the Kaskaskia. it geoe- 
rally covered with timber, but north of tliis ttw prairie coimWy 
predominates. The eye BometJmeB wanders over uumense 
plains covered with grass, with no other bouiidary of its vision 
but the distant horizon, though the view is oiteii broken by 
occasional woodlands. The diy prairies are generally from 94 
to 100 feet higher than the bottom-lands on the rivers, and very 
fertile. A range of blu£b commeQces on the margin of the 
Miasisxippi, a short distance above the month of the OIho, and 
extends north beyond the Des Moines rapids, sometjmes riUof 
abruptly from the water's edge, hut generally a few miles dis- 
taot &OIQ it, leaving between the blnflb and the river a strip of 
alluvial formation of uuuhaostible fertility. The baoks of the 
Illinois and Kaekaskia, in some places, present sublime and pic- 
turesque Bceuery. 

The Illinois is the largest river in the State. Foi aod Des 
Plaines riven, its two largest branches from the north, rise in 
Wisconsin, and with Kankakee river from iDdiana. form the 
Illinois, which, aflcr a courseoflOOmilea, enters the MissisBippt 
30 miles above the Missouri. It is navigable a distance of about 
260 miles. Rock Hver rises in Wisconsin, and after a course of 
300 nutes, mostly in nhnois, empties into the MissIssippL The 
Kaskaakia rises near the middle of the State, and, after a sonCli- 
weBterlyconrsoof260 miles, enters the MissiBBippi, 63 miles be- 
low the Missouri. It is navigable for boats 160 miles. The 
Wabaah forraa a part of the east boundajj. The little Wabash, 
after a course of 130 miles, eaters the Wabash a little above its 
junction with the Ohio. Peoria lake, through which the lUlnios 
river flows, about 160 miles from its month, is a beaotiiiil aheet 
of water, 30 nules long Mid 3 broad. t,oo>i|i. 
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The governor ia elected by the people for four jean, but is 
eligible ool; four ;earg in eight. A lieatenant-governor 1* 
elected at tlie lame time, vbo is preaidetit of the Aeimte* and 
in case of the death, reaignaitioii, or absence of the governor, 
diHchai^s his duties. The senatora are elected for fhur, and 
the representatives for tifo years. The representatives can 
never bo lees than 27, nor more than 36, utitjl the inh abitaots 
exceed 100,000. The number of senators can never be lesa 
than one-third, nor more than one-half tlie number or repre- 
sentatiyes. The judges of the Supreme Court are appointed 
by the joint ballot of both honsea of the legislature, and bold 
their offices during good behaviour. The right of sufirage Is 
universal. All vMte male hihabitants, 21 years of age, who 
have remded within the state six months precei^g an election, 
have the right to vote. 

The hteraryinstitutionaare — HUdois College, b( Jacksonville, 
founded in 1829 : Bhurtloff College, (Baptist,) in Upper Alton, 
inl83t>; McKendree CoUege, (Methodist,) in Lebanon, In 183*; 
McDonough College, at Macomb, in 183T. There are in the 
State GO academies and 1300 common schools. 

Illinois was admitted into the Union as an independent State 
in 1818. 

SPRiMariKUi, the capital of the State, ia aitnated 85 miles 
from St. Louis, and near the centre of the 8tal«. It lies four 
miles south of Sacgwnon river, on the border of a rich and 
beautiful prairie. It was laid out in 1S22, and in 1823 contained 
but 30 &miliGS, living in log cabins. It now contains a state- 
house, — aa elwant edifice, a court-house, a market-house, a 
bonX a United States land-offlce, eight churches, three high 
schools, several extensive manufactories, and 4000 intiabilants. 
Cars leave daily for Heredosia, thence in stages to Qoinoy. 
Stages leave daily for St. Louis, and for Chicago, via Feona 
and Ottawa ; three tunes a-week for La Fayette, la. ; for Terre 
Haute ; for Shawnoetown, via Tandalia and Salem ; for Bur- 
lington, lo., via RushviUe ; for Lewistown ; and for Sloomington. 

JiOKSONViLU; is situated on elevated ground, in the midst of 
a delightful prairie, which is fertile and well cultivated. 33 miles 
from Bpriagfield. It contains a spacious court-house, a market- 
house, a lyceum, a mechanics association, two academies, 
seven churches, several manofhctories, and 2500 inhabitants. 
It is the seat of lUinois College, founded in 1829, wluch has a 
president, and in Itsacademical and medical departments, eight 

SrofcBEors and US students. There are 3500 volomes in its 
braries, and it has a very complete philosophical and chemical 
apparatus. The commencement is on the last Thursday in 
June. Cars leave daily for Springfleld and for MeredoaiB. 

Alton is situated on the left bank of Missiasippi river, two 
miles above the mouth of Missouri river, 21 miles below the 



month of lUlniHS lifer, and 20 miles from Bt. Loou. It is 
regularly and handaomel; laid oDt. and contuDB a liank, a 
IfCeniD, amechanice' aaaooiation, six chnrcliei, a number of 
Behooli, and abimt 2000 inhabitants. As a commerdal citj its 
advantages are very great. It hiu the best landing for steam- 
boats on the eaat bank of the MiagisrippL A flat rock, level 
vith the surface of the groond, forms an excellent Datnrsl 
irliarf. Timber, ft^estone, limestone, and bitumnous co&L 
exist in greatabnudancenearthetOTD. Bteam-boats plf to St. 
Louis, and to all the principal ports on the Uississppi, Ohio, 
nUnois, and Uksouri riiers. (See routes Sos. 691, 020, 621, 
and 622. j Stages leave for VlDCemies via Carijle ; and for 
Jacksonville. 

SiBEAsKU is dtnated on the right baak of Easkaskia river, 
113 miles fi'om Springfleld, and seven from Its junotioiiwiUi the 
Hisds^pL It has a court--honse, a Dnited States land-afflce, 
a ohurch, a muuiery and female boordmg.school. and 1000 in- 
habitants. It was settled bf the FrencE about 168S, and its 
inhabltantB ore now mostly of French desoeat. (See route 
621. ) Stages leave for St. Louis, Mo., and for Tinoennea, la., 
via Salem. 

Shawkiitown is ^toated on the right bank of Ohio river, ten 
miles below the mouth of the Wabash river, and 196 friMn 
Bpringileld. The bonk of the river has a gradoal ascont, bat 
not s\3Hcienl: to prevent inundation In extreme high Soode. The 
town has a bank, a United States lond-ofHce, two churches, and 
1000 inhabitants. It was hiid out m 1314, and is one of the most 
coEnmcraial places in southem Jllinois. Stages leave three 
times a-week furVinconnes, Ia.:&r Springfield, via Salem j for 
St. Louis, Mo. ; and for Cape Qirardeau. 

ViNDiXLi, formorl; the capital of tbe State, is situated on 
the right bank of Kaskaskia river. It is regnlarlj laid oat, with 
streets crotaing each other at right angles, it ctmtains a court- 
house, a United States land-offlce, two churches, several 
mannfacturmg establishments, and 800 inhabitants. The na- 
tional road extends to this place. Stages leave daily for SC 
Louis, Mo., and for Terre Haul*, la.; three times a^weet fiir 
Springfield ; and also for Ehawneetown. 

Peoru is beautifully situated on the right bank of niiDoii 
river, at the outlet of Peoria lake, aod TO milea from Springgeld. 
The flrst bank of the river gradually rises from six to 13 feet 
above high-water mark, and extends bock a quarter of a mile 
from the river to the second bank, where it rises five or ni fee^ 
forming a terraoe extending back to the blufi^ which are team 
60 to 100 feet high, by a steep ascent, and present from their 
summit an extensive and beautiful prospect. The town con- 
tains a court-house, an academy, six churches, several fic- 
tories, and 1500 inhabitants. Stages leave daily for CUcagO 



via OUa«a ; and also for St. Louis via Bprintfflelil ; three times 
a-«eek for Bnrlineton, Id,; far Oolcna via Duoai for MadieoD, 
Wis. ; and for iDiUaiuLpolis.

Chicioo <s aituated on the 8. W. shore of I^e Hichlgaii, at 
the head of lake navigation. The cit7 is built on a level prairie, 
handaomel; elevated above the water, and lies on both aides 
of Chicago river, between the junction of the north and aoath 
bninclum, and three-foarths of a mile from ite entrance Into 
the lake. B; the conetruolion of piers, an artificial harbour 
bsB been made at the month of the river. The cit; contains 
tie coanty buildinga, a United States land-offlee, 8 churoheg, 
an academy, and 11,000 inhabitants. Back of the town, fbr 
three or four mdes, ia a flue, elevated, and fertile prairie, and 
to the north, along the lake shore, are eiteni^vo bodies of flna 
timber. Numerous steam-boats and vessels ply between thie 

Coe and BnSalo, and the intermediate plaoes on the upper 
es. It is admirably ritnated for trade, and the rapidity of 
ill growth ia onparalloled. Bteam-boats nm to Bo&lo, N. X., 
and the intermediate places. (See route 203.) Stages leavs 
Aaaj Sot Bt. Loois via Joliet, Ottawa, Peoria, and Bpiingfleld ; 
for Oalena ; also in winter for Detroit, JDchigan ; three tipies 
a-woekfor Galena via Dlion; for Milwaukee, &^. 

QuEHi ii pleasantly situated on FGve or Bean river, I5S 
miles from Chic^o, and Is the metropolis of the i^reat lead 
region. It is wx miles above the mouth of the river, which is 
navigable to this place at all stages of the water for the largest 
Eteam-boata. The town contains Ave cbnrches, an acadini^, 
and about 2000 inhabitants. It was first settled in 1826. In 
1841, 22,000,000 pounds of lead were produced In its vicinity, 
and the mannfoctnro of copper is also ^ning into importance 
here. Stages leave daily for Cliicago ; three times a-week for 
Springfield via Dlion and Peoria ; for Beck Island City : for 
Madison.

Book Ibluid Ciir, situatedon the left bank of tbe Misos- 
dppi river, just above the entrance of Rock river, contains a 
conrt-hoitBe, two churches, and about 1000 inhabitants.

The judges of the supreiae court and the chan- 
cellor are appointed by the governor, with the conaent of tbe 
senate, and hold their offices during good behaviour, or unljl

JirTEBSON CiTi, the capital of the State, is otuated od Um 
right bank of Missouri river, on elevated and uneven ground, 
1^ miles from St. Louis. It contains a sCatc-hoase, a go- 
vemor'a houae, which is large and elegant, a state penitentiary, 
an academy, 2S0 dwellings, and about 1600 inhabitants. Stages 
leave daily for 8t, Louia ; three timea a-week for Caledonia ; 
for Springfield via Warsaw ; for Independence via Boonevillo.

St. Louis is situated on the right bank of the MisaigBippi, IS 
miles below the junction of the Misauan. It is in 38 dcg. 37 
min. 28 sec. N. lat., and 90 deg. 15 min, 30 sec. W, long. F<y 
pulation in 1846, 35,000. Its situation is pleasant and healthy. 
Standing on a limestone bluff. The ground rises gradually from 
the flrst to the second bank of the river ; and on the second 
banX which ia about 40 feet higher than the flrst, tho city is 
chiefly built. Viewed from the opposite shore, or aa it is ap- 
proached from the river, it prcsenta a beautiful appearance. 
The compact part of the city extends about one and a half mlloB 
along the river, with auburbs to the north and east, making its 
wbole extent five miles. It is elegantly built, the more recent 
houaea bemg constructed of brick, others of stone, and some 
have spacious and beautiful gardens attached to tbem.

The conuoenoeoient is on the IBtli of Jnly. Kemper College, 
nhich ia under the dh^ction of the Epiacopahana, is five mUea 
diataLt from the city, on a beautiful eminence : the buildings 
t^e of brick. The principal ediSce is a building TO feet long and 
iunr atorica high, nith wmga of equal length, three atones high. 
It haa g profeasora or other matructora, and about 1000 TOlumes 
In ita Ubrarlaa. The commencement is on the laat Thuraday 
of July. It has a medical department, and a biulding within 
the city whore lecturca are dolirarod during the winter. Thopa 
are two medical echoola, the one ottJiched to the 6t.

The le^slativo authority la vested in a senate and 
hooae of repreBOntatives, which meet biennially on the Bret 
Monday in January. Representatives are chosen for two 
yeara ; they mnat be free white citizens of the United States, 
and have attained the age of 31 yeara, have resided within the 
Stale one year next preceding the election, and thirty days 
within the county or district for which they may be elected. 
Senators are chosen for four years, at the same time of electing 
representatives. They mnat be 25 years of age, and possess 
the qualifications of representatlvoi. The judicial power ia 
vested in a supreme court, district courts, and such other in- 
ferior courts as tbe legislature may establish. Judges of tho 
supreme court are elected by the legislature, and hold their 
office for six yuara. Every while male citlien of the United 
States, twerty-one yeara of age, who ahall have resided within 
the State six months next preceding tho election, and twenty 
days in the county In which he claima to vote, eiy oys the right 
of snffi-ace.
